DEA GROWS 


Some Good May Come of the 
Peace Conference. 


THE 


A SPIRIT OF ARBITRATION. 


MARKED CHANGE OF SENTIMENT 
AMONG THE DELEGATES. 


They Now Seem to Realize That the 
Czar’s Proposal for Universal 
Peace Was More Than a 
Mere Vision.

THB HAGUE, Holland, May 20.—What- 
ever may happen to the proposals for the 
restraint of armaments, it is generally 
feit by the peace delegates here that the 
conference will attain something tangible 
in the direction of international arbitration, 
Ambassador White and Seth Low have 
both been impressed by the favorable en- 
dency towerd the arbitration idea dis- 


played in the unofficial conversations by 
the delegates of the European powers. 
Germany, wholly opposed to checking her 


armaments, is to be found among the 
supporters of any practicabie scheme for 
seitling international differences by means 
of an international tribunal. 

The section of the conference to which 
arbitration and mediation will be commit- 
ted for report will be the etrongest of the 
three main seciions. It is significant that 
the chamber designated as its place of 
meeting is the largest, as evidentiy it is 
expected that the atiendance «here will 
be fuller than in the other sections. The 
transforma.ion of feeling that has taken 
place since the assembling of the confer- 
ence and the beginning of preparations for 
actual work ie littie short of marvelous. 
Probably not a delegate, on arriving here, 
entertained the expectation that anything 


| fruitful would issue from the conference, 


whose existence they regarded merely as 
a compliment to the Czar’s puissance. But 
now that is all changed. An earnest, sin- 
cere, weil Meaning epirix is observable. 

Even German Delegate Stengel is fever- 
ishly anxious to explain away his beilicose 
pamphiet, which gave such a sinister com- 
plexion to his appointment as one of Ser- 
many's representatives. Baroness von Sutt- 
ner, the famous Austrian peace advocate, 
who, though unaccreoited occupies a posi- 
tion equalling in influence that of any ac- 
credited delegate here, said to the Pos- 
Dispatch correspondent to-day: 

‘‘] have no’ fear that the conference will 
be fruitless. The Cgzar’s influence is too 
strong. The delegates are only now realiz- 
ing that his proposal was not a dream, but 
an attempt to realize the highest ideal of 
practical statesmanship.” 

M. De Block, whose work on war admit- 
tedly helped to “gh the impulse to the 
Czar’s mind which has resulted in the as- 
sembling of this immenge gathering, sald: 

“It is the first atep that costs.’ It is 
impossible that this assemblage of experi- 


'ehced statesmen and diplomats can discuss 


the points in the Czar’s circular without 
ciscerning how easily measures can be con- 
certed to obviate war. 

“No definite proposal may originate per- 
haps from those deliberations, but they will 
set the nations thinking on ‘the greatest 
problem of ¢civilization until a solution is 
found. 

“T have seen all the chief delegates here 
and have exchanged views with them. Their 


instructions, I gather in most cases leave ! 


much to their discretion, and there is plain 
evidence that all the great powers are en- 
tering the conference with an honest desire 
to consider fully and fairly any reasonable 
suggestion ¢hat may be brought forward.”’ 


SECOND DAY’S SESSION. 


Most of the Time Devoted to Exchange 
of Compliments. 

THE HAGUE, May 2%.—The second sit- 
ting of the peace conference took place 
this morning and lasted 35 minutes, 

The President of the conference, Baron 
de Staal, read the replies of the Czar and 


D irccgy Wilhelmina to the telegrams sent to 
t 


1em by the conference on Thursday. 

The President then addressed the dele- 
gates on the subject of the labors before 
them, and it was decided not to publish the 
speech, 

The President proposed the adoption of 
the arrangements for the committee was 
agreed to without discussion. Baron de 
Staal further proposed that, although the 
principle of secrecy should be maintained, 
communications might be made through 
the press bureau, subject to the approval 
of the President. This was also adopted. 

At the conclusion of the conference to- 
day M. de Staal, Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
Brit'sh Ambassador at Washington and the 
head of the British delegation, and the 
United States Ambassador at Berlin, Mr. 
Andrew D. White, head of the American 
delegation. with several of the other chief 
delegates, returned to the Hague for lunch. 
But M. Bourgois, former Premier of France 
and head of the French delegation, and al. 
most all the second technical delegates, 
who form part of committees, remained at 
the “House in the Woods" to draw up cer- 
tain lists. They were occupied also with 
the organization of committees, 

Several of the chief delegates are leaving 
The Hague for a few days, pending the 
preliminary work of the committees: 

Baron de Staal, during the course of the 
day, received the following dispatch: 

“The Emperor begs you to be the inter- 
preter to the conference of his sincere 
thanks and warenest wishes. My august 
master charges me to imprese upon your 
excellency how much his majesty is touched 
by the telegram addressed to him. 

“MURAVIEFF.” 

It was learned during the day that M. 
de Staal placed the question of mediation 
and arbitration in the fore front during his 
speech to-day. The question of the laws 
of war rendering war a6 humane as possi- 
ble by the extension of the regulations al- 
ready existing, was then touched upon by 
the President, and he relegated the ques- 
tion of the reduction of armaments to the 
third place. 

This indication modifies the order in 
which the three points were placed itn the 
circular of the Russian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. Count Muravieff, but it has che 
merit of corresponding more closely to the 
view of the delegates, and it is now con- 
sidered certain that mediation and arbi- 
tration will hav® the chief place in the work 
of the conference. Further, the opinion is 
unanimous that American and British dele- 
gates will take the most important part 
in the study of this question. 

The conference decided to-day that all 
delegates, including the technical represen- 
tatives are to participate at the sittings 
and join in discussions. 

The date of the next sitting has not yet 
been fixed. It depends upon the progress 
which will be made by the committees. 

M. de Staal announced to-day that the 
Government of the Netherlands would give 
an artistic fete on June 16, in honor of the 
conference.

SPEECHES TO THE PEOPLE ALONG 
THE ROUTE. 


In His Journey From Old Virginia to 
Washington the President Was 
Rece_ved With the Plaudits 
of the People. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—For the first 
time in nearly forty years President Me- 
Kinley to-day visited the scenes of his 
early manhood, when an humble soldier of 
the Union army he fought in many of the 
famous battles of the civil war. 

From early morning until almost twilight 
he traveled through the historic Shenan- 
doah Valley. Every foot of the country 
through which he passed is historic, and 
every incident of the day was full of inter- 
est and pleasure. 

All along the route, citizens without re- 
gard to sex or social or political condition. 
cheered and welcomed him; old Confederate 
veterans shoop his hand; he visited, at 


Confederate dead; he recalied the old days 
when he entered the secret bond of Free 
Masonry and was welcomed by those who 
officiated in the room of the little old stone 
building when he took the oath that made 
him a member of one of the greatest secret 
societies in the world. 

Leaving Staunton at breakfast time the 
days of Phil Sheridan’s memorable raid 
were in the President’s mind as the train 
passed on through Fisher’s Hill, Kearns- 
town. Winchester, Harrisonburg and on to 
Harper’s Ferry. Nowhere did the Presi- 
dent see any evidence that the people had 
not buried their bitterness toward the lead- 
ers of the Union army. 

Nothing which might have added to the 
pleasure of the President's trip was lack- 
ing. He had with him a party of friends, 
including Secretary Hitchcock, Gen. Corbin, 
Comptroller and Mrs. Dawes. The weather 


|ern hamlet, 


was perfect, a cool breeze blew across the 
verdant valley and in the clear blue sky 
there shone a warm May-day sun. 

Harrisonburg,a little old-fashioned South- 
was the first important stop 
outside of Staunton. 

Kernstown was the next point reached. 
Here the tra'n halted and the President 
shook hands with a small crowd of ad- 
mirers. 

President M<c§Kinley has made a _  pro- 
nounced hit with the Sou:hern p:ople, but 
it was not until he reached Mount Jackson, 
a small watering place, that he ‘took the 
ecake.”’ Here a xreat frosty cake, fresh- 
baked and quite tempting to the eye, was

presented ‘“‘With the compliments of ladies 
of the town,’”’ as the inscription on the tag 
accompanying the gift sa‘d. This cake was 
walked for last night by the “ladies and 
gentlemen of the town” who save a bur- 
lesque on the old-time negro cakewalk. 
Newmarket, Broadway and severil other 
small places were passed and the Presi- 


‘dent stood out on the rear ;la:form and 
' shook hands with those aasembled. Cedar 


Creek was also visited and’ the President 
alighted to shake hands with the expectant 
Virginians. . 

The greatest crowd along the line met 
the President at the station in Winchester. 
It was at th’'s place where the President 
joined the Masonic order and the old Ma- 
sons who initiated him had charge of the 
impromptu reception. 

Harper's Ferry was reached about 3 
o’clock. Many of the better class of cit- 
izens of the town were at the depot to 
greet the President, but he d:d not leave 
the train. After spending 10 or 15 minutes 
in shak‘ng hands, the train pulled out, 
reaching Washington at 6:30. 

One of the most conspicuous objects dis- 

layed by any of the party was Gen. Cor- 
Bin's bright yellow gloves. He put them on 
his big hands last night before leaving Hot 
Springs, and some one facetiously sug- 
that he wore them continuously, 
even in his sleep. Certainly they were the 
loudest article of raiment possessed by any 
of the party. 


OVATIONS ON THE WAY. 


Incidents of the Journey From Hut 
Springs to Washington. 
HARRISBURG, Va., May 20.—The Presi- 
dential train was received enthusiastic- 
ally during its run through the Shenandoah 
Valley. Staunton was reached at an early 
hour. and there the train was side-tracked 
until 8 a. m. All along the road a large 
crowd had collected, and the town was 
gaily decorated with flags, while pictures of 
the President were generally displayed. A 
committee invited Mr. McKinley to address 


the assembled crowd, and, preceded by a 
band, the President Was escorted to the 
public square, where he made a short ad- 


dress. 


WOODSTOCK, Va., May 20.—Though no 
stop was intended until Fisher's Hill was 
reached, the people at many stations were 
given an opportunity to greet the President, 
and as many hands were shaken as couid 
be reached from the plattorm at the end of 
the train. At New Market, Broadway and 
Mount Jackson, the stat‘ons were crowded 
with people, many waving the American 
flag. At the_last point a huge cake was 
handed the President with the following 
note attached: ‘““The ladies and gentiemen 
of Mount Jackson gave a burlesque on the 
old-time colored cakewalk last night for the 
benefit of the Methodist Church and they 
desire the cake to go to the White House, 
and herewith present the same to the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. McKinley.” 

STRASBURG JUNCTION, Va., May 2.— 
One of the most conspicuous features of 
each stop was the ever-present Confederate 
Veteran who pressed forward to grasp Mr. 
McKinley's hand. At Woodstock, Gen. 
James H. Wiiliams, a grey-headed soldier, 
who commanded a Confederate battery at 
Kernstown, pushed to the steps of the car 
and taking the President by the hand, 
said: ‘“‘We, of Woodstock, are ail here to 
greet you and t» welcome you, tirrespec- 
tive of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. I want to tell you, Mr. Pres- 
ident, this is the town from which the cel- 
ebrated Muhlenburg Dutoh Regiment went 
to the Revolutionary War. and there are 
still some of their descendants here, and 
they are still loyal. I was one of those who 
shot at you. I am glad I missed you and 
now I am glad to shake your hand.” 

This sally was greeted with shouts of 
“So are we,” from many of the crowd, 
with reciation of the humor and patri- 
otiam in these remarks, the President re-

A score of bicyclists and horsemen ac- 
companied Buel, who started off on a trot. 
Hie ran on the wagon roads, where they 
paralleled the railroad track, and then 
shifted to the railroad.

At every station his 
time and condition was telegraphed into 
the stockyards. He ran almost the en- 
tire distance, beating many of the horse- 
men and bicyclists. He came dashing into 
the stockyards, Chicago, at 5°p. m., run- 
ning in fine form.

THLE OF TREASURE IN A CAVE 


Told by a Latin and Spanish Manu- 
script Found in the Foothills 
Near Las Vegas, N. M.

LAS VEGAS, N. M., May 2.—E. Gal- 
lagos of this place yesterday discovered 
a cave in the foothills six miles from town 
which contained a plain tablet in the wall. 
Gallagos removed the tanlet and found a 
niche in which was a stone box. In the 
box were Latin and Spanish manuscripts 
which told that 300 years ago a party of 
Spanish and French colonists from Mexico 
were attacked by Indians near the locality 
and all of their party except four were 
killed. Subsequently one of the survivors 
died and was buried close to the cave. The 
three survivors feared that they would 
never reach their country again and gave 
directions to be observed by the finders 
of the documents. They told where the 
grave of the man who died would be 
found and where a large quantity of gold 
and silver bars and bullion had been 
secreted in the same locality.

They take the place of 
horses and cattle, which the immigrants 
do not possess. 

Several missionaries have attempted to 
work among the new arrivals, but without 
success. The Donkhobors cling to their 
old faith and customs, and show little in- 
clination to adopt Canadian customs. The 
Donkhobors are a Russ'‘an sect and are 
being aided by N. O. Nelson of St. Louis 
and other well-known persons.

NOT A PARTY TO FRAUD. 


Developments ‘in the Alleged Attempt 
to Swindle a Beneficiary Order 
Out of Insurance.

FORT SCOTT, Kan., May %.—Mrs. 
O’Toole, wife of Thomas O'Toole, the Ft. 
Scott man accused of having gone to Texas 
and sent out a false report of h‘s death 
from smallpox as a means of defrauding

$8100 life insurance, returned here to-day, 
and made a statement, confessing that her 
husband was not dead and that-he had ad- 


mitted in a letter to her, which arrived 
to-day, that he had inspired the report ‘of 
his death. ‘She gays, however, that it was 
not his intention to defraud the lodges, but 
he had another object in view. He wrote 
from the jafl at Senora, Texas, which is 
‘Miles from a’ railroad, where he and 
Dr. McGuire are now confined charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the Modern 
Woodmen, Royal Neighbors and Woodmen 
of the World lodges. Mrs. O'Toole denies 
that she intended to flee from the officers 
when she left home .n a buggy last Wednes- 
day. She had no knowledge, she claiens, 
that her husband was alive until she re- 
turned to-day and found a letter from him, 
though she admits that a few days ago she: 
received from ‘Langtry, Texas, an anony- 
mous letter, saying he was not dead. 
When seen by a Post-Dispatch represen- 
tative this evening she was still dressed in 
deep mourning. Asked concerning the con- 
tents of the letter from ‘ser husband she 
said: “He told me I did wrong in not tell- 
ing that I kept his dues paid, as.he said 
he could have easily explained everything 
to the officers of the iodge down there if 
he shad known that he was in good stand- 
ing. I don't know exactly why he wanted 
people to think him dead, but I think it was 
on account. of some personal trouble. l 
have never made any attempt to collect his 
insurance, but I have signed several pa- 
pers and proofs of death that the members 
of the lodges brought me. I signed the pa- 
—_ in good faith, though, as 1 supposed 
Mr. O’Toole was dead. The letter is the 
first I theard from him since I heard he 
was dead.’’ The local lodge of Woodmen 
was to-day notified by J. O. Roundtree, 
Clerk of the Senora Lodge, that he and 
a Justice of the Peace, who conducted the 
inguest, drove 35 miles from that town, 
where O’Toole was supposed to have been 
bummed, and employed two immune Mexi- 
cans to open tne grave.

STRANGE RELIGIOUS RITES. 


‘HE BIBLE IS USED WITH A NEW 
INTERPRETATION. 


Return to New York of Dr. Ibrahim 
4. Kheiralla and a Party of 
Friends Who Studied the Teach- 
ings of the Sect. 


NEW YORK, May 2 .—Singular and secret 
was the mission which took the Rev. Dr. 
Ibrahim G. Kheiralla and a select few to 
Persia. The party consisted of the doctor, 
his daughters, Nabiha and Labiha, and 
gome wealthy delegates, who took pgrt in 
the pilgrimage. They returned a few days 
ago. 

In the interior of Persia they visited 
chiefs of a strange order or brotherhood, 
who teach a religion whoss followers, it 
is claimed, number about 50,000,000 scattered 
@il over the earth. 

Those who belong to this mystic brother- 
hood are averse to publicity, and do not 
seek proselytes, nor desire to spread their 
propaganda among the masses, yet no in- 
dividual, man or woman, who pleads an 
earnest motive is refused the teachings 
of this religion, !f found capable of grasp- 
ing them. A cardinal obligation imposed 
upon those who teach and those who re- 
ceive instruction, and are desirous of im- 
parting it to others, is that no remunera-~ 
tion of any kind may be received. The 
chief text book of this Persian brother- 

though the interpreta- 


hood is the Bible, 
tion of it is a radical variant from that 


taught in Chrietian churches. 

The doctrine of reincarnation is taught; 
evolution is declared to be non-existant, 
and theology—so called—is also averred to 
be false in its theories and doctrines. 

Dr. Kheiralla, who is the chief repre- 
sentative of the brotherhood in the United 
States, is a man of unusual Intellectual at- 
tainments, according to those who have 
received his teachings. Although born in 
Trersia, he was educated in European unl- 
versities, and became a minister of the 
Church of England. He lived for 21 years 
in Cairo, Egypt. There he met Abd-E]- 
Karin-Effendi Taharan!, who instructed 
him in the new faith, and guided him to 
thé headquarters of the order in Persia. 
Dr. Kheiralla left Persia, he asserted that 
he had received a true Interpretation of the 


Bible, which book priestcraft and mon- 
archy had wilfully disiorted. 

The teachings of the brotherhood, he 
gaid, proved that God is an identity, an Iin- 
dividual, a person. This is the positive 
poim of their argument—that he is neither 
the universe, a nothing, a power, a law, 
nor a principle is the negative point of the 
argument. 

Furthermore, the teaching shows, ft is 
Claimed, why the great purpose here is not 
to worship and glorify God as the church 
teaches, nor to come in contact with the 
materfal laws as occult science teaches, 
wor to accompiish Karma, as «theosophists 
teach, nor to awaken the Christ within us 
@s Christian scientists teach, nor to com- 
municate with spirits, as spiritualists teach. 
It will be seen, «herefore, that this religion 
from Persia differs greatly from accepted 
Christianity, or the various Oriental creeds 
end philosophies, 

Two years ago Dr. 
America and taught a select few who, in 
turn, imparted their lore to othere until 
there are now a goodly number of the 
members of tha brotherhood here. Last 
fall several converts, mostly wealthy, ac- 
companied Dr. Kheiralla to Persia. One 
of the party is said to be the widow of 
one of the best known millionaires of Cali- 
fornia. and the mother of a resident of 
New York City. 

So far as can be learned nothing con- 
cerning the teaching of the order is printed, 
except a 6mall pamphlet, written by Dr. 
Kheiralla, entitled ‘‘Bab-ed-Din; The Door 
of True Religion; Revelation From the 
Kast; The Truth Shall Make You Free.” 
This pamphiet simply contains a_ short 
statement of the fundasmenbal priciples of 
the religion which it represents. 

The author, in his preface, says: “— 

“This religion claims—and by most con- 
vincing' proofs justifies the claim—to be 
@ most complete revelation of the light 
which a larger knowledge of Almi ty 
God our Creator gives to us than any hither- 
erto taught among us. In connection there. 
with is given that particular knowledge 

\for which every soul fs thirsting; why our 
l@tay in this world is go brief, and, while 
jhere, what are our real duties to our 
Creator, so that, in our earnest perform- 
ance of these duties, we may secure to 
Ourselves a never-ending happiness.”’ 

The student is not required to accept 
@nything that cannet be proven by hie 
reason end judgment. For this reason 
every po.nt of the teaching must be proven 
by science and logic. The pamphlet also 
emphasizes that the teacher cannot be re- 
,munerated for his labor, because “The 
truth is not his, and it is not lawful for 
him to receive material profit from tha. 
Which belongs not to him.” 

Concerning the Bible the pamphlet says: 

The gospels are first a chiefly a his- 
Sorical record of the master’s life: sec- 
ondly, a record of his teachings to the 
masses. But the secret doctrines of Jesus 
@re still preserved intact In the last book 
of the New Testament—Revelations—which 
contains the same teaching as, and exact- 
jy correspond with, the truths stored in 
the revelations or visiona of Ezekiel. Zech- 
@riah, Isaiah, the bullders of pyramids 
and the Temple of Solomon.” 

Another peculiar feature of this religion 
is that no churches are required. The or- 
Ger does not seek to build places of wor- 
ship_nor hold any public meetings. Those 
candidates for membership who are ac- 
cepted are taught in groups. After «he 
teaching has been received the members 
Separate. No lodges, organizations, similar 
@o other secret societies, are formed, nor 
is there any ritual, grips, passwords, etc., 
@s in Free Masonry.

The accumu‘tation of trouble preyed on 
his mind and he became extremely de- 
pressed. Above all, he felt that he should 
be compelled to resign his place 'n the 
Queen's household. The Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent hears that the immediate mo- 
tive for self-destruction was that the Earl 
woulfi have been unable to be on duty 
Wednesday in attendance upon the Queen 
at her last appearance at a public function. 
The Earl was extremely proud and of the 
highest rectitude.

pathy with her and conveying a warm 
eulogy of the Earl, who had been tn her 
service—beginning as a royal page—since he 
was 8 years old.

The funeral of the Earl took place to-day,

About the Canal Bill. 


IUSING PERSONAL INFLUENCE. 


NO FEAR NOW OF TROUBLE WITH 
UNITED STATES. 


The Opening of the Peace Conference 
at the Hague Has Attracted a 
Small Share of Attention at 
the German Capital. 


BERLIN, May #.—The Reichstag has ad- 
journed for the holidays, and will reas- 
semble on June 6, when it is the intention 
to pass the following bills: 

Invalid insurance for postal employes, 
which will abolish a score of private postal 
institutions; the Geverbe-ordung law, regu- 
lating the number of trades, and an addi- 
tional appropriation bill. The leaders of 
the different parties have agreed to pass 
these measures and leave the judiciary and 
other bills, including the meat inspection, 
until the autumn. 

It has been decided to divide those enti- 
tled to invalid insurance to five classes, at 
from 350 to 1, 15 marks annually. 

The rejection of the midland canal bill 
by the committee is much commented upon 
in the press. From inside information, the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
learns that this does not mean the defeat 
of the bill. In a plenary session of the 
Diet, Emperor William intends to use his 
personal influence to secure the support of 
the entire left and center, part of the 
Reichspartie and some of the Conserva- 
tives, whose votes would give the bill a 
clear majority. 

The Government is determined that the 
measure, which is the result of 0 years’ 


deliberation, shall not fail, it being claimed 
that such a canal scheme is imperatively 
needed, in view of the fact that the State 
Tailroads are about to come to an end of 
their carrying capacity. The Conservative 
plan of constructing a system of subsidiary 
railroads will not be adopted. The main 
reason thait the Government, and particu- 
larly the Emperor, so strongly favors the 
canal project is that in case of war with 
France or Russia, or both, @ network of 
canals from the eastern to the western 
frontier of Prussia would afford the best 
system for the conveyance of field hospitals 
and supplies for the ordnance department. 

The agricultural discussion was heated! 
discussed in the Diet this week and muc 
interesting matter was brought to light. 
The lack of rural labor for the large estates 
in the Eastern provinces was thoroughly 
ventilated. Garon Von Wanheim, Presi- 
dent of the Federation of Husbandry, said 
that unless a radical change was wrought 
more than half the holders of these estates 
would be ruined within five years, as it was 
impossible to obtain the necessary number 
of hands in harvest time, even at higher 
wages than formerly. The influx of Polish 
and Russian laborers during the harvest is 
wholly insufficient and for national and 
race reasons is not favored by the Gov- 
ernment. The latter announce that 10,000,000 
marks would be spent in settling small 
owners in the districts most affected. 

The press and the Government are much 
interested in the so-called anti-jingo move- 
ment started by German-Americans in the 
United States. Frederick Holls, secretary 
of the United States delegation at the peace 
conference at The Hague, while here thor- 
oughly informd the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Baron Von Buelow, and the Foreign 
Office officials as to extent and purport of 
the movement. He carried assurances from 
Washington that so far as the movement 
meant the preservation of good intimate 
relations between the two countries, fhe

The German press freely comments With 
satisfaction on the fact that German- 
Americans have exerted themselves toward 
the establishment of former pleasant inter- 
national relationa. 

The opening of the peace conference at 
The Hague created little attention. The

thetic editorials, but the conservative and 
Agrarian press was either silent or treated 
the matter as bagatelle.

COMMISSIONER - GENERAL PECK 
TALES OF HIS PLANS. 


THE FRENCHMEN ARE CORDIAL. 


Work Upon the Buildings Intended 
for United States Exhibits Will 
Begin at Once. 


NEW YORK, May ™—Ferdinand W. 
Peck, Commissioner-Generai of the United 
States to the Paris Exposition of 1900, 
reached New York on the American Line 
steamer St. Louts to-day, He was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Peck and J. H. McGibbons, 
director of exploitation of his staff. 

When asked about the results of his trip 
to Paris Mr. Peck said: “During my brief 


stay in Paris much was accomplished for 
our American exhibit in 1900. is is the 
formative period of our task. The plans of 
all the United States buildings have been 
approved by the French authorities though 
many changes were made in them to con- 
form to the ulrements of the French 
Government and to meet the Iimitations 
of our appreciation. Work upon vaese 
buildings will begin immediately. There will 
be five buildings in the main grounds and 
two in the Bols de Vincennes, the annex 
to the Exposition, which will be made a 
most important part of the whole. Our na- 
tional pavilion will be the only expensive 
building we will construct. This will be on 
the banks of the Seine, alongside of the 
structures of about 30 other nations, with 
Austria on one side and Turkey on the 
other. Our other buildings will be annexed 
to the main structures built by the French 
administration and will be for exhibition 


perpocee only. 

These will include annexes to the main 
agricultural building, adjoining the Ameri- 
can section; an annex to the manufac- 
turers’ building, in the Vincennes; an ad- 
dition to the forestry building, also to the 
merchant marine bullding, in which water 
transportation models will be exhibited, 
with our weather bureau, etc. 

At Vincennes we will build a structure 
for American machinery in operation and 
a building for our life saving service. We 
will divide with the French Exposition 
Company the cost of the building for rail- 
road exhibit and for automobiles. We se- 
cured a site ge which our bicycle man- 
ufacturers will erect a beautiful structure. 

“The Bois de Vincennes is about six miles 
from the main grounds and will be very 
accessible by railroade and by the Seine 
River, connecting with a tramway for one 
mfle, whitch latter route wit ve known as 
the American route, the boats and cars car- 
rying the American flag. I believe a very 
large proportion of the visitors to the ex- 
position will go to Vincennes, as it will be 
made prominent and most attractive and 
the trip, especially the river route, will 
be delightful. 

“We secured over 60,000 square feet at 
Vincennes far beyond our expectations. 
We also added to our agricultural space 
and 20 per cent to our wall area for fine 
arts, besides obtaining the privilege of ex- 
hiviting sculpture throughout al) of our 
sections. By the courtesy of Germany and 
Switzerland we also added considerable 
to our mining section. 

“M. Picard, the Brench Commissioner- 
General, authorized me at our final] inter- 
view on Friday, the 12th, to state that 
everything would be ready ahead of time 
and that in some buildings installations 
could be made next August. The iron 
structural work of all buildings is prac- 
tically in place.” 

“Did you find the Frech officials cordial 
in your relations with them?’

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POLITICAL FOWER OF TRUSTS. 


Statistics of trust employes published in Thursday’s Post- 
Dispatch emphasize the Sunday Post-Dispatch’s warning of 
the political menace of the trusts. 

It was pointed out by the Sunday Post-Dispatch not only 
that the trusts wield tremendous influence in politics through 
their money power, but that through the great additions to 
the list of their employes they are gaining direct control of 
the electorate. 

Men who are employed by the trusts or who are dependent 
upon them naturally lean to the support of the trusts in 
politics. Even without any form of coercion trust employes 
or those dependent upon them for trade or professional em- 
ployment will be inclined to vote for their interests. This is 
human nature. The dependents of monopoly support 
monopoly. 

According to a careful estimate the trust employes now 
number 3,547,000. Ten years ago all the persons employed in 
manufacture in the United States numbered 4,719,000. But 
the trusts are growing daily and are adding thousands to 
their cmployes. In addition there are thousands of profes- 
sional and business men who look to the trusts for money- 
getting opportunities. 

Imagine the political power the control of this vast and 
growing army puts into the hands of the trust magnates! It 
is a strong bulwark against hostile legislation and is con- 
Sstantivy becoming stronger as the trust interests expand and 
consolidate. There is reason to fear their early contro) of 
the electorate. 

If the people do not smash the trusts, the trusts will own 
the government. 


“The way for war to be stopped is for the people to re- 
fuse to bear arms,” says Tolstoi. But it will take a long time 
to educate the people up to that point. The fife and drum 
appeal strongly to the young man, who does not reason 
well until years and experience have developed him. The 
“glory” idea is too strong to be easily overcome, however 
ridiculous it may appear to sages.

TELEGRAPHS TO M’MILLAN. 


ASKS IF THE SENATOR IS AGAIN 
A CANDIDATE. 


Receives a Reply in the Affirmative 
and the Wires Out of Washing- 
ton Kept Hot With Requests 
for a Conference. | 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

W'ASHINGTON, May 2.—The Alger<Mc- 
Millan Senatorial situation is fast ap- 
proaching an acute stage. Telegrams were 
exchanged to-day between the rival con- 
testants, but as yet no criminations or ce- 
criminations have Been made. Secretary 
Alger has found that the Michigan Sen- 
atorship will give him as much trouble to 
land as has the war with Spain and the 
question of embalmed beef. 

The telegraphic correspondence has been 


carried on with the greatest diploma:y. 

Senator McMillan this afternoon sent the 
Secretary of War a telegram asking wheth- 
er or not he was a candidate for the Sen- 
atorship from Michigan. Secretary Alger 
was diplomatic, and replied by asking Sen- 
ator McMillan whether ur not he was to be 
considered as a candidate for the vacancy 
which will occur in 1901. Several other 
messages passed between the two during 
the course of the afternoon, and the tele- 
grams were finally stopped by Secretary 
Alger suggesting to Senator McMillan that 
he would be glad to talk personally with 
him regarding the Senatorship. Senator 
MciMillan had not up to a late hour this 
afternoon fixed upon a conference, but as 
he stopped sending telegrams, it ‘18 pre- 
sumed he will consent to the interview. 
Secretary Alger, his friends assert, is much 
amused at the statements of Senator Mc- 
Millan that he is in Michigan to use his 
influence in bringing into the next Repub- 
lican convention a solid delegation from 
the State for McKinley. 

It is asserted by Secretary Alger that 
neither Senator McMillan nor himself can 
influence a single delegate from Michigan 
to vote for any other candidate for the 
Presidency than McKinley. 

Indications are that Secretary Alger will 
find many combinations made against him 
entering the Senate as the successor of 
McMillan. Gov. Pingree has not wholly 
committed himself in the election of Sec- 
retary Alger, and in the event Senator Mc- 
Millan declines absolutely to withdraw from 
the field there is little likelihood of Secre- 
tary Alger securing an election. 

The first telegram was sent by the Sec- 
retary of War. It read as follows: 

“Are the reports in the press to the ef- 
fect that you are a candidate for the United 
States Senate true? Answer at once. 

“RUSSELL A. ALGER.” 

The Senator answered: “iiccm 2m 
ger, Washington—I should have preferred a 
personal conference with you, but your dis- 
patch appears to demand an immediate an- 
swer. I am a candidate for the United 
States Senate. JAMES M’MILLAN.”’ 

Secretary Alger’s dispatch !s looked upon 
by Senator McMillan’s friends as an 
indication that the Secretary is considering 
a withdrawal from the Senatorial race.

MOST COSTLY CELEBRATION 
EVER GIVEN IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Military, Naval and Civic Parade 
Through the Stret to Be Reviewed 
by the President and His 

Cabinet.

WASHINGTON, May 2%.—The National 
Peace Jubilee, the most gorgeous, elabor- 
ate and costly celebration ever given in 
this country, will begin here on Tuesday 
next and will continue three days. 

The citizens of Washington have aiready 
expended thousands of dollars to make the 
celebration worthy of the time and the 
cause, and thousands more will be poured 
out. The President and his Cabinet are 
supporting the project with the keenest 
enthusiasm. Every organization in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia will take part. The 
Army and mann will be represented by ail 
the forces available and the volunteer sol- 
diery from all parts of the country wili 
pestiepate. The city is bedecked with 

unting as it never has been before and 
the work of decorating has only just be- 
gun. The Court of Honor, which is re- 
aon its — touches, extends for 
three blocks along Per.nsylvania avenue, at 
the int where that thceroughfare passes 
the Treasury, the White House and the 
War and Navy building. 

The design of the court is by J. L. Smith- 
meyer, the architect who planned the Con- 
gressional Library. At each end of the 
court a canopy of attractive design rises 
to the height of 40 feet. Their bases will be 
massed in pangs of palms and the choicest 
flowers which the Government gardens pro- 
duce. The floral decorations will extend 
to the summits of the canopies. 

Midway between the canopies and dl- 
rectly in front of the White House portico 
is the President’s reviewing stand with a 
seating capdcity of 800. 

It is finer and more costly by far thap 
any inaugural stand ever erected in the 
city, and will be used by the President, the 
Cabinet, the District Commissioners and 
distinguished guests. Every few feet alon 
the court of honor just at the edge o 
the sidewalk, are masts from which float 
pennants and flags. Thirteen columns sur- 
mounted by the American eagle and 
adorned with bunting, represent the origi- 
nal States. All the columns, maste and 
canopies are thickly studded with incagdes- 
cent electric lights of varied colors and will 
be illuminated each night during the jubi- 
lee. The President has assured the manage- 
ment of the jubilee that he will review all 
the parades and will, if poesible, be present 
at the ball on the final night. 

As the head of the column passes the 
President’s stand a big American bald 
eagle will be released from the cage where 
it has been Kept since its capture in the 
Rocky Mountains a year ago. 

On Tuesday night the President will hold 
a public reception at the White House, and 
there will be an elaborate disp) of fire-. 
works on the lot surrounding the Washing- 
ton Monument, which will be illuminated 
by searchlights. One of the features will be 
an American flag in fire suspended at an 
altitude of 1000 feet by balloons. On an ar- 
tificial lake the battle of Manila will be 
reproduced, and portraits of the Presi- 
dent and heroes of the Spanish War will 
be shown. On Wednesday will come the 
flower carnival, which is intended to rival 
the famous annual affair at Nice. Splendid 
prizes have been offered for the most elab- 
orately decorated vehicle, and the rivalry 
among the wupes set of society is intense. 

In the afternoon there will be a parade of 
civic organizations, flower decorated bicy- 
cles, tradesmen’s tableau floats, business 
exhibits and public school children with 
floats showing the course in manual train- 
ing and domestic pursuits.

clists will have a number of races on Penn- 
sylvania avenue from the Treasury to the 
Peace Monument at the foot of the Capito!

The President Makes a Con 
cession to Gomez. 


MAYORS TO BE CUSTODIANS. 


BUT GUNS WILL FINALLY 38 
PLACED IN ARMORIES, 


They Will Be in Charge of the United 
States Military Forces in Cuba 
and Be Kept as Souvenirs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May %.—President Mee 
Kinley and Secretary Alger had a confer- 
ence to-night regarding the proposed plan 
of disarmament submitted by Major-Gen- 
eral Brooke. They indorsed General 
Brooke’s plan with a modification wh'oh 
virtually carries out the original instrue- 
tions of the President on the subject. The 
President had instructed General Brooke 
to have the Cubans turn over their arms to 
United States Army officers. He agreed, 
however, with Gen. Gomes that the arms 
should be surrendered to the Mayors of the 
Cuban c‘ties. 

Secretary Alger wanted to insist upon the 


original instructions regarding’ the dispo- | 


sition of the arms being carried out. After 
discussing the question for an hour the 
President evolved the following plan, which, 
it is believed, will be satisfactory to all 
concerned: 

The Cubans shal) surrender their arms to 
the Mayors of Cuban cities in the presence 
of officers of the United States and Cuban 
Armies. 

Each of the representatives are to keep 
a list of the arms surrendered. 

The Cuban Mayors are to immediately 
surrender these arms to the United Gtates 
armories at Havana.and Santiago, where 
they wil! be placed in the keeping of armor- 
ers appointed by the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Cuban forces, 

They are to remain in the United States 
armories under the direct supervision of 
the army officers of the United States. 
The arms are to be regarded as souvenirs 
of the war with Spain, except those fur- 
nished the Cubans by the United States 
Government. This plan, while a concession 
to the Cubans on its face, really provides 
for the disposition of the arms as originally 
ordered by the President. The few officials 
of the Government who learned of the plan 
to-night state that President McKinley has 
demonstrated his diplomatic ability in the 
solution of the problem, which it was an- 
ticipated would cause him much concern. 
The President immediately upon his return 
to the Executive Mansion from Hot 


Springs, called at the residence of Vice- 
Srestient Hobart. He found the Vice-

shortly leave for the seashore, in an effort 
to fully recover his health.

Miss Viola Horlocker Wasted 
to a Mere Shadow. 


FRIENDS STILL DEFEND HER. 


HASTINGS DIVIDED ON THE 
QUESTION OF HER GUILT. 


Prosecution Claims to Have Evidsnce 
That Poisoned Candy Was Sent 
Mrs. Morey by Her Hus- 
band’s Stenographer. 


HASTINGS, Neb., May 2.—Miss Viola 
Horlocker, who is accuesd of having tried 
to poison ‘Mrs. Anna Morey, is. still ill, or 
feigning illness. The prisoner is certainly 
afflicted with some ailment, for she is the 
mere shadow of her former self. Whe is 


bound to the District Court in the sum of 
, and she will have to face a trial for 
the attempted killing of seven women. It 
is hardly to be wondered at that she is 
prostrated. Gome of her friends denounce 
the prosecution for its attempt to asperse 
her honesty and the charge that she is ma- 
lingering, while others are inclined to be- 
lieve that the young woman is really feign- 
ing ill health for the sake of sympathy. 
Is this beautiful girl really guilty of the 
atrocious crime with which she is charged, 
or is she snared in a net of circumstances 
which may bind her in penal servitude for 
many years, if not for life? Few there 
are in Hastings who know. Perhaps no one 
knows but Miss Horlocker herself. Were 
she to plead guilty the question would be 
at rest. But in lieu of such plea this case 
must only rest as one of the many myster!- 
ous crimes of like nature that have swept 
over the country since Cordelia BotKin mur- 
dered two innocent women with poisoned 
candy in Delaware. 
Mrs. Anna Morey ts the wife of a promi- 
nent lawyer in Hastings, junior partner of 
the firm of Tibbetts Bros. & Morey. Miss 
Horlocker belongs to one of the best and, 
at one time, one of the wealtalest fami- 
lies in the State. She was a stenograpner in 
the law offices of the man whose wife 
she is accused of trying to kil. She was the 
only support of her mother, whose unfortu- 
nate temper caused Viola’s four sisters to 
leave home and seek their living in vari- 
ous of the big cities of the country. 
‘Mrs. Morey is a teacher of art, and has 
been very successful in her profession, in 
her classes are some of the most promi- 
net women in the city. Among these, Miss 
Kirby, a popular belle, is a dear personal 
friend of the artist. It is with these three 
women—Mrs. Morey, Missa Kirby and Miss 
Horlocker—that the poison mystery has to 
do. Monday, April 10, Mrs. Morey was away 
for a time from her apartments in the Lin- 
coln flats. When she returned she found 
upon her doorstep a box of homemade can- 
dy. In the box was a card of Miss Kirby, 
and on the back of the card was the in- 
scription, ‘‘Homemade Sweets.”” Mrs. Morey 
took up the box, but owing to the fact 
that she was in a hurry, did not pay par- 
ticular attention to the gift. The box lay on 
the table till some of ‘her pupils came—five 
prominent ladies of Hastings. She offered 
the candy to her friends, and al] of them 
ate. 

Presently Miss Kirby arrived, but when 
Mrs. Morey thanked her for the canes the 
young lady denied all knowledge of the 
gift, and expressed the fear that the bon- 
bons might be poisoned. Of course, the 
bare suggestion was enough to frighten 
everybody. But meanwhile Mrs. Morey and 
Mrs. Gaslin, one of the pupils, had fallen 
{ll, and had been attacked with severe 
nausea. A physician was sent for, and 
he soon saw that he had a genuine case of 
poisoning to deal with. he candy was 
carefully examined. On the top layer there 
were candied nuts and on the bottom layer 
sugared cherries. When the art pupils had 
been cared for and the teacher relieved the 
candy was submitted to a chemist, who 
found four grains of arsenic in the first 
bonbon he analyzed. 

The physician, Dr. Cooke, who used to be 
a friend of Miss Horlocker, looked about 
him for the author of the crime. In this 
little town everybody knows the business 
of everybody else, and Dr. Cooke was not 
unaware of the fact that Miss Horiocker 
was the trusted and confidential friend of 
Mr. Morey. He knew, too, as all the town 
knew, that (Miss Horlocker’s grief and her 
trouble at home had excited the sympathy 
of the lawyer. He knew that Morey had 
made Miss Horlocker his wife’s friend, and 
that the three often went driving together. 
Never had a word been gaid of aught but 
the most rigorously social association be- 
tween lawyer and stenographer. Yet there 
was felt among the friends of both parties 
something which made it out to be that 
Viola was in love with her kind and gen- 
erous employer. 

Dr. Cooke shared in the general senti- 
ment, and had it not been for this fact per- 
haps this girl would not be now charged 
with all but murder. When the news of 
the potsceting was spread abroad it was at 
first generally discredited. Then unbelief 
gave way to indignation, and indignation to 
fury. But who had done the horrible work’ 
This question was not answered until the 
Wednesday following the crime. Miss Hor- 
locker on that day met Dr. Cooke in a drug 
store, and inquired after the condition of 
Mrs. Morey. The medical man etared the 
girl in the face, and exclaimed dramatically: 
“Ollie, how could you do it?’’ 

Miss Horlocker almost swooned. When 
she recovered she ‘thurmed away, and on 
that evening she and her mother took the 
train for Sheldon, Io., where they remained 
until Viola was placed under arrest. The 
prosecution claims it has a clear case. The 
attorneys say Viola was seen in the vicinity 
of the Lincoln flats on the day the candy 
was left for Mrs. Morey. They have other 
evidence, or say they have, which they be- 
lieve to be conclusive. It is understood that 
it will be argued that the girl was infat- 
uated with her employer and that in order 
to remove the only obstacle from her path 
to his affections she sought to poison his 
wife .Miss Horlooker’s friends ecout this 
idea. They repel with indignation the alle- 
gation that the young woman is guilty, or 
contend that if she be guilty she was in- 
fans when she tried to kill-her friend’s wife. 
It is generally understood that the defense 
will plead insanity if unimpeachable evi- 
dence be brought forward showing that 
Miss Horlocker is really guilty. 

This interesting young woman is about 
30 years old. She thas always been a fa- 
vorite in Hastings society. She was, until 
her arrest, the leader of St. Cecilia’s 
Church Chotr and arranged all the music. 
Only a few days before the poisoning Miss 
Horlocker had been tendered the Presidency 
of the Musical Culture Club, embracing the 
best musical talent in the city, but de- 
clined the honor. As Deputy County Judge 
for four years she acquired a practical in- 
sight of law, and all legal papers of the 
office were drawn up by her in an intelii- 
gent manner. She has few equals here as 
a stenographer, Her letters and legal pa- 
— were models, and she was noted for 

er attention to business and her accuracy. 

She is an engaging conversationalist and 
had many admirers among her numerous 
acquaintances.

WERE ALL HEROES 


SAILORS WHO FELL IN AN AL- 
MOST FORGOTTEN BATTLE. 


BONES TO BE REMOVED. 


The Men Killed in the California War 
in 1846 Buried on Dead Man’s 
Island. 


LOS ANGELDS, Cal., May 2.—It is gratl- 
fying news to every patriotic American to 
learn that steps are to be taken by the 
Secretary of War to disinter and remove the 
remains of the United States sailors and 
marines buried on Dead Man's Island. 
Orders have been sent to the commandant 
of Mare Island Navy Yard at Vallejo, Cal., 
to. disinter and remove the remains of these 
men and reinter them at the United States 
Naval Cemetery on Mare Island. The story 
of the fighting that gave Dead Man’s Is- 
land its silent inhabitants is interesting to 
the present generation of newspaper read- 
ers. 

Dead Man’s Island is a very small patoh 


of sand, gravel and rock, and forme the 
terminus of the present old San Pedro 
breakwater, which runs parallel with the 
shore and protects the little San Pedro 
Harbor, and lies immediately opposite the 
town. The present improvement on San 
Pedro Harbor, for which a large appro- 
priation has been made, contemplates the 
extension of the old breakwater from Dead 
Man’s Island nearly a mile out into the 
sea. which, with another breakwater, etart- 
ing from Point Firman and running at al- 
most r'ght angles with the first, will have 
been reduced to a simp'e connection link in 
the first great line of breakwater. 


The island has been wasting away, cor- 


—— 


roded by the winds and rain, and the re- 
mains of thé dead heroes of the republic 
were threatened with absolute obliteration. 
These men belonged to the United States 
frigate Savannah, and were killed on the 
19th day of October, 184, in an unsuccessful 
attempt of Commodore Mervine, U. 8. N., to 
recapture Los Angeles. 

In July, 1846, Commodore Stockton of the 
United States frigate Congress captured, 
occupied and established a garrison at Los 
Angeles and left Capt. Gillespie of the ma- 
rines as commandant. His garrison con- 
isted of one company of United States 
fharines and a company of reflemen of the 

remont Battalion, California Volunteers, 
under the command of Capt. Alexander 
Bell. The Californians submitted very 
gracefully to the change of rule, and there 
would have been no trouble whatever but 
for the foolishness of Capt. Gillespie. He 
ordered that when a Californian met and 
passed an American officer on the street 
he should halt, face toward the officer and 
etand bareheaded until the officer had 
passed, and further, when a Californian 
met a non-commissioned officer he should 
remove his hat, Dut need not stand at at- 
tention. 

Now, there was one man named Cerbol 
Barelas, a native of Los Angeles, a gallant 
fellow and magnanimous as well, as the 
sequel will show, who refused to raise hie 
hat to a corporal, and was arrested and 

laced in the guardhouse. When release: 

e rebelled, raised the rancheros, besieged 
the Americans, forced their. capitulation, 
treated them generously and sent them on 
board the frigate Savannah, which sailed#% 
for San Diego. 

There was another garrison 35 miles east 
of Los Angeles, at a ranch called ‘“Chino.”’ 
This was commanded by Capt. Wilson. 
Barelas also forced its capitulation, and 
then showed his generous manhood. Many 
of Wilson’s company being Americans who 
had taken the oath of allegiance to Mex- 
ico. were regarded as traitors, and the 
Californians determined to shoot them as 
such, but Bareias protected them and treat- 
ed them most generously, for which he had 
the gratitude of all Americans of that pe- 
riod, until the time of his death. 

All this happened in September, 1846, and 
‘'n October following Commodore Mervine 
organized a force at San Pedro, composed 
of United States marines and sailors from 
the ships Savannah and Congress, with 
Bell's company of riflemen and on the 8th 
of October took up his line of march for 
Los Angeles. 3 miles inland, over an al- 
most level plain. He camped for the night 
at Dominguez ranch, midway between the 
two places, and in the morning resumed his

march. He had covered about two miles 
of ground when he was met by the Call- 
fornians, and a battle ensued. Bell's ri- 
flemen formed the advance ard. The six 
sailors and marines were killed in that en- 
counter and the mustard being very high,

DEFENDED HIMSELF FROM AT- 
TACKS OF SOUTHERNERS. 


Wisconsin Man Never Looked for 
Trouble, but When It Came Upon 
Him, He Was Always Pre- 
pared for War. 


POTTAWATOMID MANOR, Wis.. May 
@.—The death of ex-Judge and ex-Con- 
geressman John Fox Potter, 
“bowie knife,” recalls the stirring times 
when he earned that sobriquet. 

Potter entered Congress in the first year 
eof Buchanan's administration. James I. 
Orr of Gouth Carolina was speaker. It was 
a time when there was no persotial safety 
for any Northern man who dare to utter 
sentiments displeasing to the slaveholders 
of «he Gouth. Scenes of violence were of 
frequent ocourrenoe. The ruffianly assault 
by Preston Brooks upon Charles Sumner 
had been made in the Genate chamber the 
year before, and Sumner was etill disabied,

Vacant, because Massachusetts refused to 
elect anyone to take the place of her repre- 
sentative who head. been brutally stricken 
down at his post of duty. Baltimore plug- 
uglies frequently sat in the gallery with 
revolvers on their knees, ready to fire down 
upon «the Northern representatives if there 
should be a row. Potter was a man of 
stalwart frame, hardened by experience as 
a pioneer, uncompromisingly positive tn de- 
claring and standing by what he believed 
, to be right, and while not reckless or pug- 
; macious, utterly fearless of bodily danger. 


| On more than one occasion he tanght the 


hot blooded Southerners by. practical dem- 
onstration that if they provoked Northern 
men too far they would encounter peril. 

He was opposed te the bill pending ifn 
Congress which provided for the admission 
of Kansas under the Lecompton constitu- 
tion, which had been framed for the inter- 
ests of slavery. During the discussion of 
that bill a free-for-all fight occurred on the 
floor of the House which resulted in a chal- 
lenge for a duel between Roger A. Pryor 
of Virginia and Mr. Potter. 

Immedtately after the challenge was re- 
ceived Mr. Potter wrote the famous letter 
of accéptance which earned for him the so- 
briquet of “Bowie Knife Potter.’’ His let- 
ter to his second, Col. F. W. Lander, and 
the latter's note to Pryor’s representative 
were as follows: 

WASHINGTON, April 12, 1860.—Dear Lander— 
I bave this moment received the inclosed note from 
Roger A. Pryor. 1 have given him no just cause 
for offense, but it is evident that the freedom of 
Speech on the floor of the House of Reptesentatives 
is here threatened through me, and my life ts 
Sought as a means of accomplishing that result.

“The note asked if-I had authorized that 
statement, and demanded from me a dis- 
claimer of having struck him. He was «he 
first fellow I had knocked down. I wrote 
a reply, saying I had nothing to do with 
the statement of the Baitimore paper, 
and ignoring the other part of the commu. 
nication, In response to this I received 
another missive from Davis, saying, ‘Your 
note is received, and is consi ered satis- 
factory.’ Soon after I received.a request 
to meet Davis. He said Barksdale was 
disgatisfied with the course I had taken, 
and demanded: from -me a disclaimer. that 
I had struck him. I said, ‘Gen. Davis, I 
have never claimed ‘that struck anyone, 
and I shall make no disclaimer.’ Barks- 
dale was dissatisfied with this, though 
Davis didn’t seem to want a row. Barks- 
dale was, as I knew, a fighting man. He 
and Davis tr had a fight with knives in 
@ room in ichmond, and I was told by 
men who had seen him undressed that there 
was hardly a placé on his breast where he 
had not scars showing that he had been 
wounded. While Davis and I were together, 
Barksdale came into the room in which we 
were talking and demanded that I should 
then and there make a disclaimer that I 
hed infiléted a blow upon him. 

“I saw that the matter was likely to be- 
come serious, and proposed that I should 
have a friend présent. Mott sat near the 
door in an adjoining room, so I said, ‘Call 
Mr. Mott.’ Mott’s Quaker instincts taught 
him to disrelish violence, and as he came in 
he observed, ‘I hope there is to be no fur- 
ther trouble.” Davis made a motion to go 
out of the room, and said to me, ‘Come 
here,’ drawing me after him. When we 
were outside he said, “Barksdale had no 
right to come in there in the way he did. 
He has acted discourteously to you and 
me, and I shall have no more to do with 
this.’ Evidently Barksdale had come in 
intending to fight me. I knew that he would 
have no trouble with Mott, so I went back 
into the house. I expected a fight, and 
armed myself. I didn’t meet Barksdale 
and his coterie for a long time, but I kept 
myself ready to meet them whenever they 
might come on. A meeting occurred at 
last. I had just stepped out of my board- 
ing house, and saw Barksdale and the 
others coming along the street. I 
to pass them, saluting as I .did so, 
but they made no sign. I fully expected 
them to assault me, but they made no mo- 
tion to do so. I never felt so relieved as 
that night when I discarded my weapons. 
They had worn holes in my clothing. 

“Just to show the character of these 
Southern men let me tell yoy of an inci- 
dent that occurred some timé after that. 
My wife: was in Washington and had called 
for me to go to dinner with ther. A vote 
was coming on, and I wanted to get some 
one to pair with me. I went to Cobb of 
Georgia, with whom I had paired on a 
previous occasion. He happened to be 

aired with some one else, but said, ‘You’vVe 
een kind to me. I'll get some one to pair 
with you.’ Just then, a man sitting on the 
berch behind him, turned round. It was 
Barksdale, and Barksdale patred with me, 
It must have taken a good deal of moral 
courage for him to. get up before the House, 
who knew the whole story of our strained 
relations for a year, and say, ‘I am paired 
with-Mr. Potter of Wisconsin.’ But he did 
t. We were on the mest cordial terms 
after that. Barksdale was killed at Gettys- 
burg, at the head of the Confederate Regti- 
ment of which he was Colonel.”’ 

For the last ® years Mr. Potter lived 
in retirement. He was a great reader and 
his library was always supplied with the 
latest books and magazines. He was well 
to do and owned considerable land and 
mp in Wiscensin. He. leaves two

FIFTY SKELETONS DISINTERRED 
BY PENNSYLVANIA WORKMEN. 


HEADS POINTED TO THE NORTH. 


Investigation Shows That the Be 
mains Are Those of Braves 
of the Seneca Tribes. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May %.—Bones of a 
dozen or more Seneca braves, who bowed 
the knee and drew the bow for Queen All- 
quippa in the days when monster industria) 
plants were not dreamed of, have been dis- 
interred at Glassport. Workmen excavating 
for the foundation for the factory of the 
Pittsbure Horseshoe Co. unearthed the 
skeletons within the last few days. In all 
15 were found, together with Indian ar- 
row heads and wampum beads. 

Glassport is above McKeesport, on the 
Monongahela River. Until the United 
States Glass Co. purchased it a few years 
ago the place was naught but common 
farming and grazing land. But Aliquippa 
lived there at one time, and the Senecas, 
to do her honor, put up a pelatial shanty 
in which she held sway. Round about the 


| place the Senecas buried their dead. 


This was in 174. One hundred and forty- 
five years later the bones of the chieftains 
were brought to the light of day. 
Conroy, whase vick first pulled forth a 
grinning skull, and who afterwards shovel- 


|ed out the remainder of the skeleton, was 


not aware that he was desecrating an In- 
dian burial ground. The contractors did no; 
think of the Senecas and their dead when 
the order came to shove] out the earth 
and get a foundation for a factory. And 
so the bones of the Redskins have been 
tossed out of their resting place to make 
room for the march of progress. 

The bones were found interred under 
about two feet of earth. The heads of the 
graves in each instance pointed north, or 
toward the Monongahela River. In each of 
the graves were arrow heads and wampum 
beads, and mainly from this fact has it 
been judged that the burying place was 
that of the Seneca tribe of Indians. Con- 
firmation of this ts found in a pecullarity 
in the formation of the humerus, the bones 
of the upper arm, of Which about a dozen 
were found. In almost every case there is 
a hole in this bone. near the lower end. 
This is pecullar to the humerus of an In- 
dian. It ts never found in the same bone 
of a white man's skeleton.

THE TEST 


Operated by Compressed Air and 
Each Car Moves Independently 
of*the Others. 


CHICAGO, May %.—Henry D. Cooke, 
President of the Compressed Air Co., and 
Robert Hardie, inventor of the street cars 
operated by compressed air, have made @ 


say the motors will be adopted by all the 
street car companies of Chicago. 

The tubes were charged with 6000 cublio 
feet of compressed air at the factory at 
Rome, N. Y., 10 days before the car arfr- 
rived there. The car was unloaded by its 
own power, which had been stored for 10 


days, while the car was rattled and banged 
about on a long rallrvad trip. it was run 
over the cobblestone pavement to tne 
tracks, and run over horse-car tracks, eiec- 
tric tracks and cable tracks to the Larra- 
bee street barns, a distance of three miles, 
and the followlng day ran down to the 
power house, ail with the air stored 10 
days before. This air was cold, whereas 
heated air is a strong feature of the meth- 
od used to get the best resu'ts. 
Tne power is secured from tubes of com- 
ressed air under the car. These tube, 
old 6800 cuble feet of air, compressed into 
Sl cubic feet. The expansion of this alr, 
applied as steam to the motor, moves the 
wheels and makes ghe car gog / very mile 
requires 400 feet of free air. A Car can run 
16 or 17 miles without the tubes being re- 
filled. The practical way to run the cars 
ie to fill them at the end of the line on each 
trip. This requires but two minutes’ time. 
he advantage of this motive power over 
all others is that the alr brakes are op- 
erated by the same motion of the lever 
that turns the power on or off, and the 
car stops without a ro or jar, and it is 
done much easier and quicker than is pos- 
sible with any other power. A car can be 
stopped from full speed in a single car 
length, if necessary. The machinery is 
in operation, and hence much 
more pleasant to the passengers. Each car 
is independent in !ta operation, and is not 
dependent upon a trolley wire, cable or en- 
located somewhere else.

DEINNISVILLD, N. J., May ®.—To the 
north and east of Dennisville are great 
swamps of pine, cedar, gum and oak trees, 
Beneath these, buried acep in the black 
soil of the ewamps, are other great trees 
centuries old.

MISS RANDOLPH’S ROMANCE. 


FINALLY AND FIRMLY SAID “NO” 
AND FLED. 


The Egyptian Prince Once Offered His 
Hand to the Daughter of John 
Wanamaker, but She Was 
Not Attracted. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Mehemet Ali 
Bey, brother to the Khedive of Egypt, has 
been flouted in his love, and’ there is no 
health in him. 

The woe of Mehemet Ali {s an American. 
But even this stout blow at the heart !s 
not the first for All. Once before a girl 
from the West politely said him nay, then 
took the next steamer for home. 

He that loves often never loves deep. 
Mehemet Ali will live. Meanwhile, the last 
young woman that he loved is on her way 
back to America. Her name is Miss Cora 
Randolph, ard, as you doubtless know, she 
ls a beautiful woman, indeed. 

Mekemet Ali on Oct. 28, 1875, he was born 
into this world. His father was Mehemet 
Tewfik Pasha, his mother, the lovely 
Emineh Hanem. One year before another 
eon had been born, the present Khedive 
Abbas Hilmy II. 

Now in January, '§2, old Tewfik Pasha, 
full of years and honors, departed from 
this world. After the usual month of 
mourning. the sack-cloth and ashes of grief 
gave way to the pomp and ceremony of 
coronation, and Abbas ascended the throne. 
Whe young Khedive was a turbulent youth. 
His independence and ambition outraged 
the English protectorate and, figuratively 
speaking, he waved his royal fist in the 
face of the British lion. 

Lord Cromer, British Minister Resident 
fn Cairo, and practically the ruler of Egypt, 
arose in his wrath. He made his say in no 
uncertain words, and for a while it looked 
to the world at jarge as if Abbas II.. Khe- 
dive of Egypt, Sovereign of Nubia and the 
Soudan, would step down from the royal 
throne and retire to a semi-private life. 
In the mind of all the world it was pos- 

eible that Mehemet Ali might acquire all 
the powers. thrones, titles and privileges 
of the Khedive. But Abbas II. surrendered 
at the last, though to this moment there is 
an occasional] report that Mehemet Ali will 
ascend this throne of Egypt. 


All this, you see, is what two American 
re ignored with the flouting of Mehemet

CHICAGO'S ODD CLAIMANT. 


SET UP A GOVERNMENT OF HIS 
OWN ON THE LAKE FRONT. 


The Story of Capt. Streeter, the Sca- 
faring Squatter, Who Claims 
Title to Nearly 200 Acres 
of Made Ground. 


CHICAGO, May 2.—The records of the 
Cook County Court show that Capt. 
George Wellington Streeter has not aban- 
doned his fight for a fortune of $20,000,000. 
Just now the odds are against the Cap- 
tain. He has been compelled to oust him- 
seif from the “District of Lake Michigan,” 
which he claims by right of discovery and 
manufacture, while the police force of Chi- 
cago stands guard to see that the captain 
does not sneak back and take possession. 

The name of Streeter has been “bobbing 
up”? in the columns of the Chicago press 
for many years, but the opinions and in- 
formation of the generay public as to the 
exact nature of his claim and its justness 
may be described as decidedly hazy. There 
is a general impression that the Captain 
asserts his ownership of a valuable tract of 
North Side land by virtue of squatter sov- 
ereignty, but that the statute of Riparian 
Rights, a very intractable and domineer- 
ing individual, in some way intervenes, 
and the North Side property owners, rep- 
resented in the public’s eye by N. K. Fair- 
bank, J. V. Farwell and the Newberry lib- 
rary, say the Captain has no title at all, 


and that the land in dispute is plainly 
theirs, 


Capt. Streeter acquired his title from the 
fact that he once owned and commanded a 
vessel on Lake Michigan. The Rutan it 
was named. This vessel used to ply be- 
tween Chicago and M‘iwaukee in the ‘Ss, 
stopping at intermediate points to pick up 
passengers, and with it the captain dida 
profitable business,he says, averaging about 
$30 a day net profit. Indirectly, the Rutan 
was the means of getting the captain in- 
terested in North Side property. In June, 
1886, the captain was returning from Mil- 
waukee when a furious storm arose on the 
lake. The Rutan steamed along in the 
teeth of the gale, trying to make the Chi- 
cago River, but it was useless. The gale 
was too strong, and the Rutan was cast 
ashore at the foot of Superior street on the 
North Side. The water at this point was 
shallow, but the great waves raised in the 
lake by the storm kept lift:ng the Rutan up 
and taking it further in, and as the bot- 
tom was sand and free from rocks, the 
vessel sustained no particular damage, and 
the captain stuck to the craft. 

When the gale had abated the captain 
took an ‘“‘observation’’ to determine his po- 
sition. He found himself 451 feet—there are 
a few inches and a fraction additiona! in 
the captain's account—east of St. Clair 
street, which was then the shore line of 
that section of the North Side. Between 
the shore line and the captain's gallant 
bark the waters of Lake Michigan rolled 
Piacidly, with an occasional shoal of sand 
obtruding above the surface. If the eap- 
tain had entertained any though of rescu- 
ing his boat he soon abandoned it. The 
waves having cast it where it was seemed 
determined to keep it there. They began 
to pile up the sand around it on all sides, 
and finally had it so hemmed in as to make 
its rescue an impossibility. 

The captain accepted the situation. He 
determined to abandon a life on the wave 
for a life on shore. He assisted the opera- 
tions of nature in filling up the shallow 
waters of the lake, and soon had a dry 
expanse between his vessel and the shore 
line. His vessel he converted into a house, 
and in the course of time erected a super- 
structure on its deck, where he and his 
wife lived. In the meantime the lake kept 
pling up sand to the eastward of Captain 
8 rae Be boat, and soon placed it far in- 
land. 

The captain is a good deal of a lawyer 
in his way—a sea way. He reasoned that 
this land waa without an owner, and that 
it might as well be his as anyone else's. 
It was his by the right of discovery, he ar- 
gued.. The captain indignantly repudiated 
the title of ‘‘squatter,’’ which has been ap- 
plied to him, and eays that only applies to 
other people who have since tried to ob- 
tain possession of the property. 

But when the capfain set up his claim to 
ownership of the soil he at once encounter- 
ed violent opposition from owners of prop- 
erty abutting on the old shore line, who 
based their claims on the aforesaid ripar- 
jan rights, which conferred upon them ali 
the accretions that nature might make to 
their original possessions, They began pro- 
ceedings to oust Capt. Streeter, and as- 
©ert their title, but the captain fought 
them, and successfully, until the Chicago 
police force recently conquered him. 


In all these years since Capt. Streeter was 
first cast ashore, the territory in dispute 
has grown enormously in extent. In addi- 
tion to the work of the waves in casting up 
sand to fill the shallow places, it has been 
used as a dumping ground until now there 
are 186 acres of land in a territory which 
is bounded on the east by a line drawn 451 
feet east of St. Clair street, on the north 
by Oak street, on the south by the Chicago 
River, and on the east by the Lake Shore

As the case now stands, the north shore 
claimants, under riparian rights, have de- 
cidedly the best of the controversy. They 
have the traditional nine points of the law, 
by possession, and are fortified in their 
claims to ownership by some of the best 
legal talent in the city and State, which 
has been ee: upon the case. Among 
others John P. Wilson, who has thoroughly 
investigated the subject, says there is not 
a shadow of doubt as to their rights, and 
one of the wealthiest corporations in the 
city in its line, after looking up the sub- 
ject, has declared its willingness to guaran- 
tee any title that may be given by the ri- 
parian-right owners. 


Since Capt. Streeter’s ejectment from the 
land William H. Cox bobs up with a claim 
s0 plausibly stated and so fortified by al- 
leged quotations from official surveys, 
treaties with Great Britain, treaties with 
the Indians, etc., as to make the credulous 
gasp with astonishment at his good for- 
tune. There is nothing modest about Mr. 
Cox and his claim. He not only lays claim 
to the Streeter tract, but to that of the 
Kinzie purchase from the Government upon 
which are the houses of Potter Palmer, N. 
K. Fairbank, J. V. Farwell, and the Ogden 
and Sheldon estates. among others. Mr. 
Cox says he bought all this land from the 
Indians, who alone wete able to give a 
title, and waves aside as unimportant the 
fact that Robert A. Kinzie purchased and 
received title from the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

Capt. Streeter is not all worried about the 
Cox claim. “That's only a friendly move, 
he said, when asked about it. ‘“‘“Cox and me 
are working together in this. I have bought 
from him and have a quitclaim deed to any 
interests he might have had in my property. 
The only thing that he now claims over 
there is the 451-foot strip between the west- 
ernedge of my property and the eastern line 
of St. Clair street. Of course, he has got 
his rights to the property known as the 
Kinzie tract yet.” 

A few years ago a well-known attorney 
of this city was approached by people in- 
terested in the Streeter claim with a sug- 
gestion that he look into it, with a view (to 
subsequent action. This he consented to 
do, the result being that, without attempt- 
ing to form an opinion on the rights of the 
Streeter claimants, the lawyer concluded 
that the shore owners would be willing to 
pay them a reasonable sum in order to 
quiet their title to the property, rather than 
to have the matter drag along in expensive 
and annoying litigation. 

The attorney stated his conclusions to a 
number of the squatter claimants, and indl- 
cated his willingness to take up their case 
on that basis—a compromise. hey all as- 
sented heartily to the scheme, and thought 
it a_gvod one. 

“Well, how much will you be willing to 
take on such a proposition, Mr. Cox?’ asked 
the attorney. 

“One million dollars cash,” 
Cox. 

Inquiry of the others revealed that they 
all had about the same conception of what 
a compromise should be. Streeter thought 
about $6,000,000 eash would do him. and then 
the lawyer threw up his hands. “I'll go no 
further.” he said. “If your demands were 
in any way reasonable I mght effect a set- 
tlement, but they are preposterous,’ and 
that ended the attempt at a compromise. 

Capt. Streeter has managed to instil) his 
confidence in the juetice of his cause into 
muny people. He Is essentially a man of 
one idea—that of his claim—and by dint of

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VACCINATED 1,000,000, 


PORTO RICANS BEING SCRAPED 
BY THE SURGEON’S ENIFE. 


VACCINE POINTS WERE MADE. 


The Island Was Divided Into Fiwe 
Sections and Not a Person 
Escaped the Ordeal. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 20.—Vaccinating a na- 
tion, or more properly speaking, the pop- 
ulation of an island, is now being done vy 
the army medical staff in Porto Rico. There 
are about 1,000,000 persons all to!d and of 
that number nearly three-quarters have 
been inoculated with smallpox virus. 

Early last winter it was found that small- 
pox was spreading rapidly in the vicinity 
of Ponce. Chief Surgeon John Van R. 
Hoff feared an epidemic and so reported to 
Gen. Guy V. Henry, the Military Governor 
of the island. With his usual promptness 
and without consulting a higher authority, 
the General ordered the medical depart- 
ment to vaccinate every person in the 
island including the officers and soldiers 


of the American army. It would have cost 
$100,000 to buy the “points,” so instead a 
great herd of cattle was secured. From 
most of the cows S* vaccine points were 
taken, and from some a stl larger num- 
ber. The points were then packed in 
boxes by a corps of six surgeons and Sv 
hospital stewards. In all 100,00 poinis were 
taken and sent out each week. 

The island was then divided into five sec- 
tions, comprising the old five Spanish ju- 
dicial districts. Kach had a popuiation of 
165,000 persons, a large percentage of whom 
were women and children. A surgeon was 
placed tn charge of each district and a 
corps of hospital nurses were given him to 
assist htm. When the surgeons got well to 
work the sights about their headquarters 
beg«ared description. Men and women tore 
the left sleeves from their shirts, and soon 
thousands were about nursing swelled arms 
bared to the shoulder. The missing sieeve 
soon came to be as much of a mark of 
vaccination among Porto Ricans as the 
small red cross on their dusky skins.

FRANCE DOUBLES THAT SUM. 


Germany’s Expenditure Is Less, but 
She Has Not the Territory or 
Population. 


WAISHINGTON, May 2%.—Government is 
an expensive necessity, and as nations in- 
crease in population and territory the ex- 
pense of governing them increases. One 
bright Frenchman proposes as a remedy 
for the increase in the cost of government 
to pay for it by the job rather than by the 
year, day or hour. In newspaper parlance, 
he would put the government on space in- 
stead of salary. This is an ingenious solu- 


tion of the difficulty, but it Is highly prob- 
able that governments will go right along 
in the old way with their annual app: opria- 
tions. 


It is interesting to see how much It costs 
an hour for a nation to govern itself. It 
would not be fair to take a year in which 


For the United States the year 1896 wou 

be a fair one to take. According to th 

Statistics for that year, the Government o 
the United States cost $40,203 an hour. The 
sovernment of France costs about $80,000 
an hour and the Government of the United 
Kingdom about $56,000 an houn Germany 
makes a remarkably good showing, for she 
spent on her government in the fiscal year 
1896-97 ohly $36,157 an hour. Germany has not 
the extent of territory nor the 
to govern which the United States hae;

The Senate Republicans really deserved 
the passage of the election bills. They went 
into a combination with the lobby to defeat 
franchise and Other legislation. In return 
for their services the election bill was to be 
killed. They were thrown down, as every~- 
body expected they would be. 

The bill was drawn by Ex-Secretary of 
State Michael K. McGrath. P. R. Fitzgib- 
bons, John Ratigan and other St. Lotis pol- 
iticlans have watched its interests only 
second to McGrath and Senator Drabelle. 

The biil provides that in all cities hav- 
ing 300,000 the Governor with, and by, the 
advice of the Senate, and within: 30 days 
after the act is a law, appoint three com- 
missioners, who shall hold office for four 
years. One of them is to be a member of 
the leading party politically opposed to that 
to which the Governor bélongs. In: making 
the nominations the Governor is to desig- 
nate «the chairman. The commissioners 
shall be citizens of the State and of the 
city for five years. 

The commissioners are to appoint a dep- 
uty, who is also Secretary of the Board, 
and may employ additional clerica¥ force 
and other assistance necessary. There shall 
be regisiration by the commissioners or 
Cepety at any time at the office of the 


oarda, 

There shall also "be registration in the 
precincts as at present, The commissioners 
are to receive $2500 a year and the clerks 
in the office are to receive #4 a day. 

It is unders'ood that Chancey Ives Filley 
fe. to be the Republican Election Commis- 
sioner. 

The bill practically turns the entire elec- 
tlon machinery over to the Democrats. 
All the clerks in the office will be appoint- 
ed by the two Democrats, who will also 
select all judges and clerks. It provides for 
registration; it also provides for registra- 
tion all the year round at the office of the 
commissioners and three days of precinct 
registration’ before each election, It is a 

artial return to the old recorder of voters 
aw, which caused so much trouble when 


An interesting point has been raised in 
connection with the passage of the two 
election bills. The Kansas City election bill 
is an amendment to the eléction law of 
189, which applies to both Kansas City and 
St. Louis. he St. Louls election bill is 
a complete new law and repeals the law 
of 18%. The question Immediately arises 
whether the law of 189, which the Kansas 
City bill amends, having been repealed 
by the St. Louis bill, this does not leave 

ansas City without anv election law. 
Senator Lyons of Kansas City says this is 
the case. On the other hand, ft Is contend- 
ed that since the St. Louls biil repeals a 
law applying to both cities, it must neces- 
sarily apply to both and will so be con- 
strued by the courts. Still, again, it is con- 
tended that it depends entirely upon which 
bill the Governor signs last. It Is said 
the one he signs last will be the law. 
The point is interesting enough to set Kan- 
sas City politicians to wondering where 
they stood. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 
Details of the Debate and Roll Call 


on the Bill. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFHRSON CITY, Mo., May N— 
Immediately after the passage of the 
Kansas City election bill, Senator Morton 
moved that the St. Louls election bill be 


taken up for passage, and that it be voted 
on atl o’clock. Tiae Republicans protest- 
ed against the gag law and Morton with- 
drew it, with the understanding that no 
attempt be made to adjourn before the 
passage of the bill. Lyons, qa Democrat, 
aald it was a partisan measure and its 
friends intended to pass the bill anyhow 
and there was no use in delaying matters. 

The Republicans earnestly protested 
against the brutal action of the majority 
in insisting that the bill be forced to pas- 
sage. He said solemn pledges had been 
broken, He moved to Jay the matter over 
until 2 o'clock, The motion was defeated, 
Mott then filed a protest, signed by Repub- 
licans, against the further consideration of 
the bill. Senator Morton made the point 
that the protest was out of order at this 


‘time and Mott withdrew it. 


A long debate followed over the right’ of 
the members to file protests. The Preasi- 
dént finally allowéd Republican Senators to 
Tlé a protest. 

The Republicans then continued their ef- 
fort to delay action on the bill, although 
they knew their fight wae hopeless.

DARING RESCUE AT SEA. 


John T. Hanan Tells the Story of a 
Feat Which He Performed Off 
the Bermudas Last April. 


NEW YORK, May ®.—John H. Hanan, 
millionaire shoe manufacturer of Brooklyn, 
will receive a médal from Queen Victoria 
for his daring rescue of the erew and of 
Capt. Lord and his wifé and daughter from 
the British brig Caspian, 70 miles off Ber- 
muda, on the Mth of April, 1899. Mr. Ha- 
han, who was, at the time of the rescue, 
returning from a cruise in West Indian 
waters upon his. yacht Sagamore, told this 
story of the rescue to the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch correspondent:

About eight weeks ago I invited a small 
party of friends te go with me on the Saga- 
more to visit the scenes of the late war. 

We took along Photographer Frank 
Childs of Newport to photograph what we 
saw, and visited Jacksonville, Nassau, Ha- 
vana, Clenfeugos, Santiago—and suth a 
sight that was. 

Why, I lowered a boat through the side 


of the Colon, through a hole as big as a 
room, made by one of our 12-invh snhella. 

We photographed points of interest and

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Postal Clerk Green Had Rare 
Nerve and Cunning. 


TOOK A YEAR TO CATCH HIM. 


HI; WORK DONE IN THE PR<S- 
ENCE OF OTHER CLERKS. 


Surrounded by 118 Mail Clerks 4e 
Deftly Opened Letters Which He 
Covered With His 
Handkerchief. 


The mysterious loss of letteré sent 
through the St. Louis postoffice during the 
last year is directly attributed by the Gov- 
ernment to William Green, who was ar- 
rested yesterday on a charge of robbing the 
malls. 

Green was employed as a general utility 
clerk in the city distributing department of 
the postoffice. His chief duty was to a8- 
sort the mails seat to and forwarded from 
St. Louis addresses. Assigned to the 6ame 
work are 118 men, under the immediate 
supervision of William Sacks. The work- 
room for their branch of the postal service 
is divided into a semi-circ.e of mail pouch- 
es, at each of which a clerk is stationed. 
The men almost elbow each other in their 
work. 

To extract the contente of a letter under 
these conditions without being noticed 1s 
no easy matter. It would certainly require 
a deft hand, cunning brain and great nerve. 
A suspicious move might mean jnstant de- 
tection. 

The young men employed at the local 
postoffice are a pretty shrewd set of fel- 
lows a«{¢d ambition naturally prompts one 
to notice what another is doing. Then the 
foreman ie in turn constantly watching 
them and a single missive thrown into the 
wrong bag !s promptly discovered. 

Yet, despite such forbidding chances, 
William Green is alieged to have pur.oined 
hundreds of letters containing money, put 
them in his pocket and left the Postofiice 
building each night with the cheeriness of 
an honest man. 

Complaints regarding lost letters 
filed with the Postoftice Inspector's De- 
partmen: as far back as January, 1898. Not 
until sometime later, however, was much 
importance attached to the thefts, which, 
in a great many instances, proved inconsid- 
erable. Where thousands of ietters are 
handled hourly a few are bound to get 
misplaced. 

Since «he beginning of the present yvear 
the loases became more numerous, includ- 
ing money orders and drufis, in addition 
to currency, varying in amount from §

Invariably the victims were large business 
firms with a heavy mail order patronage. 
Out-of-town purchasers frequentiy send re- 
mittances by letters. Several St. Louls 
banks suffered and hundreds of individuals. 
Ic is impossible to ascertain the to:al 
amount stoien, but it will probably foot 
up thousands of dollars.

11:3) o'clock Saturday morning. A half 
hour later it was among those handed toe 
Green to distribute. He fingered it a mo- 
ment, and then shoved it in his pocket. 
Then he took another letter and did the 
same. Before he could proceed further he 
was under arrest.’’ 

The “test letter,” in which was $1.0 in 
currency, together with the other contain- 
ing a $1 bill and a dime, were found on 
Green's person. 

He admitted opening letters, but said he 
had never taken any money from them, 
During the brief interview in Mr. Dice's of- 
fice Green contradicted himself repeatedly, 

He was taken before United States Com.- 
missioner Gray. but waived a preliminary 
exeminat’on and was held tn $2000 bond. 

Green is 2 years old, and ‘has a wife and 
family living at 560 North Broadway. He 
has an unsavory reputation. A year azo 
he was indicted by the grand jury for a 
heinous offense. The:+case was dismissed, 
because of a technical flaw in the Indict- 
ment. 

Supt. Sacks said: “The postoffice Inspec- 
tors did splendid work, and deserve great 
credit. IT am confident they have the righr 
man. We have been missing letters regu- 
lariv for some time.” 

Green is an intelligent negro. He passed 
the civil service examination with a high 
percentage three years ago. He was 
wavs implicitly trusted.

VIGOROUS WORK NECESSARY. 


The Referee Tells Some Plain Truths 
About the Situation and Comments 
on Other Cycling Matters. 


If wheelmen of this State do not wake up 
there will soon be no Missouri division L. 
A. W. 


division has been going steadily downward, 
as has that of the national organization. 
but the local percentage of loss has been 
the greater. 

There is no use In doing the ostrich act 
and thinking that no one sees us because 
our heads are hidden or thinking that if we 
say nothing of the decrease in membersh:p 
no one will know anything about it and it 
will all come right in the end, It has been 
my experience that nothing goes right of 
its accord, but that it needs to be constantly 
watched if success is desired. The Missouri 
division is on the down grade and the man 
who attempts to hide the fact is a false 
friend of the organization. It should be 
published far and wide and the remaining 
members should knowW it so that the fact 
may spur them to greater efforts at main- 
taining the organization that has accom- 
plished so much for whee!]meneince the first 
victory in having the courts declare the 
bicycle a vehicle and entitied to all the 
rights of the road. There is too much work 
for the cyclists’ organization to do to let 
it dwindle and new life must be put into it. 


I confess I am somewhat surprised at 
the continued decrease in the membership 
of the League of American Wheelmen at 
large, and even at the great loss in Mis- 
eouri, notwithstanding the neglect of re- 
newals by the flormer secretary-treasurers, 
Rosen and Dempsey. Of course we now 
realize that bicycling was a fad with hun- 
dreds of people, particularly the society 
element, and when we consider that the L. 
A. W. must lose them when they have be- 
come tired of the—to them—toy,. The 
bicycle will always be with us, but the 
great enthusiast is gone and the faddiat is 
gone aiso. New members are being added 
constantly, but not so many are coming 
in as are letting their membership lapse, 

Certainly there are still thousands of 
cyclists in this city and they only need to 
be approached to obtain a fair percentage 
of applications. There must be some work 
done or the division is lost. 

Should this division lose 164 members be- 
tween now and Oct. 1, it will not be en- 
titled to elect a delegate to the National 
Assembly. 

To come down to figures, let me say that 
we had 1600 members 18 months ago, while 
to-day we have 563. Two years ago we 
had 2100, the highest point we ever reached. 
In other words we have lost three-fourths 
of our number in two years, and the drain 
has not 7 been stopped. I have not the 
figures of other States, but I will venture 
to say that we have lost a greater per- 
centage in the last two years than most 
of the other divisions. We suffered from 
the natural causes as well as the neglect 
of Rosen and Dempsey and the combina- 
tion has been too great for us. Ten years 
ago we had half the number we now have 
and ranked fifth among the divisions, while 
to-day we rank about sixteenth Should we 
sink below the 400 mark we lose our stand- 
ing as a first-class division, 


We had two applications last week and 
82 renewals. Since Mr. Canter has held the 
office of secretary-treasurer the renewals 
have been coming in better, but there is 
much yet to be done. 


The figures for the national body are no 
more encouraging. No less than 15,000 mem- 
bers have failed to: renew since Jan. 1, and 
the loss last week aione was 162. There 
were 2977 members whose cards expired jast 
week and only 1352 sent in their dollars. 
This shows pee nearly an average loss 
of 1000 per eek, and the league cannot 
stand that very long. We have to-day 61.,- 
774 members, rather a respectablAsized body 
yet, but it will mot be if the Noss con- 


tinues. 

An apathy seems ie save fallen upon all 
the league officers members, and they 
must bestir themselves or lose the strong- 
est athietic organization known, We have 
passed through crises before, and I think 
will come safely out of this one.

W. In the first place‘the K. C. W. ig a 
small part of the race promoting machinery 
of New York and in the next we are never 
surprised at anything of this kind happen- 
ing in that State. New York is the hot- 
bed of outlawry as well as the birthplace 
of it. It was the greed for gain that 
promoted Batcheldor, Brady and that 
crowd to pursuade the riders to revolt and 
the same spirit that prompts the K. C. W. 
to support the outlaws. 

Again there are local] conditions that have 
influenced the action. Many people do not 
like the New York officials of the L. A. 
W. and here was a chance to knock them. 
It is a similar case to the action of a few 
of the South Side Club here in having the 
club declare against the L. A. W. juS&t be- 
cause they were sore, for the reason that 
they could not run cycling in St. Louis.

Few of the changes !n the racing rules 
are worthy of note and those which are 
tend to simpilfy matters. The 60-point races 
in the championship scale are abolished and 
the figuring of the events changed a bit. 
A club is no longer required to be a league 
club in order to obtain a sanction for State 
champions'ips. One of the most {mportant 
changes in the one which exempts a track 
from penalty for the misdeeds of the pro- 
moters who hire it. This is a wise altera- 
tion and one that will meet with approval. 
The 60-point race and the track penalty 
were two of Mott's fool creation and are 
well buried. 

A change that has excited comment is 
the new rule that promoters must accept 
the entry of all riders in good standing 
“regardless of nationality or color, provided 
the entry is acceptable to the promoters of 
the meet.’"’ This has been held to wipe out 
the color line and require promoters to ac- 
cept the entry of negroes. It would but 
for the proviso that the entry must be “‘ac- 
ceptable to the proenoters.” Of course if a 
negro were to send in his entry he would 
simply be declared to be “not acceptable” 
and hia color would not enter into the 
question,

iT WAS WORTH NEARLY $15,000 


J. B. Haggin’s Great Horse His Royal 
Highness, Who Ran Second, Was 
the Favorite in the Betting. 


NEW YORK, May 2@.—This was a gala 
day at ‘Morris Park, fully 15,000 to 18000 
people being at the track to watch the 
races. 

The great event of the day was the Na- 
tional Stallion stakes of $20,000, in which 
all of the best youngsters in training were 
engaged, with the exception of Doublet, the 
winner of the Juvenile stakes. 

In the betting the John Daly pair, His 
Royal Highness and Calea, were always 
favorites. The start was prompt and good, 
and as they went down into the dip it could 
be seen that the leaders were His Royal 
Highness and Virginia Earl and Moderine. 
At length ‘Skeets’’ Martin took His Royal 
Highness clear across the track to the in- 
side to meet Pupil, whom Odom was driving 
hard and om the last sixteenth the pair 
were locked. Then, inch by inch, Pupil 
drew up on the favorite and won the §14,- 
762.60 for Green B. Morris and the $1000 for 
nominating and the $731.4 for breeding 
the winner for J. B. Haggin. All the others 
were beaten off. Second money, $176 and 
$438.75 for Hie Highness, sire of the second 
horse, went to Gideon and Daly, and third 
money, $1012, to Pugene Leigh. 

In the Grand National steeplechase, nine 
went to the post with White Garters as 
the favorite. The pace was hot from the 
start. Duoro showing the way and Tentor 
and Westown close up in the first round. 
The lot negotiated the water-Jump and 
down the lower turn in good order, but 
Tentor and Col. Bartlett were done to a 
turn. Going to the first Liverpool in the 
back stretch, Westown, Garters and Duoro 
were neck and neck.

BLOOD VESSEL BURST 


RICHARD J. COMPTON’S SUDDEN 
DEATH AT HIS HOME. 


HE LIVED HERE MANY YEARS. 


Well-Known Business Man Dies Sud- 
denly While Suffering From an 
Apparently Slight Rheu- 
matic Attack. 


| Richard J. Compton died suddenly at his 


home, 4156 Washington boulevard, yester- 
day afternoon. Death came three hours 
after the first symptoms of illness ap- 
peared, and was caused by the bursting 
of a blood vessel. 

Mr. Compton had been suffering from 
rheumatism in his arms since Wednesday 
evening and had taken medicines frequent- 
ly to produce slumber. He slept well Fri- 
day night and arose Saturday morning feel- 
ing much better. About 10 o'clock he said 
he felt drowsy and would lie down fora 
little while. He dropped into a peaceful 
slumber. An hour later Mrs, Compton no- 
ticed that he was breathing heavily. She 
became alarmed and tried to awaken him, 
but he was in a stupor. 

Dr. Joseph Grindon of 3894 Washington 
boulevard was summoned. A look told him 
that his patient was beyond the reach of 
medical aid. He did all he could to pro- 
long life, but the end came peacefully at 2 
o'clock. He said Mr. Compton had burst 
a blood vessel in his head. 

The funeral will be held Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock from the family residence 
to Bellefontaine Cemetery. The services 
will be conducted by Rev. Willtam 
Short, rector of St. Peter’s Church of which 
Mr. Compton was a prominent member, 

Mr. Compton leaves a widow and. six 


children, all grown. The children are ‘Pal- 
mer C., Richard J. Jr., Geo. B. and Paul; 
and Mrs. . WwW. Long and Mrs, aa

Mr. Compton was president of the Comp- 
ton & Sons Lithographing and Printing 
Company of 210 and 212 Locust street, 0 
which Palmer C. Compton ts vice-president, 
Richard J. Compton, Jr., is secretary and 
George B. Compton is treasurer, He founded 
the concern in 1856 when he first came to 
St. Louis from Buffalo, N. Y., his birth- 

lace. He was then 23 years old and had 
fast learned the engraver’s art. His pro- 
ficiency in this work brought immediate 
success to his firm and his company soon 
became one of the leading concerns of the 
kind in St. Louls. It was then Known as 
the Compton Lithograph Co. He changed 
its name to the Compton & Sons Litho- 
graphing and ‘Printing Company a8 s0on as 
his sons became old enough to associate 
themselves with him in business, 

He was a prominent church worker and 
gave liberally to charity, although he was 
never ostentatious in his donations. He was 
fond of secret societies and was a 32d de- 


gree Mason. 


MAY HAVE BEEN A ST. LOUISAN, 


Chicago Suicide Unidentified, but His 
Clothing Bore St. Louis 
Trade Marks. 


A telegram from Chicago to the Post-Dis- 
patch last night states that scores of peo- 
ple visited Rolston’s Adams street morgue 
yesterday in an endeavor to identify the 
body of a man which has been there since 
Monday last. Though many of them were 
sure they had ween him, none were able 
to say who he was. 

The body is that of a man 40 years old, 5 
feet 7 inches tall, with a red mustache and 
sandy hair streaked with grav.

HE KNEW NOTHING BUT CRIME. 


Clyde Bennington, Youthful Teain 
Robber Just Pardoned, Was Taught 
the Trick of Stealing. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 2.—Clyde 
Bennington, the youthful train robber, 
whose life sentence was just commuted to 
one of three years, was informed of his 


good fortune yesterday afternoon. He was 
sentenced Dec. 18, 1898, and taken to San 
Quentin 15 days later. 

Bennington, Tolbert Jones, Albert Casner 
and Lorenzo Hale arranged the robbery of 


the Santa Fe mail train, which was to ar- 
rive in Oro Grande, where the four resided, 
at 3:40 o’clock on the morning of April 19, 
a year ago. Bennington and Jones over- 
slept, and the job was put off until the 
following night. All four were to board 
the train at the Oro Grande Station. but 
Casner and Hale were not there. Benning- 
ton and Jones got on the blind baggage, and 
two miles out of town, where their horses 
were waiting, ciimbed over the tender and 
held up Engineer Andrew Gifford. He 
stopped the train, and the two amateur 
bandits ordered the fireman into the smok- 
er, taking Gifford with them into the mail 
car. They secured $1300 in checks and $100 
in cash. As they were leaving Express Mes- 
senger Mott fired a charge of buckshot, 
killing both Jones and Gifford. The next 
day Hale, Who was a deputy sheriff, arrest- 
ed Bennington. Hale was so well informed 
that he was also arrested with his partner, 
Casner. They were saloon keepers. On 
Bennington’s testimony both were convict- 
ed and sentenced to two years. In return 
for this testimony Bennington’s sentence 
has been reduced from life to three years. 

Bennington was but 19 years old when he 
robbed the train. He had been spending 
his time working at odd jobs to earn 
enough to get into poker games in Casner 
and Hale’s saloons. Casner and Tolbert 
Jones were butchers, and Bennington was 
employed to steal cows to supply their 
market. At this none of them were dis- 
covered.

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AMPION OF TRUSTS 
IN ALL HIS CAREER. 
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This Is the Record of the Public Life of John W. 
Griggs, Attorney-General of the 
United States. 
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HIS ACTS AS A LEGISLATOR 
AND GOVERNOR OF NEW JERSEY, 
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WASHINGTON, May .—Jno. W. Griggs, 
who was a corporation attorney, member 
of the House of Assembly, then of the 
Fenate, next Governor of New Jersey, 15 
now in acceptance of a fee from the people 
o@ the United States as their attorney and 
the chief legal adviser of the executive 
branch of the Féderal Government. 

\When in December, 1897, he resigned 45 
Governor cf New Jersey to accept Mr. 
MeKinley’s offer ofa place in the Cabinet 
as Attorney-General to succeed McKenna, 
elevated to the bench of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, many thoughtful ob- 
eervers of political tendencies had already 
declared that the great issue in the next 
Presidential campaign would not be elilver 
or protection, but trusts. Since then -this 
question’ has been forced into unexpected 
prominence by the growth within a twelve- 
month in the number and capitalization of 
trusts of wonderful variety and scope, far 
exceeding thelr devélopment in any pre- 
vious two years and nearly equaling the 
total of all time since trusts were invented. 

Naturally the number of political proph- 
ets who eee in the problem presented by 
the relation of the trusts to the people a 
natiénal issue of the first magnitude has 
grown correspondingly, or in greater pro- 
portion; and therefore a desire has arisen 
for definite information concerning the man 
into whose hands the President has placed 
the case of ‘‘The People vs. the Trusts,” 
and his reason for retaining John W. 
Griggs rather than any of the other sev- 
eral hundred lawyers whose claims for the 
position were urged by friends. 


At first thought it occurs that as New 
Jersey is the home of trusts, the Presi- 
dent turned to that State for a legal ad- 
viser; for there he might reasonably look 
for a lawyer who had made more than a 
casual atudy of the question, and might 
even hop» to find one who had distin- 
guished himself by a-.sturdy opposition to 
trusts on their own chosen grounds. 

John W. Griggs was born in Newton, Sus- 
eex County, N. J., in 1849; was graduated 
from Lafayette College in 1868, worked in 
a humble position as a railway employe 
while studying law, and in 1871 was ad- 
mitted to the bar, first associating him- 
self with Robert Hamilton, and after- 
ward with Socrates Tuttle in Paterson, 
which city has since been his home, He 
was successful in his profession from the 
beginning. 

He made special effort to obtain a share 
of the remunerative practice afforded by 
the large corporate business in the courts, 
and was before many years attorney for 
the New York, Susquehanna & Western 
Railway; the Erie, the New York & New 
Jersey, the Normhern of New Jersey, the 
Paterson Railway Co., the # Paterson 
Elestric Light Co., the East Jersey Water 
Co. (Hobart’s), the Consolidated Gas Co. 
of Newark, and general counsel of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
way Co. He became stockholder in a num- 
ber of the companies classed in New Jer- 
sey as ‘‘Hobart'’s interests’’ and president 
of the Paterson National aBnk and of the 
Paterson Safe Deposit and Trust Co. 

Thus strongly allied with many of the 
State's strongest corporate interests, his 
activity in politics followed naturally and 
comfortably. He did not have to go through 
a schooling of defeat to learn the game, 
for Hobart had a high-geared and well- 
oiljed machine in operation at al) times, and 
ft was at the young attorney's” service 
when, at the age of 26, he first ran for the 
Assembly. He was elected by a very nar- 
row margin, but that was not even a mat- 
ter of regtet. He was returned to the same 
branch of the Legislature the next year, 
bch tae obey counsel to the Boar of 
Chosen Freeholders in 1878, next served a 
couple of terms in the City Council, an@ in 

was elected State Senator, and Pe- 
mained in that distinguished body five ses- 
sions, becoming its President in 1886. In No- 
vember, 1895, he was elected Governor, and 
two years later was appointed Attorney- 
General. 

In 1883, Mr. Griggs, then being a mem- 
ber of the Senate, Gov. Ludlow asked leg- 
islative attention to the old and growing 
evil of tax evasion by the railways.’ At 
that time the railways In New Jersey paid 
mo tax whatever to cities or towns on any 
character of property. and this imposed an 
ever increasing burden on the people, who 
Were of course called upon each year to 
make up the vast amount which the rall- 
ways should, but could not be made to pay. 
The demand was for equal taxation, and 
it came from all over the State with such 
insistence and emphasis that it did not 
seem possible to longer let it go unheeded. 
But they who thought thus did not include 
Griggs n their calculations. 

The House of As'@mbly pasted a biil tn 
accordance with the Governor's sugges- 
tions, and it went to the Senate, where, 
the hopeful predicted, it would promptly 
pass as it had in the Assembly, without a 
negative vote. Then Senator Griggs came 
forward. Open opposition would have passed 
the bill instanter, but Mr. Griggs was not 
there to oppose. Oh, no! on the contrary he 
wished to pass even a stronger bill. The 
one from the Assembly was all right tn in- 
tention, no doubt, but it had been haatily 
drawn and pesees, and if the Senate would 
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give him a little time he would draw a tet- 
ter bill. 

The very first action taken by the next 
Legislature suggested that, instead of hav- 
ing weakened his grip of affairs at Tren- 


ton, he had strengthened it by his per- 
formance 

At the very beginning of the session of 
186 the Legislature created a committee 
to consider the question of equal] taxation, 
and of this committee Senator Griggs was 
made Chairman. 


Chairman Griggs eeemed to have an en- 
tirely new problem on his hands. He kept 
his committee considering the question for 
such @ length of time that it looked as if 
he had never before heard of the question 
of equal taxation. But the new Governor, 
Abbett, was in earnest in the matter, and 
one morning he had introduced into the 
Assembiy ar equal-tax bill. 

Thia forced the hand of Griggs, and his 
joint committee prepared a report and bill 
Which were sent to the Assembly, Chair- 
man Grig signing the report, recom- 
Mending the passage of the bill, which 

a wn as House Bill No. 313, This 
le enacting that ra.l- 
“a at the 
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This Is the Man Into Whose Hands the Administration 
Has Placed the Case of the People vs. the 
Monster Combines. 
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It showed how well Griggs could solve 
the question if he wanted to. But all that 
he wantéd to do was to get the bill through 
the House and into the Senate, where he 
could control it. It was promptly passed by 
the Assembly and went to the Senate, 
where it was referred to a Special Comm.t- 
tee on Taxation of Corporations. It is prob- 
ably needless to relate that Senator GrigKks 
was Chairman of that special committee. 
The taxes of corporations was his spe- 
Claity in legislation and law. 

The report favoring the bill and signed 
by Griggs had been made on Feb. 17, but 
it was not until March 2% that the bill 
emerged from Griggs’ special Senate com- 
mittee, and then it had these amendments: 

1, Exempting absolutely the depot build- 
ings, the roadbed, waterways, rai:s and all 
personal property of railroad and canal 
companies from any form of city or county 
taxation 

2. Limiting the rate of local taxation on 
the other real estate owned by railroad and 
canal corporations to 1 per cent, no mat- 
ter what tax was imposed on the property 
iof individuals. 

These amendments prevailed, pui not 
without a struggle. Griggs first killed a 
proposed amendment increasing the limit 
of municipal rates on railroad and canal 
property not wholly exempt, to 1% per 
cent. hen the bill went into conference— 
Griggs presiding—and the Assembly con- 
ferrees were induced to agree to the Senate 
amendments oF the threat that they could 
take what Griggs offered or get nothing. 
So the famous New Jersey “equal” tax 
law was passed. 

It fs worth while going into some details 
to show how much of a favor Attorney- 
General Griggs did to the railway corpora- 
tions in that sesaion of 18%. The figures 
following are taken from a statement pre- 
pared and signed by an official who served 
two years as a member of the New Jersey 
State Board of Assessors, and who was 
therefore qualified to speak as an expert. 

At the time of the passage of the Griggs 
exemption law the assessed valuation of? 
the roadbeds of the railroads and water- 
ways of the canals of New Jersey was 
more than $83,000,000. These were exempted 
by the Griggs amendment, and thus the 
owning corporations were saved an annual 
tax of $830,000. The exemption of their per- 
nage veaie wition aa the amount given 

e corp )ratione Griggs to 
$1,000,000 annually. r ” — 

The limitation of 1 per cent on the com- 
paratively small amount which Griggs per- 
mitted the State to assess and tax his 
clients was then worth to them in the 
cities of Camden, Trenton, Elizabeth, South 
Amboy, Perth Amboy, Newark and Jersey 
City alone a further $350,000 annually. 

Killing the amendment to increase the 
rate on unexempted pro erty saved the 
om even at that time, about 
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To go forward a few years: During his 
term as Governor, Griggs signed the no- 
torious “Extension bill,", which wae 
promptly declared uneonstitutional] by the 
courts, Among other things it provided 
= an extension of the term of the Mayor 
of Jersey City, a favor it was al 
Mayor claimed for having put Tc h 
water contract under the Griggs bill. 

Readers will recall the scandal growing 
out of the notorious New Jersey race 
track bill of 1887. Attorney-General Griggs 
has asserted that he opposed, or was op- 
posed to—the distinction is fine—that bit 
which permitted every kind of race track 
gambling and pool room iniquity. 

The official records of the session do not 
bear out his assertion. On the day that 
bill passed—February 16, 1887—there were 
but five bills passed by the Senate. The 
race track bill was the second of the five 
and Senator Griggs ts officially reported as 
present and voting on the first, third 
fourth and fifth, but on the second he 
dodged. 

That is the kind of “opposition” which 
has been known to yield as much profit as 
direct aid. But in the discussion rowing 
out of the scandals follow.ng a. bill 
during which Mr. Griggs expressed his “OD. 
position’”’ to the race track combine, a 
rominent lawyer of Jersey City, who ac- 
nowledged that he was retained by the 
race track combine, charged that Senator 
Griggs was also retained and received hie 
fee from the same purse which prov.ded 
the fee for the lawyer making the charges. 
This story was published prominently in 
the World when Griggs was running for 
Governor and was not denied. 

As a legisiator Mr. Griggs was as con- 
sistently opposed to labor interests as he 
was in favor of corporate interests. This 
the official records display. In the session 
of 1887 a bill was passed providing that 12 
consecutive hours should constitute a day's 
labor in the operation of street surface 
railroads. This bill was held up by the 
Committee on Labor and Industries (Griggs, 
Chairman) until three days before adjourn- 
ment. This was considered a safe period 
but the demand for its passage was unex- 
pectediy great and it Was passed without 
the vote of Griggs. 

In the same session 
committee killed a bill making wages a 
referred debt in insolvency cases. The 
ill has since been enacted, and proved of 
reat value to wage workers. He also 
illed a Saturday half-holiday bil] in the 
same session. 

This was a busy year with him in his 
fight against labor, for he was called upon 
to fight the Labor Day bill, since become 
a law in nearly every State of the Union. 


Senator Griggs in 


When Griggs was Governor of New Jer- 
sey during the session of 1897, a bill was 
passed which is sometimes spoken of as 
the “trust-coddling law."" It is an extraor- 
dinary measure, designed to give all the 
comforts of home to the trusts, which it 
plainly was designed to attract to New 
Jersey. It stops any action in any court 
of the State against any stockholder, officer 
or director of any domestic or foreign cor- 
poration to enforce any statutory personal 
HMability, or for any debt, default or oblil- 
gation of such corporations, whether such 


statutory personal Hability be deemed penal 
or constitutional. 


Here is the iegisiative record of this bill: 
Introduced in the Senate at 8:30 p. m. on 
March 30, 1897; passed both houses and 
signed by Gov, Griggs at 2:0 p. m. on 
March 31, 1897. 

This carries Mr. Griggs’ public career 
up to the time when his usefulness to the 
McKinley Cabinet was pemeee out by his 
friend, the Vice President, and he was 
made *Attorney General of the United 
Biates.

DO NOT STOP WORK. 


FACTS OF THE CONTEST. 


The Opposition Is Chiefly Against the 
Great Cost of the 
Building. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 20.—The quo 
warranto proceedings instituted in the Pu- 
laski Circuit Court the other day by Attor- 
Jeff Davis to ascertain by 
what authority the Capitol Commissioners 
are making preparations to bulld a million- 
dollar State House is in no way interfering 
with the work of the commissioners. The 
members of the board received their per 
diem for the time they were in session last 
week, and adjourned to meet on July 1. 
The warrants were drawn by the Auditor 
and honored by the State Treasurer. ‘lhe 


architect was instructed on the last day of 
the meeting to prepare his plans for the 
buliding, and several men are engaged on 
the work. 

The Attorney General says that he is not 
personally opposed to the building of a 
new State House, but that a million dol- 
lars is a heap of money; that he does not 
see how it can be obtained unless it comes 
out of the pockets of the taxpayers, whose 
burdens, he believes, are already heavy 
enough, This, however, does not constitute 
the ground of complaint in the quo war- 
ranto proceedings. 

“I am not playing to the galleries,’ says 
Attorney General Davis. ‘I am simply try- 
ing to find out the meaning of some of the 
provisions in the State Constitution. 

Gen. Davis gives two reasons for his 
effort to prevent the building of a new State 
House under the present luw. His first is 
that the act is unconstitutional because it 
appropriates $50,000 to carry out its pro- 
visions and failed to pass the Legislature 
by a two-thirds vote as required by the 
organic law of the State. His second ob- 
jection is that the act provides that the 
Capitol shall be located and erected on the 

resent penitentiary grounds, and that the 

enitentiary Commissioners are authorized 
to purchase new grounds and erect a peni- 
tentiary thereon. The section of the consti- 
nution cited in justification of this conten- 
tion reads: “‘The general appropriation bill 
shall embrace nothing but appropriations 
for the ordinary expense of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the 
State Government. All other appropria- 
tions shall be made by separate bills, each 
embracing but one subject.” 

The Board of Capital Commissioners have 
consulted the best legal talent in the city, 
and all are of one opinion in regard to the 
constitutionality of the act. Several able 
lawyers have volunteered to present the 
Commissioner's case to the court. They all 
hold that the construction of the State 
House ig a necessary expense of the Gov- 
ernment, bills for which character the con- 
sthution provides may be passed by the 
Legislature by a majority vote. They con- 
tend that the Legislature has as much right 
to authorize, by a majority vote, the con- 
struction of a State House ae it has to 
abe three for repairs of the old one or the 
uilding of an annex to any State institu- 
tion.

HENRY CLAY AND BOCK JOINED. 


Largest Dealers Owning Most of the 
Producing Land Figuring on a

NEW YORK, May 20.—Plans have been 
practically completed for the establishment 
of @ monopoly of the finer grades of Cuban 
tobacco by the consolidation of the Henry 
Clay and Bock & Co. corporations with the 
newly organized Havana Commercial Com- 
pany of which H} B. Hollins is president, 
One notable featire of the combination is 
that it will involve the absorption of an 
English syndicate by an American com- 
pany. 

The Clay-Bock Company is largely owned 
in England and its stock is listed on the 
London exchange. It has a capital of 
$2,000, 000. 

By the purchase of the Havana cigar and 
tobacco factories company recently the 
consolidated companies obtained control of 
about half the total export business of five 
grades of tobacco from Cuba. All except 
about 6 per cent of the remaining business 
has been acquired by the Commercial Com- 
pany, which was incorporated in New Jer- 
sey a short time ago with a capital of $20,- 
000,000. As the land capable of producing the 
best Cuban tobacco is limited and as the 
two companies own or control most of it, 
they expect to be able to corner the supply 
ef this tobacco and control its distribu- 

on.

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WASHINGTON, May %.—The American 
financial enterprise called the trust is in- 
deed, as has been often pointed out, an as- 
tonishing feature of industrial development. 
With its enormous capitalization and its ef- 
forts to monopolize production it has | 
aroused universal wonder and speculation. 

There is one distinguishing characteris- 
tic of the trust, however, which has al- 
most entirely escaped careful observation— | 
namely, the relationship between the trust 
and American labor. 

By the Government census of 1890 there 
were engaged in gainful occupations 22,735,- 
661 persons. If from this number there be 
subtracted 5,304.910 as representing those In 
domestic and personal services and 8,285,618 
as representing farmers, planters, overseers 
and farm hands there will be left 9,145,133 
persons of the class ordinar'ly called “the 
workingman’—the man with a definite 
trade. 

Allowing 30 per cent increase since 1890 
the figures would thus be as follows: 11,890, - 
000 trade workers, 3,547,000 employed by 
truste and trade combines. 

This is truly an ominous showing from 
labor’s stand of opservation. The showing 
is all the more significant because the 
trusts were little heard of five years ag°, 
and are now increasing and multiplying at 
a rate which leads irresistibly to the con- 
clugion that before the next Presidential 
campaign two-thirds of the forces of labor 
will be under their dominion.

Lastiy, the trust !s harnessing electricity, 
and there is no longer hope for much com- 
yetition in electric lighting or propulsion.

seized by mighty combinations of millions.

She, in company with the other ladies, is 
at present engaged in securing the names 
of all of those persons who are willing to 
pay % annually towards the support of the 
hospital, Should a sufficient number of 
subscribers be obtained, of which there is 
no doubt, work will be started at once. 
Thus far, in the brief time since the lists 
have ‘been opened, over 600 have signified 
their willingness to contribute. It is ex- 
pected that 3500 or 4000 names will be signed 
when the blanks for.the purpose are dis- 
alga among the business houses of the 
city. 

This number, each paying the stated 
yearly sum, would be enough to defray the 
expenses of maintaining a hospital, as it 
is not the intention of the promoters to 
erect a building. One, already standing, 
suitable for the purpose, will be rented. 

The hospital will not, of course, be strict- 
ly sectarian in its character. It will be 
along similar lines to those on which the 
Protestant, Baptist, Methodist and other in- 
stitutions are conducted. It is, to the ortho- 
dox Jew, an absolute necessity, for it will 
provide him when sick with proper—accord- 
ing to his religious rules—food and drink, 
and will surround him with those essentials 
that his faith requires when he closes his 
eyes in death. The lack of these is one of 
the chief reasons why so very few Jewish 
1 er are ever found in the City Hos- 
pital, 

Assurances have been received from sev- 
eral wealthy gentlemen that they will give 
handsomely to the undertaking and some 
have suggested the advisability of a sink- 
ing fund which, when large enough, will 
provide for the erection of a building.

The meet- 
ing will probably be held next Sunday 
afternoon or evening, so that the gentlemen 
may attend, in the assembly rooms of the 
Young Men's Hebrew Association, Twenty- 
seventh and Locust streets.

DISASTZOUS HURRICANE ON THE 
QUEENSLAND COAST. 


VILLAGE ENTIRELY DESTROYED. 


Coast Line Strewn With Wreckage and 
With Fish That Had Been Blown 
Out of the Sea. 


VICTORIA, B. (|, May 20.—Passengers of 
the steamship Miowera, which has just ar- 
rived from New South Wales, says the cut- 
ter Mystery returned to Cookstown from 
the scene of the recent disaster by hurri- 
cane on the Nofth Queensland coast, just 
before the Miowera’s departure. The My8- 
tery reported nearly every vessel engaged 
in the pearl fishery wrecked and much prop- 
erty lost, afloat and ashore. 

The sights that met the eyes of the — 
lief expedition along the desolated coas 
were horrifying. In one place, where @ pic- 
turesque fishing village with a population 
of 800 had stood, neither house nor tree 
nor living thing was left. The site of t 
little settlement looked Ike new plowed 
land, and the survivors among the fishing 
folk had fled for safety to an inland town, 
12 miles distant. 

There and further along the coast, 
mangled bodies of men and domestic ani- 
mals were found. Several were secured 
with some difficulty, wedged in the bran- 
ches of trees that had defied the etorm, 
where they had been blown from distances 
as great as a quarter of a mile. 

The Mystery’s officers and crew recovered 
in all 58 bodies, of which 18 were identified 
and claimed by mourning relatives. Of the 
remaining 4, 36 were natives, whose re- 
mains were given burial in a great trench. 

The Mystery party found large fish and 
wreckage 30 and 4 feet above high water 
level and trees and vegetation leveled for 
upwards of 60 miles :a@nug the coast, An 
official report says that 86 vessels were 
— and that 885 persons lost their 

ves. 

News has at last been received of the 
schooner Werfa, which left Dunedin, N. Z., 
last September, on an inter-island trading 
expedition with a party of 19. The schoon- 
er, as has been feared for some time, Was 
completely wrecked and all but one of those 
who started out on ‘ther were lost. 

Detaila of the disaster have not been re- 
ceived; in fact, all the news of the accident 
that had reached Sydney up to the time the 
Miowera sailed was contained in a message 
from the only survivor. The message was 
in a bottle, found at Stanwell Park, near 
Helensburg, N. 8. W., on April 3. It read: 

“Oct. 26, 1898, schooner Werfa, Capt. John- 
ston, from Dunedin, N. Z., wrecked in 
about latitude 22, longitude 47. All hands 
lost but me. Am on an island somewhere 
off the coast of New South Wales.’’ 

The writer did not sign his name, and all 
who had friends on board have joined in 
sending an expedition to search for him.

There Was No Compromise and the

TAKE A HALF HOLIDAY. 


SOME WENT TO A BALL GAME. 


Others Visited the McAllester Collega 
and Heard Dr. Boyd on Secular 
State Education. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 2®.—After 
two days’ of work the members of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly took the 
afternoon of to-day and traveled to St. 
Paulin company with friendsand families 
to the number of 900. 

McAliester College was inspected and 
lunch was served at the pavilion on the 
shores of Lake Como, Some of the com- 
missioners preferred the Minneapolis-Co- 


lumbus baseball game to the attractions of 
St. Paul. 

Perhaps it was the inspiration they re- 
ceived at McAllester College which has 
paid off all but $6000 of the debt of $112,000 
within a year that made the commissioners 
applaud to-night when in a large meeting 
at Westminster Church Rev. Dr.John Boyd 
of Evanston, Ill, expressed his distrust of 
State education. 

Dr. Boyd is a member of the Board of 
Aid for Colleges and Academies. He as- 
serted that the great body of the church 
had come to distrust public education,which 
in the West is every year becoming more 
and more secular. Christian State Universi- 
ty presidents and faculty with a Christian 
majority were, he said, t bubbles on the 
surface of the current that flows towards 
non-religious education. 

The language of the letter {s so courteous 
that many of the Conservatives in the As- 
sembly joined the Liberals in applauding. 
The Committee on Bills and Overtures, Dr. 
Wallace Radcliffe, Chairman, will pass up- 
on the letter. Members of the committee 
admit the letter is exactly what it should 
not be except for its courtesy. But the 
spirit of the committee and of the whole 
Assembly is so fair that it is hard to say 
what will be done. There will be a care- 
ful consideration by the committee and a 
heated debate in the Assembly whatever 
the report. In the end the Assembly will 
either reassert its position of last year and 
let the matter drop or else recommend the 
New York Presbytery to take up the ques- 
tion of expulsion of Dr. McGiffert, which 
means a heresy trial. 

Most of the morning was devoted to dis- 
cussion of the committee report on minis- 
terial relief, presented yesterday. At pres- 
ent Presbyterians give only 64 cents per 
capita annually for this purpose, which the 
report claims is too small. 

reetings were gent to the General As- 
eambly of the Southern Presbyterian 
Church in session in Richmond, Va., and 
to the Cumberland Assembly at Denver. 

The Assembly commended the plan of 
the Board of Freedman to raise $40,000 be- 
tween now and Monday night. Over 20 
telegraphic appeals have been sent out.

NEW YORK, May 15, 1808. 
To the General Assembly of the Presbyte 
rian Church: Dear Brethren—At the meet- 
ing of the General Assembly held in May, 
1888, action was taken in reference to @ 
book entitled ‘‘A History of Christianity in 
the Apostolic Age,’’ of which I am the au- 
thor, and was communicated to me by the 
stated clerks under date of Sept. 22, 1808. 
wervins at this time all questions of 
constittulonal right and order, I have 
thought it P r to look upon action in 
the light o friendly advice from Chrie- 
tian brethren, in which light, indeed, it 
would seem that it must have been looked 
upon by those who joined in it. 

Regarded thus, the action evidently re- 
quires no response from me, nor did the 
assembly intimate in any way that the re- 
ponse was either expected or desired. But 
t is my wish to be verned entirely by 
the spirit of Christian fraternity, and there- 
fore take this opportunity of informing the 
brethren to gather in the first General As 
sembly since the action was taken which 
I have felt my duty to be in view of the 
fraternal counsel offered me. 

The action of the Assembly as well as the 
overture from tbe Presbytery of Pittsbur 
upon which that action wae based, ma 
it evident that many of my positions, to- 

ether with the spirit and purpose of my 

k as a whole, have been seriously mis- 
apprehended. Such misapprehension I sin- 
cerely regret and I wish here emphatically 
to repudiate the false constructions that 
have been placed upon my book in many 
quarters. so far as my views are con- 
cerned they have been and remain, as I 
believe, in accord with the faith of the 
Presbyterian Church and of evangelical 
Christendom, in all vital and casential mat- 
ters, and I therefore cannot feel that it is 
my duty or cen my right in justice to 
myself and to my brethren and to the 
church of eur Divine Lord and Master, 
in which I am en office bearer, to with- 
draw from the ministry of the Presbste- 
rian Church. In taking this position, to 
which I am constrained by a profound 
sense of duty, I desire to say that I recog- 
nize gratefully the spirit of Christian kind- 
ness which animat those who joined in 
the action of the last Assembly, and appre- 
ciate the devotion to the truth and the 
concern for the welfare of the church.

IT WILL BE BUILT AT ONCE. 


Mayor Ziegenhein Will Have the Nec- 
essary Appropriation Made of the 
Accumulated Fund, 


It is now certain that St. Louis will have 
a new City Hospital. Ground will be broken 
for it within a month and its construction 


| will be pushed as rapidly as possible, It 
'is probable that before the summer Is ended 


city patients will be occupying a pavilion 
of the new building. 

Comptroller Sturgeon has certified to 
Mayor Ziegenhein that there is $202,406.02 in 
the fund set apart for building a new City 
Hospital. The Mayor has directed that this 


sum be incorporated in the general appro- 
priation bill, which will be sent to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly soon.: When this bill is 
passed the contracts will be let. 

The City Hall Commission submitted 
plans for the new hospital three years ago. 
The pavilion system is recommended and 
will be followed because it will permit of 
one pavilion at a time being completed and 
made ready for use. The commission has 
also made recommendations for the admin-« 
istration of the hospital. 

The taxpayers of St. Louis, as well as the 
homeless and friendless sick, should thank 
the Post-Dispatch for the new City Hospi- 
tal. The old City Hospital would probably 
have remained for some years to disgrace 
the city if it had not exposed the conditions 
which prevailed there. It sent one of its 
reporters,who became a patient for 36 hours 
without the knowledge of the hospital au- 
thorities. His plain, unvarnished story of 
what he saw and experienced in one of the 
hospital wards caused a storm of indigna- 
tion to sweep towards the City Hall. Mayor 
Aiegenhein turned a deaf ear to public con- 
demnation for several months, putting off 
the demands of the people with a re quest to 
wait for the Mullanphy Fund. But the 
Post-Dispatch was obdurate and persistent- 
ly pointed out the folly of such a course. 
When at last Mayor Ziegenhein saw that 
the people were determined to have the 
new City Hospital he made preparations to 
accede to their demands.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—A matter which 
if with any other country than Mexico 
might involve the .United States in a se- 
rious controversy will soon be before the 
Siate Department.

der of an American citizen by his wife, 
her fiight to the United States and a de.

The facts were sent the new Mexican 
Ambassador and thelr presentation the 
President will be his first important official 
act since he assumed charge. It is the first 
case which has arisen under the new ex- 
tradition treaty negotiated by the late min. 
ister, Senor Romero. The fact that the 
persons concerned are both citizens of this 
country and that the crime was a homicide 
committed by a woman, adds an unsual in- 
terest to this opening chapter of an inter- 
national drama. 

The scene of the crime is in the little 
town of Juarez, Mexico, near the border of 
the United States. 

Martin Rich, a wealthy old gentleman 
fron the United States, had lived for some 
time in Mexico and had amassed consid- 
erable money. His wife decided to get rid 
of him and plunged a dagger into his back. 
She fled with the dying man to El! Paso, 
Texas, where the husband died. 

The Mexican Consul made a _ requisition 
for the possession of the prisoner, but the 
woman set up the claim of being an Amer- 
ican citizen. The demand on the State De- 
partment followed. Though the murdered 
man d.ed on American soil the deed was 
committed in Mexico, and under our treaty 
the Government of Mexico has a right to 
such a prisoner, ‘but the fact that this pris- 
oner is an American citizen leaves the case 
in a different light.

Some figures from the Comptroller's. ful! 
compilation of last month’s national bank 
returns, received from Washington to-day, 
are worth examination. They throw some 
light on the present highly interesting 
money market situation. As compared with 
the statement of May, 1898, the loan ac- 
count of all our’ national banks combined 
has increased $306,316,000 or 144% per cent a6 
compared with the same date in 1897; ex- 
pansion on the same account has been 
$480,046,000, or 24% per cent. The point to 
notice here is the far more rapid rate of 
increase in the last 12 months. In fact the 
increase during the two months beg nning 
with February of this year, was $104,365, - 
948—decidedly the most rapid expansion in 
our banking history. 

Still more noteworthy, in this loan expan- 
sion since the ey rer: of last February, is 
the geographical! distribution of the gains. 
National bank loans in the New England 
States, for instance, are shown to have in- 
ereased during this two-month period $13,- 
397,000, or 3% per cent; in the other Eastern 
States, they have increased $0,616,000, or 4% 
per cent; in the populous middle States 
east of the Mississippi the expansion has 
been $33,436,000, or 6 per cent. 

Now. as a result of this very rapid loan 
expansion, deposit liabilities have, of course, 
increased very heavily. The individual de- 
posit account is larger by $437,914,981 than 
it was a year ago. But cash reserves have 
increased only $16,792,000, the gain of nearly

IRAM N. HOLLADAY loved the three 

H Haynie sisters. Two of them he mar- 

ried. He ruined the reputation of the 

third. One of the sisters died. The second 

fis now his widow. The husband of the 
third killed him. 

Monroe A. Johnson shot and killed Holl- 
| gdiay when he found him in his wife's room. 
“his was in Greenville, Waype.County, Mo. 

Holladay was wealthy. Some say he was 
worth a million. Johnson was the husband 
“ef Holladay’s sister-in-law, one of Holla- 

. '@ay’s 600 employes and had no property and 
not enough money to mention. 

Each of the men had married a daughter 
| of “Old Man” Haynie. Holladay’s first wife 

was Eien Haynie and she was his helpmeet 
in the days when he needed help—long be- 
fore he became the owner of a town and a 
'failroad and could boast of 600 employes 
and $100,000 worth of life insurance. 

She died and left him three children, and 
‘after awhile he married her older sister, 
Mary. 

His business increased rapidly and his 
wealth was soon numbered by the thous- 
ands. 

Thirty years ago, at the age of 20, Holla- 

| day was hauling logs with an ox team to a 
saw mill at Williamsvilfe, Wayne County. 
Greenville was then a house. “Old Man” 
Haynie then lived at Williamsville. He 
conducted a small general store, which is 
now operated by his sons, Charles and 
Asa. Holladay was industrious, frugal and 
shrewd and.had a good eye for business. 
iAfter a while he became the owner of f 
little saw mill. In the meantime he mar- 
ried Ellen Haynie. His business grew and 
grew until other lumber manufacturers in 
that district were forced out of business. 
Holladay built a fine house and Williams- 
ville was very proud of it. 

It stands on a hill overlooking the Httle 
graveyam where he now lies. 

Mrs. Holladay died end the villagers 
thought it was very pretty that the wid- 
ower should marry the sister or his former 
wife. Mary Haynie became Mrs. Holladay 
and the etepmother of her little nephew and 


HOLLADAY. 


Five years ago Holladay commenced 
Building a railroad east from Williamsville. 
He extended it to the lonely house at Green- 
ville, 18 miles away. Then he moved his 
sawmill to the eatsern terminus of his road, 
His 60 employes and their families went 
with him. Greenville became a thriving 
town. Williamsville, deprived of its etamina, 
degenerated into a ralirouu station with a 
bandful of houses. ‘ 

Holladay built scores of houses at Green- 
ville, which he rented to his employes. The 
houses were all alike and locked as if 
shaken from a box of German toys. 

He opened a big general store and turned 
hie business Into a Sorporation. It became 
fe Holladay-Klotz Land and Lumber Co. 
He extended his railroad further east into 
the timberlands of Wayne County. Over this 
road his employes had to pay fare when- 
ever they desired to reach Williamsville or 

>the Iron Mountain Rallroad.

anti-check law of Missouri against him. 
The Holladay checks are still in circula- 
tion. 

Greenville was a one-man town. It was 
established and owned by one man afid 
never got out from under his control until 
a bullet ended his life. 

The only persons. who were not dependent 
upon him directly were the few county of- 
ficeholders and the saloon keepers. But even 
they derived their votes and wealth from 
the Holladay corporation and — 
that fact. 

For three or four years Holladay con- 
tinued to live in his big house at Williams- 
ville. Less than a year ago he completed a 
great mansion with bay windows and tur- 
rets and hardwood and moved his family to 
Greenville. 

The place was within sight of his big 
store. At an equal distance in the opposite 
direction there was a cottage, peacefully 
squatting in the middle of a pretty acre of 
ground. 

It belonged to Holladay. 

There lived Monroe Johnson and his wife, 
Nancy, the sister of the two Haynie girls 
whom the rich lumberman had married. 


JOHNSON. 


Johnson was employed as a timber agent 
by the Holladay corporation. Mrs, John- 
son acted as cashier in the company’s of- 
fice. 

People at Greenville thought nothing of 
that. Mrs. Johnson was the rich lumber- 
man’s sister-in-law. Besides, the people of

Greenville had no right to think. They were 
dependent upon Holladay for bread. 
Johnson was a peculiar man. He was 
not popular. He wore a long mustache, 


and his eyes were gray and cold. There 
seemed to be no warmth about them or 
him. 

His looks did not inspire familiarity. He 
went about his business quietly, and was 
not addicted to much speech. That eye 
of his made one think of unpleasant things. 

If the people of Greenville did not dare 
think, Johnson did. He suspected wrong- 
doing between his wife and his employer. 
Some say he spoke to Holladay and threat- 
ened him with vengeance. 


Last Sunday Johnson wandered out Into 
his back yard. He busied himself around 
the woodpile for half an hour or more. No- 
body seemed to notice him at the time, but 
he was arranging a place where he could 
secrete himself. He also placed some sacks 
on the rear porch, and they were not dis- 
turbed. 


THE MURDER. 


Late in the afternoon he informed his 
wife that he was going to St. Louis. Ap- 
parently he started. But he did not go. 
After nightfall he returned to the house 
and sought the woodpile. There he re- 
mained in silence until— 

He saw a figure approach the house. The 
front door opened. A woman’s face ap- 
peared and the figure entered. 

Then Johnson arose and crept softly to- 
ward the house. He threw himself with 
all his force against the door, and it was 
broken in. The dim light revealed the 
forms of Mrs. Johnson and Hiram Holla- 
day. 

Johnson drew the revolver with which 
he had armed himself and fired. Holladay 
fell. Time after time the hammer clicked 
and half a dozen bullets entered the form 
of the prostrate man. 

In a minute he was dead. 

Johnson left the house like a man stroil- 


ing downtown and went to the little hotel. 
There he told of the deed he had done and 
soon afterward surrendered to the Sheriff. 

From the first there was intense feeling 
pro and con, 

Some men claimed that Johnson was jus- 
tified by circumstances. 

Others said it was a deliberate murder; 
that Johnson, having once warned Holla- 
day, was actuated by a spirit of revenge. 

Some said the slayer should go free; oth- 
ers that the law should take its course and 
that the coid-eyed Johnson should face the 
gallows-tree. 

Inside of an hour the whole town of 
Greenville was divided on the question of 
Johnson's responsibility. before the law. 
Men who had not dared think» while Hoila- 
day was alive breathed more freely and 
were secretly glad that he was no more. 
He furnished them their daily bread, yet 
they considered him an oppressor, because 
they had to rent from him, buy from him 
and work for him. 

It was the puerile resentment of the weak 
against the strong. 

Others upheld the memory of the man 
who had been their benefactor and declated 
his death an outrage which should be pun. 
ished to the law’s limit. 

Evidence was heard by a coroner’s jury 
on the day of Holladay’s funeral and they 
ordered Johnson held for the next grand 
jury of Wayne County. 


THE WOMAN. 


While all this was going on Mrs. Johnson 
remained at home. Every night since the 
tragedy she has slept in the room which is 
marked by the blood of her despoiler. Her 
father and her 13-year-old son were in the 
hovse at the time the shooting occurred. 
She talks to them as calmly as though 
nothing had happened. She avoids the gaze 
of her neigthhbcrs as much as possible and 
will receive nobody in her house. The blood 
of her employer is still on the floor, but on 
the second day after the tragedy she sent 
her husband, the slayer—her wronged hus-

COLUMBIA, &. C., May 19. 


N two tiny rooms on the “Sand Hills,” 
| near Columbia, lives, in his gray old 
age, one of the most distinguished 
men, one of the most dashing, knightly 
soldiers that the South has ever boasted. 


To this narrow home is Gen. Wade Hamp- 
ton driven by the recent burning of his cot- 
tage, ‘““‘The Southern Cross.”’ 

Gen. Hampton is the head of one of the 
most famous cold families of the Palmetto 
State. His ancestral estate, ‘““Milwood” was 
one of the most beautiful in the South. 
Princely hospitality to all comers was its 
rule, and pretty nearly every visitor of im- 
portance from Europe to the United States 
was there entertained. Gen. Wade Hamp- 
ton’s father had vast estates in Mississippi, 
as well as South Carolina, and was the 
largest slave owner in the country. 


Now, within plain view of the gaunt and 
blackened columns that mark the site of 
*“Milwood”’ a kindly white-bearded old gen- 
tleman comes cut at Intervals from the two 
rooms that shelter him to feed his chickens. 
Ever in his old age—he is 8l—and crippled 
by the loss of his leg, he is etill a hand- 
some man of distinguished presence, the 


Rupert of his State. 


It was the war, of course. ; 


When it came Wade Hampton was one 
of the leaders of his State. For the inevit- 
able conflict ge raised the standard of the 
Hampton Legion of Cavalry—daredevils and 
rough riders, every man of them.

ton was practically impoverished. The big 
stone columns of the portico of the old 
house stood up stark and useless, and still 
stand. Some of the humbler bricks from 
the ruins were dug out and with them 
a cottage of four rooms was built in the 
Southern style, with big exterior chim- 
neys. In time two more rooms were added 
in the rear, and the cottage then came to 
be known as the Southern Cross—its shape 
was rather that of a fat letter “H.” 

Here Gen. Hampton lived in the inter- 
vais of public service as Senator, Gover- 
nor and Railroad Commissioner. Here he 
retired when too old for longer official ser- 
vice. 

In the recent fire the four older rooms of 
this cottage were destroyed. The two 
newer ones in the rear, connected with the 
older portion by a passage, were saved. 

Something else was saved, something more 
valued than money. The General brought 


out his sword. Then, when the flames were 
fiercest he hobbled into the burning house 
and stumbled out a moment later, cough- 
ing and gasping with beard and hair 
scorched, bearing his r'eanael Daisy’s pet 
dog. 

In the two rema'ning rooms of his cot- 
tage the General lives. 

To the east of the house pine trees guard 
like sentinels the spot where stood his 
beautiful home. 

Across the way is the home of Col. John 
C. Haskell, and in a cottage near by 
live the three sisters of Gen. Hampton. 
They were forced to take refuge here two 
years ago after the destruction by fire of 
thelr home, 

Just before the burning of “The South- 
ern Croes” Gen. Hampton passed his 
eighty-first birthday. The manner of its 
celebration proved in what regard he is

In place of the 
usual photographic lens he employed the 
garnea of the eye of a beetle to transmit 
the image to the photographic dry plate, 
aided by a powerful magnifying gtass. 

His subject was the silhouette of a: head, 
pasted-on a piece ef ground glass, behind 
which a ‘lantern throwing a strong Nght 
was placed. Waving focused properly, the 
dry plate was exposed and developed in 
the usual manner. The negative is a cir- 
cular multigraph, containing as many im- 
ages of the silhouette as there were facets 
in the beetle’s eye 

The physical difference between the hu- 
man eye and that of the beetle may be 


| considered analagous to that between the 


ordinary camera liens which produces one 
image on the plate, and the contrivance, 
once popular, which made multiple impres- 
slons on the negative. 

Science decides that nature has fash- 
ioned the beetle’s eye in this pecullar man- 
ner to enable the insect to form his judg- 
ments of distance, depencing on the power 
of each facet to refract the light rays.. The 
nearer the object toe the beetle the greater 
is the area of each image on the retina, 
Dr. Allen’s singular photograph was of- 
fered at a recent meeting of British sclen- 
tists in contradiction of a statement that 
the eyes of such insects as beetles are un- 


adapted, seemingly, to see by ordinary 
daylight.

Yet tne Queen superintended in person 
the “drawing room’”’ given at Buckingham 
Palace last Tuesday and on the day fol- 
lowing laid the-corner stone of the museum 
at South Kensington. From there she went 
to Windsor, bringing to an end the gala 
days of the tourists, who were permitted to 
explore the castle. 

A stage has been built in the Waterloo 
Chamber for the chief event of the Queen’s 
birthday, a performance of “Lohengrin,” 
following a big royal dinner party. 

After her birthday the Queen will go 
north to her favorite Balmoral, none the 
worse, doubtless, for so hard a fortnight. 

It is probable that the rather stuffy room 
in Kensington Palace, in which she was 
born in 1819, will then be opened to the pub- 
lic on the Queen’s birthday to signalize the 
occasion. Alterations and restorations have 
been going on in the homely, squat old 
building for some time in the leisurely 


British way. 


How does the Queen keep so young? The 
court circular for the outing in the South 
of France tells part of the story. Every 
day, forenoon and afternoon, Her Majesty 
spent evey available moment in the open 
air, driving about behind the royal horses, 
or behind little Jocko, the celebrated white 
donkey who has done practically all of the 
Queen’s walking for her out of doors for 
lo! these many years, Whenever the Queen 
little legs do the work while the Queen sits 
in the chaise. 

When she goes for a drive the horses 
honored with her confidence are some of 
the most conservative beasts in Britain, 
having been tested with all sorts of noises, 
from small boys with tin horns to brass 
bands gathered in the Buckingham Palace 
yard for the especial purpose of seeing 
if they can frighten the horses, The final 
stage in the training of these animals is 
a course of bagpipes. If they can hear 
bagpipes without so much as twisting an 
ear then they are considered beyond sus- 
picion. 

The care that the Queen has been taking 
to prolong her reign has been shown in 
many other ways by incidents of this out- 
ing at Cimiez, which has cost her about 
$75,000, including the expenses of her suite 
of some 50 persons, and the $12,500 month- 
ly rent of her wing of the Hotel Regina. 
She sleeps better in her own bed, and 
consequently that cumbrous piece of furni- 
ture went to Cimiez with her.

OLDEST WOMAN IN THE WORLD. 


RS. MARY M’DONALD, who is an 
M inmate of the Home for Aged and 


Infirm Colored Persons in Phila- 
delphia, is supposed to be the oldest wom- 
an in the world. On last New Year’s Day 
she celebrated her 129th birthday. Dr. 
Henzey, under whose care Mrs, McDonald 
has been for the past 14 years, has investi- 
gated the records and says there is no ques- 
tion as to the correctness of her claim, 

As a farm helper on the hille near his- 
toric Valley Forge she helped the starving 
boys of Washington's army to the best po- 
tatoes, nuts and apples that were stored in 
her master’s kitchen. 

Mrs. McDonald is a remarkable woman. 
She hae never worn glasses, and in the past 
three years she has sewed 133% pounds of 
carpet balls. She retains all her mental 
faculties and discusses events of more than 
a century ago as though they happened re- 
cently. 

In her early life she worked for Reese 
Howell, near Valley Forge. 

“I was 18 years old before I was free. I 
was not a slave but a servant, and was ap- 
prenticed for many years. FI was married 
at 18. My husband was a good, hardwork- 
Ing man. We had nine children. When my 
husband was dying he called me to him and 
said: ‘Mary, I’m going to leave you. But 
before I go I’ve got one favor to ask. I 
don’t want you to marry again. Will you 
promise it?’ And I said: ‘Yes, I will.’”’ 

When asked to what she owed her 129 
years of good health she said: “To a 


plain way of living and to plenty of ex- 
ercise. I never had the pleasures that girls 
want to-day. I never danced. I was al-

The churches of the Congregational de- 
nomination have a right to know just where 
Ir. Gilbert stands. He occuples a chair at 
the seminary and draws a salary from the 
church. If he is not tn full sympathy with 
the declaration of faith he certainly should 
not be permitted to remain. Before he took 
the chair at the seminary he was required, 
under the constitution of that institution, 
to declare himself in full accord with the 
creed of the church. The constitution also 
requires that each of the professors shall 
renew his declaration of faith as often as 
the Board of Directors shall wish.” 

Dr. Carr performed one of his duties 
when he made his minority report last week 
against the two and he can carry that re- 
port to the State Association and demand 
investigation, as he probably will.

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, the eloquent 
Chicago divine, who was strongly talked 
of as the successor of Prof. David Swing, 
believes that the charges against Drs. Cur 
t's and Gilbert, even if pressed, will not re 
sult seriousiy. The writings of both minis- 
ters, he said, were clearly within the lines 
of progressive Congregationalism, and he 
considers Dr. Curtis’ papers as cautious in 
the extreme and not calculated to stir up 
emotion upon the subject of which they 
teach. There was a feeling in the con- 
servative element that both men represent 


a certain phase of theological thought and,

-Mrs. Smith is not good looking, even for 
@ member of her race, but her taste in 
dress is ex@eljent. She ustallyapgiears in 
a black satin dress, with a bit of point 
lace around the neck, pinned in front with 
a small croes. Her color is dark chooo- 
late, 

For 32 years she has been a traveling 
evangelist and missionary. She ie not in 
the least vain-glorious and will say but 
little about herself, more than to tell her 
age and early surroundings. She refers to 
her race as “black people.”’ 


She was born at Long Green, Md. Jan. 
23, 1837. Her father, Samuel Berry, was so 
faithful and industrious that his mistress 
Rave him a chance to buy his freedytm. 
Then he started in to buy his wife and 
children. In the meantime Berrys wife's 
young mistress became converted. As a 
dying request her father was asked to give 
Berry his wife and children, and he did 
80. 


Thus ft came that Mrs. Smith, 
daughter, was set free. Soon 
the famtly moved to Pennsylvania. 
time she was 13 years old, 

In 1854 she was married.to her first hus- 
band, €. Devine. He believed in religion 
because his mother did, but was much given 
to strong drink and his wife was not happy. 
When the war broke out he enlisted and 
was killed in battle. 

After that she went to Philadelphia and 
worked as a servant, taking her little 
daughter with her. There she became ac- 
quainted with James Smith, a local preach- 
er of the A. M. E. Church, and they were 
married. Their life was unsatisfactory for 
a time, owing to two sets of children. Mrs. 
Smith became deeply engrossed in religion 
and told her husband that she felt it her 
duty to become an evangelist. 

He approved of this, and said he was 
considering a plan of entering the regular 
ministry. This he failed to do. In fact, 
he deceived her as to his intentions, hav- 
ing done it with the hope of pleasing her. 

Mrs. Smith abandoned for a time her idea: 
of becoming an evangelist and they moved 
to New York City in 1865. Their life there 
was very hard and unhappy. Her husband 
was improvident and unkind and once left 
her. He had been away two weeks and 
she went to New Utrecht, N. Y., where he 
was, to ask him for money. Her husband's 
son-in-law, John Bentley, was there, and 
he cursed her shamefully. In her autobi- 
ography Mrs. Smith says of this occur- 
rence: 

“I believe he incurred the 
God, as did Elymas, the. sorcerer, who 
withstood Paul, and sought to turn away 
Sergius Paulus from the faith, and was 
stricken blind When St. Paul denounced 
him. 

“When John Bentley cursed and swore 
at me I did not know he was going to 
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At that 


displeagure of 
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strike me. YI went up to him and looked 
him in the face and said to him: 

“*When you’ have been at my house, 
haven't I always treated you well? Why 
ahould you curse me this wag?’ 

‘He went on talking and abused me ter- 
ribly. There seemed to come an indeseorib- 
able power over me, and I turned and 
lifted my hand toward him and said to 
him: 

‘**Mind, John Bentley, the God that I 
serve will make you pay for this before 
the year is out!’ 

“He said; ‘Well, I don't care if he does, 
Let him do It.’ 

“He had not more than sald the words 
when he seemed to tremble and stagger. 
T‘aere was a4 chalr behind him and he 
dropped down into the chair. I never saw 
him from that day. This was about two 
weeks before Christmas, and before the 
New Year came John Bentley was dead and 
buried. 

“IT always feel sad when I think of ft, but 
I believe that God was displeased with that 
man for cursing me that day.”’ 

In October, 1868, Mrs, Smith embraced the 
doctrine of sanctification. Here is a bit of 
her philosophy growing out of that belief: 

“At a camp \meeting at Ocean Grove a 
white woman asked her if she would not 
prefer to be white. 

“No, no,’ he sald, “as the Lord lives, I 
would rather be black and fully saved than 
to be white and not saved. I was bad 
enough, black as I am, and I would have 
been ten times worse if I had been white. 

“How she roared laughing! 

“She was all right, but I think she just 

wanted to test me a little bit. 

“Yes, thank God, I am satigfied with my 
color, I am glad I had no choice in it, for 
if I had, I am sure I would not have been 
satisfied; for when I was a young girl I was 
passionately fond of pea green, and If cndice 
had been left to me would have chosen to 
be green, and I am sure God's color ig the 
bect and most substantial. 

“It's the blood that makes whiteness. 
Hallelujah !’’ 

In November, 1969, Mrs. Smith started on 
her oareer as an evangelist, and she has 
been at the work continuously since. 

Soon after she commenced the work she 
discovered that she ‘was leaning too much 
on Mrs, Scott."’ This Mra. Scott was also 
a religious worker, and they were intimate. 
ly associated in every way. Yet Mrs. Smith 
believed she was learning to depend too 
much upon ber. In her book she says: 

“With tears I begged the Lord to cut me 


loose from s‘ster Scott. I said, ‘Lord, it al. 
most kille me, but oh, deliver me, cut me 
loose, if you have to kill me, cut me loose!’

Charies Smith of Adelbert College. Mrs. 
McGiffert died In 1886. 

In 1891 he was married to Miss Gertrude 
Boyce of East Orange, N. J. Mr. McGif- 
fert has three children, one by his first 
wife and two by his second wife. After 
completing his studies at the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary he went to Germany. 
After finishing his theological course there 
under Prof. Harnack he returned to Amer- 
ica, expecting to preach. He received an 
urgent call to Lane Theological Seminary 
in Cincinnati, and after occupying a chair 
there for some time accepted the chair of 
church history in the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York. He fille the chair 
of Prof. Philip Schaff, who died five years 
ago. About @ year ago Prof. McGiffert re- 
ceived a call from Harvard Colleg to ac- 
cept a chair there.

The trousers crease which the President 
introduced recently is odd, but it is being 
imitated everywhere and may soon become 
the rage among fastidious men. 

How he came to adopt it nobody knows 
outside of the White House. He has never 
told his most intimate friend. It may be 
that it was his own idea, for the Presi- 
dent was ever a good dresser and is thor- 
oughly informed on current fashions. 

It may be that the Presidential crease 
was the suggestion of his valet. Anyway, 
it is a success.

hundreds of handgrasps almost crushed 
her tender fingers and made her hand sore 
through the middle. 

In view of these experiences, backed up 
by many others, including his own, Presi- 
dent McKinley looked around for relief. 
He finally hit upon a plan which has proved 
to be a great success. 


There will be no broken bones or crushed 
fingers in the McKinley anatomy. When 
a man approaches the President to greet 
him, the Executive reaches out for his 
hand, extending his arm almost on a level 
with his shoulder, and seizes the visitor's 
fingers firmly with his right hand.

In this way the President develops a 
strong muscle and does away with the un- 
pleasant features of shaking hands with a 
hundred persons in a short time. 

The strong, enthusiastic man is not hurt 
by this procedure. The half-hearted hand- 
shaker is given a surprise and a shock 
which may wake him up and do him good 
later on. 

President McKinley’s wrecked nerves are 
due to cigar smoking. His condition fin- 
ally became so serious that he had to go 
down to Hot Springs, Va., and ‘boil out,’”’ 
just Like an ordinary citizen. 

All of his life the President has been 
fond of tobacco. He never chewed; he 
was tndifferent to a pipe and abominated 
cigarettes; but a good cigar was his de- 
light. 

Years ago, when he was a Congressman 
from Ohio, he discovered at a certain ho- 
tel cigar stand in Washington a cigar 
which suited him exactly. They were of 
domestic make and many smokers would 
spurn them. They dried out easily and 
when the end was bitten off small particles 
of tobacco would get into the smoker's 
mouth. But that did not seem to bother 
McKinley. He kept right on smoking that 
brand for years. 

The enterprising dealer startled the City 
of Washington one day by plastering the 
town with flaming posters announcing that 
‘Tariff Bill’’ McKinley smoked 100,000 of 
his cigars while in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. At that time McKinley was

President McKinley did so. Temporarily 
he laid aside the cares of state and has- 
tened away to Hot Springs, Va.

He.takes his bath at 11 a. m., remaining 
in the water 10 minutes. The temperature 
is gradually raised from 104 to 109 degrees. 
Then he spends 15 minutes in the sweating 
room and gets weighed. 

Later Masseur Carl Hillman visits the 
President in his room and gives him a 
course of needle massage. 

Mr. McKinley gees to bed at 10 o’clock 
nightly and is supposed neither to work 
nor to think of politics. 

His daily allowance of cigars has been 
cut down by his physician's orders to four. 


He can have less, but no more. He smokes 
them in the open air—one at breakfast, one 
at noon and two after 6 o'clock. 

To cut off his supply entirely would be 
injurious. A few will not hurt him, and 
in the meantime his system will be toned 
up to the normal standard. 


No man of prominence in public life has 
been such an incessant smoker as McKin- 
ley since Gen. Grant. The President 
smoked all day long, no matter what he 
was doing. 

At last the nicotine got hold of his nerves 
and then the trouble commenced. 

He used to write with a cigar in his 
mouth, one side of his face cocked up and 
one eye closed to avold the smoke. This 
trick did not help him. His hand trem- 
bied and his signature lost its firmness.

One enthusiastic tobacco planter 
in Porto Rico had 00°specially large and 
choice cigars made up‘with a néat band 
around each, the band ornamented with 
the President’s picture on the band, the 
portrait surrounded with the words, “Amer- 
ica’s First Citizen.” 

Gen. Alger and other friends who have 
been traveling in our new tobacco-growing 
colonies have sent him. great packages of 
choice but strong .cigars. 

But the President. has not reveled in 
these presents. He has occasionally smoked 
a gift cigar, an Eagan: or.,an Alger that 
he feit he could rely on, but his: regular

. S will not cure neuraigia. 
“It may, however, make a man 
e0bontented that he forgets about the pain, 
N@ one can deny who has tried it that 
there's a lot of solid comfort in a good 
cigar. 

“It is only when we forget the law of 
moderation that smoking becomes injur- 
jous. Then, when the appetite fails and 
ihe nerves are unstrung, it Is time to stop. 
A man when he reaches that stage, be he 
President or the humblest citizen, must 
learn self-denial. 


“In spite of the fact that President Mc- 
Kinley'’s nervous trouble is said to be the 
Tesuit of excessive smoking and that many 
persons have always believed that Gen. 
4drant's death was caused by too great a 
tf ea for the fragrant weed, I do not 
Delieve that tobacco in moderation is harm. 
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“Smoking in its way is a good thing, out 
of ita way a very bad thing. It may bea 
comfort or it may be an injury. Every 
man must judge for himself. If it doesn’t 
agree with him it does him a great deal of 
harm. 

‘The first symptoms that a man is smok- 
ing too much are loss of appetite and ner- 
yousness, and then sleeplessness. When 
this train of ills falls upon a smoker he 
had better call a halt. He is not using 
tobacco in moderation, but in excess, and 
paying the penalty. 

‘As we all know, tobacco contains nico- 
tine, extracted matter, and the products of 
combustion, principally ammonia and car- 
buretted hydrogen. 

‘The ammonia and hydrogen are the same 
that would be gencrated if we burned any 
dried weed and are no more hurtful. The 
nicotine and extracted matter give the 
*‘bouuvet,’ and a cigar Is valued by the de- 
votees of the weed for the quality of this 
bouquet and the quantity of nicotine and 
extracted matter it contains,

proportion—well, then a smoke is about all 
a man needs to make him supremely happy. 
lt wouldn't be surprising if he did indulge 
a little too freely when he had cigars like 
that. The temptation Is almost too great 
to resist. 

“The man to-day who 
tobacco is apt to be cailed a crank. If he 
confines himself to arguments against ite 
abuse he will be listened to. But there he 
must stop. Reformers are often extreme. 

“Some have said that tobacco brings on 
a craving for drink. That is absolute non- 
sense. Even at the risk of offending these 
well-intentioned individuals, I will say that 
I think a good cigar one of the greatest 
comforts known to civilized man. 

“Nearly all brain workers are great 
smokers.

It aggravated the symptoms, for the smoke, 
passing over the diseased surface, irritated 
it. Yet it can hardly be claimed, even by 
the bitterest foe of tobacco, that smoking 
is entirely responsible for the production 
of cancer of the lip, 
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for the Sunday Post-Dispatch |! 


“It must be admitted that cancer of the lip 
is common among pipe smokers. The cause 
in this case is not so much the tobacco or 
any particular polson it may contain, but 


the persistent irritation of the Hp by the 
pipe-stem. Cluy pipes are particulariy dan- 
gerous. They are easily heated, have a 
rough surface, and are usually held sta- 


tionary on one side of the mouth. The first | 


indication of this dreaded disease is a 
warty patch on the Lip at the usual point 
of contact with the plpe-stem. 

“It is impossible to estimate the amount 
of mischief caused by cigarette smoking. I 
have no word of apology to offer for ciga- 
rettes. I am afraid there is nothing that 
can be said in their favor. There are no 
vital functions that these pernicious little 
things are not Mable to injure.

“If a man observes the law of modera- 
tion he will find it a solace—not an injury. 
The skiiful surgeon whose brain is clear 
and whose hand !s steady is usually a de- 
votee of the weed. Good soldiers whose 
nerves are unshaken amid the din of bat- 
tle generally smoke. The painter with pipe 
in mouth gives the outline to the perfect 
form, the glow to the cheek, and puts the 
soul into the eyes of the pictured face with 
a steady touch.

Historian John Bach MoMaseters says:

ment considered that. it might be liberal 
with them all. There remain no widows 
under either of the first two laws. It is 
probably safe to say that there is not in 
the United States any one alive who was 
married before 1800. All of the widows on 
this list married their husbands when they 
were young and their husbands long past 
middle age. In one or two cases the brides 
were under 20 and the bridegrooms nearing 
the allotted three score and ten. 

Miss Rhoda Augusta Thompson's pension 
Was granted by a special act of Congress 
on June 9, 1896. She receives $12 a month. 

Miss Thompson's father was Thaddeus 
Thompson, who was born in 1761 in Con- 
necticut. He joined the Revolutionary 
Army in 1777, when he was 16 years old. 
He was a private in the New York Artil- 
lery, Col, Lamb’s regiment, which served 
with Gen. Henry: Knox's brigade. He 
served six years and was wounded by a 
cannon shot at Yorktown in 1781. 

He was discharged in 1783, on June 9, 
his discharge papers being s'gned by Wash. 
ington himself. On tthe back of the dis- 
charge is printed a note to the effect that 
the paper must he considered only a fur- 
lough until such time as the treaty of peace 
was arranged. Later there was written on 
the discharge the date “Nov. 3." Thomp- 
son received a ‘‘badge of merit’’ at his dis- 
charge for ‘“‘six years’ faithful service." 

Thompson was married in 1800'to Miss 
Rhoda Sperry. He had. several children, 
of whom Rhoda Augusta Thompson was 
the youngest, born in 1831, Mrs. Thomp- 
son died in August, 1828, and her husband 
in June, 1829, while Miss. Thompson was 
still only a little girl, 

Thompson received a pension for several 
years before his death--granted by John C. 
Calhoun. He was 68 years of age when he 
died, , 

Mre. Hannah Newell: Barrett draws a 
pension as the daughter of Noah Harrod, 
Harrod joined Capt. Mills’ company of Col. 
Shepard's regiment in 1781 and served as a 
private until 174. He was married near 
the end of the eighteenth century and his 
daughter Hannah, his eldest child, was 
born in 1800. 

A few years ago her husband died on- 
greseman Draper of Massachusetta »ecame 
interested in her case and in 189 intvoduced 
a special bill. Bhe was destitute and ai- 
most helplesa.. The pension was yranted at 
the rate of 380 4 year, , 
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Mrs, Mayo was married in 1834 to Stephen 
Mayo, when she was 21 years old and the 
veteran at least 70. Stephen Mayo joined 
the Fourteenth Virginia Infantry, under 
Col. Charles Lewis, 1777. Later he was in 
other commands. He was at Brandywine 
and Germantown and was discharged at 
Valley Forge. 

Mrs. Mayo applied for her pension as the 
widow of a Revolutionary veteran,in 1838, 
immediately after the law was passed which 
allowed pensions to widows who were mar- 
ried after 1800. She received the pension 
and continued to draw it until March 1, 
1861, when it was cut off on account of the 
Civil war. 

Soon after the civil war was over a law 
was passed by Congress granting a renewal 
of pensions to all residents of the Southern 
States who could prove their loyalty to the 
Union during the war. Under this act Mrs. 
Mayo applied in 1866 and was given her pen- 
Sion again with arrears. 

Mrs. Nancy A. Weatherman, the widow of 
Robert Glasscock, a Virginia soldier in the 
Revolution, has had a remarkable history 
in addition to the fact that she was the 
wife of a Revolutionary soldier. 

Mrs. Weatherman was born in 1810. She 
married Glasscock in 1833, when she was 238 
years old. The old Revolutionary veteran 
Was then 69. Glasscock was a fifer. He en- 
listed in 1777, when he was 14, and served 
three years in Col. Russell's Virginia regi- 
ment. He was in the battles of Monmouth 
and Paulus Hook and marched to Valley 
Forge. In his declining years Glasscock ob- 
tained a pension of $8 a month for his ser- 
vices. 

When Glasscock died, in October, 1839, 
Mrs. Glasscock remained a widow only 
three months. She was remarried to Rob- 
ert Howell in January, 1840. Howell dled in 
1859. 

A few months after Howell's death Mrs. 
Howell applied for a pension as the widow 
of Robert Glasscock, the Revolutionary 
veteran. The law is that the widow of a 
Revolutionary soldier cannot draw a pen- 
sion for his services to his country while 
she is the wife of another man. 

Mrs. Howell received her pension until 
the eutbreak of the civii war, when it was 
cut off. In 1866 she applied for reinstate- 
ment, and was put on the rolls again, after 
swearing that she had not borne arms 
against the Union or helped the rebellion. 
She drew the pension three years, until she 
was married the third time, to Cornelius 
Weatherman, in 1869. Weatherman died in 
April, 1899. 

In 1877 Mra. Weatherman a third time ap- 
plied for and received a pension as the wiu- 
ow of Glasscock. The Government gives 
her $8a month. O:d Mrs, Weatherman can- 
not write, and has signed all her applica- 
tions to the Pension Office with her mark.

phia, applied to Charles Porter of the Pitts- 
burg theater for a position. Porter, find- 
ing ouf that Kneass had a well-trained 
tenor yoice, told him that if he would 
compose a new song he would engage him 
for a drama he was going to bring out 
entitled “The Battle of Buena Vista.” 


Kneass had a friend called Hunt, an Eng- 
lishman, who had come across the poem 
“Ben Bolt” :n his native country, and com. 
mitted it to memory. He repeated the 
verses to Kneass, advising him to com- 
pose music for them. Kneass adapted a 
German melody to the words and sang the 
song to.great applause, He traveled with 
it all over the country; it was sung in Lion- 
don, and everywhere the English language 
was spoken. AS in the gase of other pop- 
ular poems, many claimants arose. A long 
controversy. finally ended: by establishing 
the rights of Thomas Dunn English to the 
words and of Nelson Kneass to the adapted 
music. , 

Dr. English has had due honors paid him 
as the author of the song. But Nelson 
Kneass, to whose music the popularity of 
the song is very largely indebted, has 
hardly been mentioned in its connection, 
and when it was, most always incorrectly. 


Nelson Kneass died in Chillicothe, Mo., 
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in September, 1869. At that time Chillicothe 


was simply.a, frontier town, .an unsighly. 


place with a-mixed, go-as-you-please popu- 
lation from every State in the Union.* The 
sick and friendiess had but little atten- 
tion. It was “every man for himeelf.”’ In 
this sort of a community Kneass ended his 
existence on this earth. His company had 
landed in town, stopping at the old Brown- 
ing House, now where the new Henrietta 
Hotel is located. He was taken ill. Dr. 
S. M. Beeman, who stil! resides there. was 
called and attended him during his last 
iiinees, which was of only a few days’ 
duration. Stomach trouble was his ail- 
ment. There was no leck of affection and 
kind attention on the part of his wifé and 
stepdaughter, as well as members of his 
company, who are remembered by many 
good people here aS an unusually creditable 
company, not only from a moral stand- 
point, but as professionals.

Kneass wrote (or rather adapted from 4 
German source) the air which gave the 
verse ite vogue 50 years ago.

In 1848 Nathaniel P. Willis applied to Dr. 
Thomas Dunn English for a sea song to 
appear in the New Mirror, which he had 
revived in New York. English failed to 
‘produce anything that pleased his own ear. 
It is said he began on something else, 
nearly finished it, pitched on 4 piece of the 
unfinished sea song, and the result was 
“Ben Bolt.” The doctor had done better 
than he expected or knew; he did not even 
affix his name to the verses; it appeared 
with only the initials “T. D. gE.” 

It proved popular and went the rounds 
of the American press. It crossed the At- 
lantic, was copied in the English press. 
Then for a time it died out of public re- 
membrance.

His wants are’ few andssimple, and life 
still retains: its*charm for him, for -his 
memory, sight and hearing are remarkable 
in one’so old. He-remembers and narrates 
remote events as’ clearly as recent ones, 
can see the farm houses in Nova Scotia 
20 miles away, and hear a watch tick six 
inches from his ear. > 

Rheumatism is a stranger to him, and in 
summer he goes out daily, occasionally 
doing® a‘ little ‘wark about the farm.;+ A 
year ago he repaired a piece of fence which 
the winter storms. had broken, and when 
visitors refer to this. feat, says he doesh’t 
think he did “anything so wonderful.” In 
the haying season he often mows ‘“‘just to 
show the youngsters how the scythe was 
used when he was young.” 

Though unable to read or write, his in- 
telligence is keen, and he is informed gn the 
topics of the: day. Last summer .he was 
deeply interested in the war between the 
United States and Spain and was well 
pleased with the result. He still cher‘shes 
the language of his childhood and can yet 
speak and can sing a song in Gaelic. 

He married late in life, and four of his 
children are now living, but his wife has 
been dead for some years.

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‘TAEODORE RoOoseVELT 


UDYARD KIPLING and Theodore 
R Rovoeevelt have many points in -com- 
mon. Kipling’s style of writing is 
much like Reosevelt's etyle of action. Kip- 
ling writes ‘‘the thing as he gees it’”’ and 
Roosevelt does “the thing as he sees it.”’ 
With each this is tha mainepring of effort. 
They are still comparatively young men, 
who have made for themselves careers lit- 
tle influenced by ‘conventionalities ‘and have 
raised themselves. above their Yellow men 
by forceful ability. Roosevelt at San Juan 
was an embodiment of the spirit of Kip- 
ling’s ballads. There is nothing ordinary or

The Aparejo is the more common, It 
weighs 64 pounds. The ordinary army mule 
can carry 330 pounds on it in a temperate 
climate and 23” pounds in a climate like 
that eof Cuba. 

The Aparejo is a leather mat 5 feet long 
by 2% feet wide. It is padded on the side

sticks rupping lengthwise, ending at the

middle, being long or short gccording to 
the breadth of back of the mitt al. These 
act as per ie to settle the saddle. 

One of Mr,. Daly's plans is to have these 
sticks changed to iron rods, as the weignt 
would not be more than 10 pounds extra. If 
the army were marching through a treeless 
region it would be a very serious matter 
if the sticks in the pack saddle were to 
break. 

He also proposes to have crosspleces of 
iron which can be s:rewed to the iron rods 
in the saddle, and on which Htters can be 
laid for removing wounded from the bat- 
tlefield.

HILE Franme leads in the manu- 
W facture and use of automibiles for 

pleasure and sport, England ‘has 
not been slow to follow. America, however, 
has but just entered the race, in which she 
starts a very long way bchind her fiying 
competitors—the Frenchman and the Eng- 
lishman. This is history repeating itself; 
the story of the bicycle told over again. 
Eventually and shortly, too, America will 
overhaul and pass both France and Eng- 
land, and the shipment of American au- 
tomobiles from this country to every other 
country in the world will be as profitable 
as doing the same thing with bicycles has 
been. To-day not one American in a hun- 
dred knows just what a “motor car” is; 
hhow it is propelled; what it costs or what 
are its poseibiities as a thing of utility 
or of sport. Once even an inkling of these 
is gained the cult of automomobilism will 
spring into public favor. 

To choose either the English term of 
“motor car’ or the French one of “auto- 
mobile’ starts the new vehicle off with the 
burden of a very clumsy and entirely un- 
satisfactory name. : 

The motor car now is but the none too 
perfect beginning of a practical, speedy, 
economical and satisfactory solution of the 
transportation problem which has vexed 
men ever since the first chariot wheesl 
creaked and groaned over the alleged roads 
in fabled Phoenecia. 

To-day the building of mechanically 
driven carriages is in its infantile and ex- 
pensive stages, and manufavturers are 
lucky if they secure competent workmen 
even at high wages. The consequence is 
that the millionaire and those who ape 
him are the purchasers of most of the 
pleasure carriages now turned out. To

such an extent is the demand In excess of 
the supply that until the present season 
the purchaser of a carriage was asked to 
pay anywhere from $1500 to $000 therefor, 
half cash in advance when he gave his 
order, the remainder six months ater, 
when he received the vehicle. The same 
rule still prevails where popular motor ve- 
hicles Are the ones sought for. 

Once the owner of a carriage which does 
not require an animal to drag it around, 
and the world is filled with new possibilities. 
Space is lessened, time is saved and the 
making of a journey, be it great or small, 
becomes an exhilarating experience, to be 
looked forward to with pleasure. To thor- 
oughly appreciate this one must go to Paris, 
the birthplace and the home of the auto- 
mobile. For a Parisian to be a ‘‘chaffeur,”’ 
i. e., a holder of a license issued by the 
Municipal Council testifying that the re- 
cipient has appeared before that body and 
Proved competent to manage a machine- 
propelled vehicle, is an honor more sought 
after to-day by Frenchmen than any other. 

The chaffeur’s certificate has become a 
sort of patent of up-to-dateness, a thing at 
all times dearer to the heart of a Parisian 
than anything else. To gain this coveted 
bit of parchment it no easy thing. Position, 
influence and wealth are all of little value; 
the road to a chaffeurship must be traveled 
by all alike. First the would-be auto- 
mobilist must enter a school wherein each 
and every part of the mechanism of an 
automobile is explained. When this has been 
thoroughly mastered the pupil is taken to 
a large park wherein are roads and streets 
similar to those which must eventually be 
ridden over by the chaffeur. Upon these 
roadways at irregular intervals are sta- 
tioned life-sized imitations of horses, dogs, 
foot passengers, cabs, wagons and all such 
obstructions as are likely to cumber the 


future chaffeur’s right of way. Amid these 
various obstacles the machine must be 
guided at various speeds and under numer- 
ous adverse conditions. When all of this 
has been mastered a diploma i{s granted, 
which later is supplemented by a chaffeur’s 
certificate if the candidate successfully de- 
monstrates sufficient ability before the Mu- 
nicipal Council. Without such a certificate 
no one is allowed to pilot an automobile 
Over any thoroughfare in France. 

Roads and streets now built to withstand 
the harsh treatment they meet at the feet 
of millions of steel-shod animals and the 
Ssteel-bound wheels of the clumsy vehicles 
animals drag along will be replaced by 
smooth and level highways, constructed to 
resist only the wearing possibilities re- 
sulting from the rubber-shod wheels of the 
various forms of mechanically propelled ve- 
hicles, which will silently, safely and 
swiftly convey both freight and passen- 
gers to their various destinations. Street- 
cleaning will be reduced to the mere re- 
moval of dust and litter; filth and the flies 
it breeds will almost entirely disappear, 
leaving everything healthier and happier in 
consequence. So near at hand is all this, 
and more, too, that Col. Pope, the father 
of American cyling, recently declared in a 
protest he made before the Boston Park 
Commissioners dgainst their short-sighted 
policy in ruling the automobile from the 

oston parkways because it frightened the 
horses there, that in ten years’ time the 
horse would be the offender and he would 
be barred from the very same roads be- 
cause he would be declared a nuisance, un- 
clean, and a danger to public traffic, which 
traffic would within the coming decade 
become a thing almost entirely of ma- 
chinery. 

The future of automobiles as far as their 
domestic use is concerned is no longer a 
matter for speculation. The Whitney peo- 
ple. who control the storage-plate system, 
ntend to run automobiles in connection 
with their street railway systems. In other 
words, there are certain streets where cars 
cannot and never will be allowed to run. 
Automobiles will carry traffic and freight 
on those streets. In fact, this is already 
being done on the other side of the ocean,

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YEAR OF JUBILEE 


The Papal Bull Proclaiming Spe- 
cial Dispznsations for the First 
Year of the Twentieth 
Century. 


the Roman Catholic Church all over 
the world. 
A papal bull has been promulgated from 
Rome within the past few days, decree- 
ing that the year shall be so observed 
throughout the church. 

The bull will soon be received in Washing- 
ton and will then be announced in all 
the churches of the country. 

A jubilee year Is a year of rejoicing and 
thanksgiving, of fasting and prayer, of re- 
missions of the consequences of gin and of 
increase of religious zeal. ; 

Usually during a jubilee year there are 
a few public demonstrations of joyful : 
thanksgiving for privileges enjoyed and 
blessings received, but being purely a re- 
ligious festival it is in the main observed 
through the regular services of the church, 
carried out with more than usual pomp. 

A mistaken impression obtains that a ju- 
bilee year is a time when, by complying 
with the conditiong which the church pre- 
scribes, remissions of sins may be ob- 
tained. Remission of sins is obtained 
through the sacrament, but the sacrament 
dealing directly with sin does not affect 
the consequences of sin, and these may 
remain after remission of sin has been ob- 
tained. 

During jubilees remission of the conse- 
quences of sin may be obtained by the per- 
formance of acts of expiation. 

During these periods the powers of the 
priests are enlarged or rather they are 
free to exercise their powers to the full, 
instead of being restricted in their exercise, 
as they are at other times. 

How «the year of jubilee ts to be specially 
observed is not yet known. Instructions 
will be promulgated from Rome, which will 
govern the observance all over the world. 
It is expected that on account. of the year 
ushering in a new century, the Instructions 
will outline an unsually pretentious ob- 
servance. : 

The jubilee will commence on Christmas 
1899, and end on Christmas, 1900. 

The Pope's bull is as follows: 


Leo, to the Bishops and Servants of God} 
to all faithful Christians, salutation ané 
benediction:

The first of these engines, as a 
type, was more than satisfactory. Others 
have followed. 

The locomotives ehipped this year to 
Great Britain have been even more success- 
ful thah those previously exported, and 
there {is no little flutter among the manufac- 
turers there in consequence, The thing has 
become serious. The market for this pro- 
duct~is almost the entire civilized world, 
and Philadelphia has almost a monopoly of 
the exportation of locomotives to Mexico, 
South America, Wngiand, France, Russia, 
Sweden, Norway, Australia, Japan, China 
and South Africa. 

The export value of locomotives from the 
United States has increased from §2,560,- 
000 in 1897 to a million more in 1898, and the 
promise for 1899 is that it will be perhaps 
$5,000,000. This is, however, but one of our 
iron and steel exportations, and the in- 
crease for this year in all of these products 
will be $30,000,000 above that of 189%. We 
have already gained this year 36 per cent 
up to March 1, and we are going ahead at 
@& great rate. 

It was fur years ago, just as export

States, in response to a very widely-ex- 
pressed desire for the existence of some 
organization which should represent all 
branches of inéustry, assembled in Cincin- 
mati and organized the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, electing as the first 
president Thomas Dolan.

One of the very interesting results of this 
enterprise has been the building of a num- 
ber of American ( lagsy in.

Three of them have been finished at Ma- 
cuto, the chief seaside resort of that coun- 
try, which lies under the mountains that 
rise high above the coast just below the 
seaport of La Guaira. One of these houses 
was for President Andrade and the other 
two were for members of his Cabinet. 
Another important result of the Caracas 
warehouse has been the organization of @ 
large corporation in the United States for 
the construction of a cotton mill in Vene- 
suela. This company, recently chartered 
under the Jaws of New Jersey with « cap- 
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tire plant is now in China. This was the 
first woolen mill to be built in China in a 
region of vast commercial importance, and 
the placing of the contract in the United 
States was a great achievement for Ameri- 
can manufacturers, as there was fierce 
competition among English, German and 
American manufacturers for this work. 
the fact that it :s the first mill of its k’nd 
in the country adds greatly ta the sig- 
nificance of the undertaking. 

A few weckasago the National Association 
of Manufacturers received a cable dispatch 
from a well-known engineer in Helsingfors, 
Finland, asking for immediate quotation 
on a 200-horse power condensing engine. 
Telegrams were sent immediately to eev- 
eral of the leading engine builders, and 
thpir bids were submitted by wire to the en- 
gineer in Helsingfors. The contract was 
finally secured by a Pittsburg concern. 

Hardiy less startling than the recent pur- 
chases of locomotives wer, the contracts 
for bridges—first the nov famous Atbara 
bridge for the Soudar and more recently 
the great viaduct coMtract for India, both

was due to the protection given us by the 
Viceroy. 

“We were always escorted by soldiers, 
the escort varying from 10 men at one time 
to 0 at others. Then a representative of 
the Viceroy went with us the entire way. 
He explained what we were doing to the 
crowds who followed us everywhere. We 
were supposed to be in the Emperor's em- 
ploy, and as they have really great respect 
for the Emperor, we were able to get safely 
through. 

Once or twice did we see some of the 
hatred for foreigners of which so much 
is said. But most of the time we were 
chiefiy the victimes of curiosity. 

The Chinese have an idea that mining is 
magic. They believe Americans have some 
way of telling by black art where precious 
metals are, and then of drawing them out 
of the ground. So they were curious about 
all our instruments. ¥ 

The interpreters tried to explain what we 
were doing. The nearest they could get 
and make the people understand was to say 
we were to make something to hold iots of 
people and to go fast on the ground without 


~e had no idea of a 


railroad, and as we had no’ pictures to show 
them, they could not understand very well. 

When we started out each day we were 
followed by a crowd of men. Women 
never came near us, because the men have 
an idea foreigners will bewitch them. 
Children, too, were not allowed to come 
near us, because they have been told for- 
eignere take children’s eyes out to make 
charms of. But the men would ask what 
everything was for and follow after. 

I remember one day I was carrying the 
rod and had it set up waiting for the 
other man. A crowd of about two hundred 
men had squatted around me in a circle 
and began trying to find out what I was 
doing, 

The interpreter was elsewhere, and I con- 
cluded I'd got to do something myself. So 
I began gravely delivering a harangue in 
English with many sweeping gestures. The 
aquatting of Chineses never changed in 
expression or moved a muscle, but looked 
gravely at each other, now and then nod- 
ding as if they understood every word. 
When I stopped a subdued and muffied crit- 
iclam went round the circle. It was very 
ridiculous.

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by the party iteelf, not by our Instruments 
or business. We usually tried to reach 
some large village at night because of the 
size of our party and because there were 
no places of public entertainment. We car- 
ried all our own provisions. During the 
entire 77 deys in which we traversed 970 
miles there was only once where we did 
not find many people. This will convey 
some idea of the density of Chinese popu- 
lation, ' 

In every village the people turned out 
to see the foreigners, They must feel 
our clothes, look at out hair and eyes 
and hats and everything else about us. 
I, because I was the only blonde In the 
party and wore a reddish full-beard, waa 
regarded ag the typical white devil, just 
such a white devil as they had been told 
of, and came in for a most uncomforable 
share of fingering and attention, In one 
province through which we went, Hu Nan, 
only two white explorers hed ever been 
and they saw very little of the province 
compared toe what we covered.

“An erect head, well-curved back, promi- 
nent chest, retracted abdomen, and firmly- 
set limbs are indicative of an energized 
carriage of the body which is characteris- 
tic of health. 

“The flat chest, posterior dorsal curve, 
projecting chin, protruding abdomen, are 
equally indicative of a relaxed and weak 
carriage of ithe body. 

“The spiritless and tired horse holds his 
head down; he lacks the vigor and dispo- 
sition to hold it up. 

“So the Woman who has been accustomed 
to the support of Stays finds herself, when 
without these means of support, as she 
says, as though she ‘would fall,to pieces.’ 
The muécles of tthe waist lack the ability 
to balance the chest and shoulders upon 
the hips: The weak-waisted woman can- 
not be cotnfortable except in a rocking or 
easy chair. The back must be supported. 
Consequéntly in sitting the muscles of the 
trunk dre completely relaxed, thus causing 
collapse of tthe waist and protrusion of the 
abdomen by the depression at the waist 
occasioned by the dépression of the ribs. 

“Health corsets are a device of the devil

The stage is not without its anti-corset 
crusaders.

She says it de- 
stroys the lines of beauty and prevents 
grace of movement. Mrs. Minnie Maddern 
Fiske does not wear a Corset. There the 
question of individual becomingness arises. 
To the slim Mrs. Fiske and the lithe, 
graceful Mrs. Carter the corset is super- 
flUuous. With Lilian Russell and Pauline 
Hall the corsct might appear useful. 

There are apologists in high places here. 
There is Supt. Maxwell, for instance, who 
directs the destinies of the schoo's of 
Greater Now York, who thinks the corset 
not wholly bad. This is what he says: 


“If the svhoolgirls of Saxony are abusing 
the priviitege of the corset, and the Minister 
of FEdueation had the authority to forbid 
their use, his act is a proper one. I am 
not at all disposed to criticise him. There 
is no doubt that tight lacing is injurious 
to a growing girl as well as to a mature 
woman, but I think the dress reformers 
do not distinguish between coreet wearing 
and tight lacing. I am told by those who 
ought to know that a corset may be worn 
loosely without the least injury, and that It 
may prove a needed support. I am in- 
clined to that belief. No doubt the Oak- 
land Health Club women will look interest- 
ing in their Greek gowns. I cannot go 
far enovgh to say charming, for Greek 
draperies are becoming to very few women. 
It takes a Greek face to look well with a 
Greek gown, and few American women 
have Greek features. The Wertern women 
are courageous in their indorsément of the 
Minister of Education in Saxony. I shall be 
interested in the experiment. 

“No school official in America has the au- 
thority to forbid schoolgirls to wear cor- 
sets; our powers are only advisory. With 
that power every efficient superintendent 
has dicouraged tight lacing by seeing that 
the teachers instruct their pupils how to 
dress hygienically. Furthermore, there is a 
system of calisthenics in use in the New 
York schools that is compulsory, and that 
is impossible to girls who lace tightly. It 
seems to me purely a questicn of the dis- 
tinction between corset wearing and tight 
lacing.”

RHEUMATISM. 
By Dr. F. L. Deck. 

T is In the hot weeks of May that per- 
sons with an inflammatory tendency 
are most apt to develop acute inflam- 

matory rheumatism. Exposure while asleep 
chills the body and excites the rheumatic 
parts. The exact causation of rheumatism 
has never been definitely determined. We 
know that an excess of lactic acid is pres- 
ent in the blood in all cases, but whether 
this predisposes one to rheumatism has 
never been definitely determined. We know, 
hewever, that the chilli.g of the surface 
when the bodv is warm !s the prolific ex- 
citing cause. This is seen in the increasing 
numier of cases of: acute inflammatory 
rheumattsm which develops in the hot days 
of May and ear'y June. Such Instances are 
hy no means uncommon among tbe nomadic 
Arahs who swelter in the tropical sun dur- 
ing the day and beeome chilled through the 
coo) desert breezes at night. 

To prevent these attacks avold exposure 
duitnige sleep. far it 18 then that the body 
is relaxel and most susceptible to draughts. 

Profuse sweat. helps the system. Flan- 
neis should be wort to protect the body artd 
brisk rubbing after a hot bath. 

Those guitering fiom the slightest attack 
of rheumatism should not fail to condault 
thelr family physician Withcut delay, 28 it 
is an ailment that becomes quickly aggfra- 
vated. 

It is well to bear in mind that any muscle 
or group of muscles may ,be Involved. in 
rheumatism and the heart is a muscle.

SUNSTROKE. 
By Dr. Henry 8. Fendler. 


VERY summer there are reports of 

i. numerous cases of sunstroke,.. A 

majority of these are really cases of 

heat exhaustion—in fact, so much so -that 

this condition has grown to be expected 

by the physicians and the masses. when 
ever we have excessively hot weather. 

Those who can remain at home in cool 
rooms, run no danger. But those who must 
go out and encounter the sun’s flercest rays. 
who perhaps must do manual labor, thus 
superinducing great bodily fatigue; those 
who are forced to mingle with great crowds 
(as shop girls or women who venture not 
only into suffocating stores, but into 
jammed street cars), and those who are ac- 
customed to rather ample indulgence of 
stimulants, must and should exert great 
watchfulness and care. 

Best of all in the summer is to take a 
cold plunge bath, the first thing in the 
morning. Hard as it may be to adopt this 
habit, when one has become accustomed to 
the subsequent exhilaration and bracing 
effect produced, it will never be abandoned. 
The pleasure of the bath itself is one of 
those healthy, manly sensations good for 
us all to feel; akin to the pride of a strong 
man in his strength, to the exultation of 
the victor in athletic contests. 

It has been found in the zoological gar- 
dens that polar animals bear heat better 
than those coming from the tropics. This 
singular fact is accounted for by the theory 
that exposure to cold increases the abso- 
lute vitality. a power of resisting all nox- 
ious influences, while the lack of cold tends 
to enervate. 

Another great factor in producing sun- 
struck communities is copious drinking of 
cold water, ice water, iced tea and beer 
that has been cooled till it is chilled. Men 
begin the day by drinking, and by the time 
they reach their business they are in a free 
perspiration. 

What is done? Do they sit down and 
cool off? Watch the space around a filter, 
cooler or hydrant and notice how many 
pass it by. 

In vain does the skin attempt to dispose 
of the excessive quantity of fluid. Perspira- 
tion increases thirst and the result is that 
all day long there is a race run between the 
skin and the stomach. The stomach can- 
not perform its function of digestion and 
assimilation with water being constantly 
poured in. In addition to this source of 
debility perspiration contains more or less 
saline constituents, and the loss of salt 
when one perspires profusely is not incon- 
siderable. The final result of all this (for 
Nature will brook no such disturbances) 
is the fainting fit, with which you are all 
familiar. 

The free usage of ice; rubbing with it, 
packing, rectal injections of ice water and 
the wrapping of the patient in wet sheet 
will recover ordinary cases. 


MEASLES, 
By Dr. G. E. Wilkinson of Alton. 
[come are two kinds of measles, the 


common and the German. The first is 

by far the most dangerous, The dis- 
ease is caused by infection either from the 
air or clothes, the infection being thus car- 
ried from, the ones that have the disease. 

The little scales that are formed by the 
disease being loosened float around in the 
air or the bad breath of the one diseased 
may be carried to some one else. 

The symptoms of the common measles 
are coughing and sneezing for three or four 
days, red eyes and the whole system tired 
and indisposed. This is followed by fever 
and eruption, the spots being scattered and 
not in groups, mostly at first on the fore- 
head and neck, but which rapidly extend 
over the entire body. The disease usually 
runs its course in two to four days. There 
is no regular cure. Bathing in warm water 
and hot drinks, with careful nursing, so 
as to prevent cold draughts, are the prin- 
cipal thing@® as if a cold is caught pneu- 
monia or quick consumption may result. 
German measles differs very little from the 


other kind, though it ts far less serious. 
The period of incubation jis shorter. The 
patient may even break out before he feels 
bad at all. 
Very little fever, if any. Is a part of the 
disease, The throat is usually sore. but this 
passes away in from 1 to 3 days. 


The distinguishing feature between the 
two diseases jis that the eruptions differ in 
that in the German the eruptions are in 
groups, while In the other they come out 
Singly. The cause and the treatment of 
the {wo kinds are the same.

Every case will yield to 
proper treatment, and there is no breath 
so offensive that it may not be purged of 
all its disagreeable odors.

Anything that will remove 
the disorder from the stomach will work 
the desired cure. Of course, there are 
many Kinds of stomach @isorders and a dif- 
ferent remedy is required for each. Hence, 
it is impcessible to give a general prescrip- 
tion that will produce satisfactory resuiis 
in all cases. Each case must be treat«d 
according to its own peculiar symptoms, 
and the patient should seek the advice of 
his physician as to how he should proceed,

Your modern high-pressure business man 
needs constantly the bést quality of ‘medi- 
cal, as he does of legal counsel to keep him 
out of trouble. Premature collapse is pend- 
ing with most of them, as it has overtaken 
80 many, because of the way they live. 
The folly of tre day with men of affairs is 
to have no stock taking until after sanitaty 
bankruptcy, when relief measures are often 
futile. After a blood Vessel. has burst or 
become plugged, a tumor has formed in the 
brain or the reckless nerve strain his dé- 
veloped into advanced Bright's disease or 
sugar in the urine or other destructive dlis- 
ease has set in and sent thé patient pros- 
trate to bed it is often too late for sanitary 
salvation. .. 

If the foundation of a business man’s 
house cracks or a fire is discovered In his 
building, he loses ho time in calling in the 
architect or the fire department. If legal 
complications threaten he consults his al- 
ready retained lawyer, or even if his horse 
gets a little sick he has him promptly cared 
for, but his own carcass he neglects until 
he becomes helpless, and then some one 
else, as often as not, selects his physician 
for him. It may be a good selection or it 
may be an indifferent one. The selection 18 
usually a matter of luck, pressing necessity 
or convenience, not often of business judg- 
ment. 

The kind of medical aid that many great 
men receive in grave and critical emergen- 
cies in their life history is often a source 
of strprise to the profession. They are often 
men of the most limited caliber and pro- 
fessional resource, sometimes not even reg~ 
ularly educated physicians. The vagaries of 
the elder Vanderbift in this regard, not to 
come nearer to the present time, may be 
cited as an illustration. 


Ordinarily the all-around family physician 
is not the only medical counselor a man of 
great business affairs should have. He 
stould have the advice and care of one ac- 
customed to estimate the 4strain of busl- 
ness upon the nervous system as well as 
upon the entire organism. and to adapt 
brains and nervous systems to the demands 
upon them. Conditions of existence under 
present business demands have greatly 
changed in American business and profes- 
sional life'during the past generation, and 
as all extensive and prudent firms have 
their legal advisers to keep them out of the 
meshes of the law, so all men of large af- 
fairs should be guided by medical counsel 
in the management of their own systems, 
and adapt.them to the conduct of their 
business affairs. The proper care of #he 
boss is as essential as the proper conduct 
of the business. The best part of-a busi- 
ness man’s plant is a properly cared for dl- 
recting head. There is great capital in a 
great strong caput capable of carrying the 


greatest burdens of business without break- 
ing. . 

The care of a business man’s head should 
not be Intrusted to @ surgeon exclusively 
or always to the man whose specialty is 
women and children. No reflection is hére 
meant on the family physician, who is the 
best of medical men, and indispensable to 
the home, ih spite of the morbid disposition 
to hunt out a specialist for every family 
ill. Thé modern millionaire business man is 
a new factor inthe problem of ganitation. 
He is a4 high-pressure physical mathine that 
must keép up with the/long distance tele- 
phones, phonographs, ‘graphophones, cables 
and wireless: telegraphy.of the day,. going 
the. pace that kills, unless wisely regulated, 
which means neurologically and *psycho- 
logically governed in fits movement and 
powers. ner ' 

These men have a healthy look, buf so 
does a steam boiler or migazine, on the out- 
side, to the ordinary observer, till it ex- 
plodes and you see nothing then but the 
wreck of the thing that was. 


It was not éxclusively the ice water nor 
the hearty. meal that Killed Gov. Flower. 
These gave his susceptible, overheated, 
ovérworked system a shock and caused the 
arrest of functions necessary to the main- 
tenance of orgahic equilfbrium and life. 


Though Gov. Flower “locked healthier 
than many; men he, was accustomed to 
méeting every day,” he was Strained to the 
utmost polmt of Brain’ and’ nerve endwur- 
ance when the blow came that killed him. 
Though it was not the ice. water nor the 
hearty meal that,killed him, they were not 
prudently taken, nor the fishing in the hot 
sun..

The heart diseases of which matiy men 
of mighty efforts and great success in life 
are often reported to have died are fre- 
quently conditions of heart nerve tire and 
paralysis —pneumogastric and ganglionic 
neurasthen'a—@ local expression of brain 
fag and general nervous exhaustion. Heart 
paralysis is usualiy heart nerve paralysis, 
nerve centers within and above the heart 
in the brain giving out. 

Dyspepsia !s usually a brain strain and 
brain worry disease, dependent on the 
nerve connection of stomach and brain, as 
heart failure ts often so dependent.

Peet rth @re not dyspeptic. Hogs 
and wi d animals living in a state of nature 
never hav*® indigestion. Trained*trick anfe 
mals often do. :

Flower.» They were «he fatal causes, 
like the frequent drippings that wear away 
the stones, which led to his phystological 
bankruptcy and brain nerve and tone fail- 
ure and Consequent heart collapse, 

When the brain breaks and the nerves 
give out the organs they govern dre sure 
to fall. Man’s brain is not a perpetual- 
motion machine and there are no devices 
known to science which will enable the 
machinery of-mental movement to be cone 
stantly and incessantly overworked with- 
out a collapse. 

Neurology can protect againat and post- 
pone penalty. Neurology would have sent 
a man in Flower’s condition off to sleep by 
the sea rathér than sent him a-fishing in 
the sun and to the juxury of a club. 

When: men of affairs manage their own 
cases whén fll they often have fools for, 
physicians. A man is ill in his nervous! 
system when he is-habitually tired and can} 
not rest well and be thoroughly repaired 
from day to day by natural rest and sleep. 
He no longer lives on his nerve tone inter-

SHOOTING LIVE BIRDS IN COMPETITION WITH MEN. 


B IS TRAP SHOOTING 
AT.LIVE BIRDS CRUEL?.. 


By Mrs. W. P. Shattuck, who has 
won medals at the traps. 
. ‘| DID think it cruel at first and 


when I saw my firet live-bird 

tournament I couldn't help 
crying at the sufferings of the poor 
birds, But'l asked myself; ‘Tf it is 
cruel, why do so many ger.tlemen in- 
dulge in it and call it sport?’ Then 
I investigated. I reasoned that no 
bird was killed without a chance for 
its life-it haa, In fact, an equal 
showing with the person at the trap. 
If it is strong enough and quick 
enough to escape it may do so. That 
is true sport. 

“Then, I find, the bird really does 
not suffer. Thé@ effect of shot is 
to etun and not to cause acute pain, 
As soon as a bird js hit it is stunned 
and it loses the power to feel its 
hurts. Then, before another bird is 
Killed, the one shot is killed: out- 
right if it is hot already dead, thus 
Putting it out of its ‘misery,’ if you 
may call it such, So I- decided that 
live-bird shooting was not. cruel and 
I have not chdnged my opinion.” 


RS. W. P. SHATTUCK of Minne- 
M apolis shoots pigeons at the traps, 
enjoys it and says it is not cruel. 
Furthermore, she ls a better shot than the 
verage man;"she asks odds from no one, 
band she doesn’t need any. She shoots coolly, 
eenly and clear cut and she handles a gun 
ith the touch of an expert. She has shot 
birds and targets at the traps for several 
ears; has Won money itn competition’ with 
the best wing shots In the United States 
land has trophies to show for her skill. She 
‘was in 8t. Louls for the Missouri tourna- 
“nent last week, was in the big races, in- 
leluding the E. C. and the Republic cup 
tshoots, arid she distinguished herself anew 
y her remarkable work. Her clear bive 
e te kindly but keen; she is about me- 
lumi height and has nothing of the profes- 
onal shooter air about her.

handling a gun, and as she grew up with 
her brother she was his companion, as she 
was her father’s. Nettie Macomber was 
regarded with awe by her more timid 
playmates‘ for. the intrepidity she displayed, 
and that she cared more for field sports 
than for dolla was her birthright. 

Mrs, Shattuck did not undertake shooting 
in the field until after she was married, and 
Mr. Shattuck had been off on his annual 
fali:shoots several times before she accom- 
panied him. Her work with the gun really 
began six years @go, and. the little rifle 
shooting she had done’previously was only 
the slight beginning of her later practice. 

Mr. Shattuck is a true lover of the gun, 
and accounted one of the best @ehots in the 
Minneapolis Gun Club, He is the present 
holder of the Minnesota State champion- 
ship badge, which has been in commission 
12 years. He won it two years ago, taking 
it to Minneapolis for the first time since 
it had been placed in commission, with a 
ecore of 43 out of 60. It was won from 
the St. Paul Gun Club September, 1897, in 
the annua) tournament held during fair 
week. That the shoot did not come off last 
fall was owing to the use of the grounds 
as a camp for the volunteers. The trophy 
will be up this year and the holder wins a 
premium of $5 from every contestant who 
shoots for it, so the loss of the badge is 
not an empty honor. 

The story of Mrs, Shattuck's hunting ex- 
periences with Mr. Shattuck, and the par- 
ties which often accompanied them, form 
an entertaining chapter in the life of an 
end-of-the-century woman, whose husband 
finds in her his best companion for the field 
and meadows. He wished her to shoot, first 
because she liked it, then because he want- 
ed her to shoot with him, Each new ex- 
perience is recorded in her diary, and while 
Mr. Shattuck is sometimes carried away 
by his enthusiasm to count a few more 
birds:to the day’s hunt than the number 
actually brought down, Mrs. Shattuck re- 
fers to her little red-covered diary and 
finds the record in black and white. 

Mrs, Shattuck’s reputation as a sports- 
woman might be the envy of many a skill- 
ful hunter. It has given her the right to 
hunt side ty side with her husband in the 
open field and on the duck pass, has won 
her the keen delight of a shat on the wing, 
has brought wild game fluttering to her 
feet, while the ‘dogs scurried over the field 
over the scent. of the bird that fell at a 
distance on the doubleshot. 

In her trim hunting sult of tanned rein- 
deer skin, knee length, leather leggins and 
soft cap, she presents an attractive figure 
in the fleld, and when she dons long rubber 
hip boots, she is as well equipped as the 
best for shooting over a duck pass. For her 
trap shooting Mrs. Shattuck wears the con- 


ventional skirt and shirtwaist, finding noth- 
ing more comfortable as a shooting suit. 
She is delightfully enthusiastic over her 
experiences and as modest as the legendary 
violet over her successes. 


Woman like, she had her early sensations 
of excitement when she caught eight of a 
flock of ducks flying low or heard the 
“honkers” coming up from the corn fields. 
But these qualities of the novice gave way 
to the assurance of the tried hunter, and 
none were calmer in the open boat than 
the woman who stood In the bow end and 
took steady aim overhead, She was sin- 
gularly favored by nature at the outset, 
for there was no need to overcome the 


timidity of the gun inherent in most wom- 
en. 


Mrs. Shattuck began trap shooting in 1894, 
going out with Mr. Shattuck alone for the 
enjoyment of the eport. They ued tin 
pigeons, and had the traps to: themselves 
fur their sport, until one day the president 
of the Minneapolis Gun Club happened to 
be present, and, attracted by the novelty 
of seeing a woman shoot pigeons, watched 
her game. He was soon convinced she was 
a shot, and she wae invited to shoot with 
the Minneapolis club. At that time there 
were 12 members in the club; now there are 
more than 200, of whom six are women. 
The influence of a woman at the traps has 
been one of the leading: elements in ‘the 
popularity of the club, and the women are 
quite as tonfident in their shots as themen. 
The weekly shoot is a matter of genera! in- 
terest In- the club now, rather than a de- 
sultory pastime. 


The summer of 189% she took part in her 
first tournament away from home, and in 
August, 1896, went with Mr. BShattuck te 
Chicago to participate in the Dupont trophy 
shoot. It was the first time she had seen 
live birds thrown from the trap, but. she 
made the remarkable score of killing:18 out 
of 2. Previous to this “experience ‘she had 
no idea‘how birds were handled from the 
trap. The Dupont trophy shoot was at that 
time the largest tournament ever held in 
the United States, whereas at present the 
honor belongs to the American Handicap, 
which has met at Elkwood seven years. The 
American Handicap is now considered the 
opening event. of the séason. However, the 
Dupont trophy is still in commission, and 
was shot for last week. 


In the shoot in which Mrs. Shattuck par- 
ticipated by invitation there were 13 shoot- 
ers. Mrs. Shattuck was entered by a group 
of 145 men; who complimented her on her 
skill and were willing to see her folléw the 
best shot in the traps. The event was 
memorable for its pleasant associationa, 


and Mrs. Shattuck was made much of’ 


among the visitors and members. 


“handicap, 


That same summer of 18% brought new 
honors to Mrs. Shattuck, for she partici- 
pated in the Fargo (N. D.) shoot and came 
out an easy winner. In the tournament of 
the North Dakota Sporte#emen’'s Association 
a handsome badge was offered to the wim- 
an making the largest score. Mrs. Shat- 
tuck defeated Mrs. Day, Duluth, but rea)- 
izing that a contest between women did not 
create a right feeling between sisters at 
the trap, decided she would take part no 
more in such events, and has since de- 
clined to shoot tn individual matches. The 
trophy for this tournament s a handsome 
badge, one of the most complete symbols 
of the kind ever gotten up. In its werk- 
manship it conveys a concise history of the 
event. A miniature gold gun hangs over 
a “dead” bird, in the center of which a 
diamond represents the shining mark, which 
all shots strive.to attain. The inscription 
“North Dakota Sportsmen’s Association" 
stands for the giver. Below hangs a swing- 
ing locket, surrounded by a laurel wreath, 
studded with ruby gems. The date, ‘'18%6,”’ 
is inscribed on one side, her monogram -in 
enamel on the reverse. The explanatory 
data is inecribed within. Suspended by a 
fine gold chain a trap shell in gold and 
onyx suggests the means to the happy end. 
Mrs. Shattuck wears the trophy. with a 
deal of honest pride. 


A month ago Mr. and Mrs. Shattuck re- 
turned from the Grand American Handicap 
Tournament at Elkwood, N. J., and the ova- 
tions she received on the journey home were 
a tribute to her skill gs a markswoman. She 
had won her title clear, for she wae the first 
American woman..to share in the prize 
money of the tournament. The sum of $33, 
which she received, stands for more than 
money value, for behind it is the record 
which brought ber into line with the crack 
shots of-the United States. Mrs. Shattuck’s 
reputation as a shot is even better known 
in the East than in the Weat. 


Last spring, a year ago in March, Mr. 
and Mrs. Shattuck made their first trip to 
Elkwood, N. J., to visit the American 
taking the journey in private 
train in company’with a party of  hunt- 
ers, with B..8. Rice, Chicago, in charge. 
This was Mrs, Shattuck's first experience 
in so large a tournament, for there were 200 
shooters atthe traps.° She made a score of 
21 out of 3B. 


After the Elkwood handicap she visited 
Duluth in the fall, shooting two days and 
winning 8 per cent In the score. The prizes 
she won had a utilitarian value, for they 
were a silk dress, pair of shoes and an um- 
brella.

The recent Elkwood tournament, from 
which Mr. and Mrs. Shattuck returned a 
month ago, was the most gratifying of all. 
They left ‘Minneapolis April 3, and reaching 
Chicago, went directly to Watson's park 
for three days’ practice, as there had been 
no opportunity for live bird shooting at 
home,.and she had had no practice since 
the handicap of the year before. The first 
day she killed 14 out of 16; the second day 
13 out of 15; the third day 20 out of &. 
Then her shoulder was painfully lame, as 
she had not carried a gun since the August 
previous. 

The August event had been a gun club 
tournament in which she scored 0 straight, 
beating out the “cracker jacks" of the club 
and winning a purse of $0, offered for worm. 
en. Mrs. Shattuck won first money; Mrs. 

hnston, second; Mrs. Murray, Stillwater, 
; Mrs, Sloan, lowa, fourth. 
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The practice over, a party of 91, In which 
were 11 women, etarted for Elkwood in @ 
vestibuled train, containing Pullman sleep- 
ers and combination compartment cars for 
the men accompanied by their wives.

makes no difference anyway.’ A taste of 
the whip will alone bring them back to 
their best work. On the other hand, Jen* 
nie, Harry or Charlie are ruled better by 
kindness, and a little petting, coaxing and 
treats of sugar will cause them to do their 
level best to please me, while whipping 
will have the opposite effect. 

There is much of the human in the ele- 
phant. If I were to whip Romeo for some 
fault he would stand perfectly quiet, and 
take his punishment without making a 
movement or a sound, On the other hand, 
if I were to give Nellie one blow more than 
she thought was coming to her, she would 
try to run away to escape further punish- 
ment. They aré jealous, too. If I pet one 
to the exclusion of others, the first thing I 
know a trunk will be shoved in between me 
and the favored elephant, as though the 
other would say: “Here, don't I get any of 
this?’’ 
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The elephant is said to be the only animal 
whose brain contains what is the equivalent 
of the gray matter in the brain of man. 

Having spent a year in fully learning the 
character of an elephant, I next begin ac- 
tive training. Cautiousnees is the dominant 
trait of the elepnant. They begin tu Ic.irn 
slowly, first to bend on their kneces, to lis 
down when told, te raise a foot, to climb on 
a barrel, etc. Their extreme caution causes 
them to first be fully satisfied that no harm 
will come to them. It is amusing to watch 
an elephant in the early days of training. 
They will go half way down and get up 
again; they will put one foot on a barrel, 
and finding it secure will put the other up 
very gingerly, letting the full weight come 
down very slowly. But after fully under- 
standing by repeated experiments that his 
master is not luring him into ambusn, he 
will finaNy repose implicit confidence ‘n 
tdm, and do anything required.

phants would follow me onto a_ shaky 
bridge, and I would be willing to bet I could 
get them to cross a pontoon bridge if I led 
the way. 

It takes two years, including the first 
year of observation, to teach in elephant to 
do ordinary tricks. The first thing is to 
gain their confidence, and the next 19 make 
them understand what y)ua want. An ele- 
phant born in captivity, and in India they 
are born in the stables, just as horses are 
here, will not learn show tricks much 
quicker than a captured wild one. The sow 
tricks are so entirely different from ‘ne 
routine of work in the Jumper yards that 
it is like beginning all over again, Their ed- 
ucation is instilled gradually, just as with 
children, and is made easier ns’ the ele- 
phants learn the meaning of different 
words. It took me seven years to bring 
this herd to their present state of perfec- 
tion, and, I am always teaching them more 
tricks. They understand English thorough- 


ai 


ly and their new tricks I teach them mere- 
ly by talking to them. 

At first it is necessary to show the ele- 
phant what you want done. You must lift 
hiss leg, throw him dowh, at the same 
time say!ng the words which teil him what 
that act means: When he learns the words 
he will do what you want-on: being told to 
do so. When an elephant would make the 
sound: called trumpeting, I ‘would say 
“Speak.’”” Ther soon learned to associate 
the: word :-afid the’ no!se,’ so that any one 
of them will now trumpet when told to 
speak. They have learned so many words 
that by merely telling them what to do, I 
taught them three new tricks last winter 
in eight days. 

In teaching them to play brass horns the 
mouthpleces were placed in their trunks, 
and they were s:mply told to blow. 

The. elephant, 6o intelligent in all other 
things, seems to be unable to appreciate 
his own-immense strength and power of

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resistance to man. This is explained fn 
several ways. I am told that man is #60 
magnified in the eye of the elephant that 
we really appear to him‘'as big as an ele- 
phant is to us. Then-his. very intelligence 
makes him docile. The wild elephant when 
trapped finds his legs tethered with ropes 
he cannot break, and a cord about his neck 
chokes him and cuts deeper into his flesh 
as he makes futile efforts to escape. So it 
is that when once he recognizes he is mas- 
tered the elephant gives no more trouble, 
Supposing. he realizes that man js his in- 
ferior in strength, his intelligence, based on 
experience, tells him that man hae other 
means of punishing him, and he gives up 
the struggle. Then he recognizes in his 
master the one who controls h'm, who feeds 
him, pets him when good and punishes him 
when bad. If I were to whip any one of 
those animals they would either take it or 
try to escape, but not one would resent it. 
If you were to go in there and whip one 


5 cents In American money. so that an 
animal eight feet high would have cost 
$400. This custom was based on the Idea 
that size and strength were the only ai- 
tributes. Since then, however, the value 
of character, training and intelligence has 
entered into account, and they are now 
sold according to value on these lines, 
in addition to strength. In this country 
an elephant 6 years old is worth from 
$1200 to $140. From that age to maturity 
they fncrease in value, and some 1f5-year- 
old are valued at $3000. 

An elephant reaches maturity at about 
years of age, and, in captivity in this 
country, they live to from 80 to 100 years. 
In their wild state they are said to lve 
600 years, and there fs an elephant fn Cal- 
cutta, in captivity, which is known by 
the records to be 38 years oli. 

In Inaofa, as I have etated, elephants are 
bred in captivity, live in the stables till 6 
years old, and are then broken to work 
more easily than colts are here. It is a fact, 
though very little known, that elephants 
will not breed in captivity tn the the West- 
ern Hemisphere. There have been instances 
of elephants being born in America, but fn 
every case the mother has been with young 
before leaving Indla. 

The trainer to achieve the best results 
has to use extraordinary patience. What 
would appear to be not remarkably diffi- 
cult tricks are sometimes the hardest to 
teach. It was comparatively easy to teach, 
two elephants to work 2 see-saw up and| 
down, but to have them balance it, and! 
stand still in midair, was quite different. It! 
took me two years on and off to teach them, 
that. I abandoned it several times, but took’! 
it up again, arid finally eucceeded. The ele- 
phant’s extreme cairtion was the obstacle. 
They were off the ground, and the footing 
seemed insecure, and it took a long time to 
inspire them with confidence tn the fact 
that they would not fall off. 

Another hard trick which I gave up fn de- 
spair over and over again, was teaching 
Romeo to walk on his hind legs. He ta the 
only elephant in the world to do this. I 
made him understand what I wanted, but 
it was difficult for him to do. He weighs 
three and one-half tons, end when he raises 
one foot to walk, that immense weight is 
all on one foot. It is not only the weight, 
but the difficulty of balancing it on the one 
foot, and while Romeo had every confidence 
in me, it is not surprising that he lacked 
confidence in himself, and was constantly 
in dread of a hard fall.

WENTY professicna)l murderers are 
Maing in Chinatown.” This is the 
startling statement made by Ho 

Yow, the Chinese Consul at Ban Francisco. 

Since his arrival in that city men have 

been murdered at his side in the theater and 

hacked to pieces with pork-knives a few 
feet from the very door of the Consulate, 

8 Stockton street. 

The Morgue wagons and ambulances that 

rattle through the dark, dirty streets of the 

yellow quarter every few days prove be- 
yond question that the Consul knows just 

What he is talking about. 

Mr. Yow hae appealed to the police re- 
peatediy and in vain; he has used every 
means in his power to stop the blood-splll- 
ing and to pacify the turbulent and belll- 
cose factions. Perhaps one murderer in ten 
runs into the arms of the police; the other 
nine do their fiendish work, claim their 
blood-money and go back under cover. The 
tragedy generally ends ut the Murgue; sel- 
dom on the seaffold. 

These professional assavsina are schooled 
for their gory work, and make mints cf 
money. Two “jobs a year will purchase 


the food and raiment of a merchant prince. 
They live undergroun and never show 
their heads in daylight unless there «is 
“money in it.’ They tear nothing, and yet 
@re the biggest cowards living. . 

How these cutthreats by birth are 
schooled into professionals is teld in the 
following statement by Consul Yo How: 


From my own experience, and from what 
informants have told me, I am convinced 
that there are at leant 2 profesalonal mur- 
derers hiding in Chinatown. My subjects 
@re afraid to show themselves on the 


Street.

Liquid Whitener. 

A READER.—I give you the formula for 
liquid whitener. I think it will improve the 
appearance of your face. From your letter 
I imagine you must be suffering from some 
internal disturbance. If this is so, you will 
not be apt to find any external applica- 
tion satisfactory until after the cause has 
been properly treated. 

One quart water (previously boiled and strained); 
alcohol, 30 drops; oxide of zinc, 1 ounce; bichlo- 
ride of mercury, grains; glycerine, 20 drops. 
Take 4 ounces of water and heat to boiling: dis- 
solve the bichloride of mercury in this hot water 
and add the aleohol. Mix the zine and glycerine 
in a bowl; pour the larger portion of the quart of 
water in: stir, then add all the diluted bichloride 
of mercury and aleohol. Bottle and shake always 
before using. Apply the liquid with a small, soft 
velvet sponge. 

The Scalp Needs Washing. 

VIVIAN B.—The hair tonic conta'ning 
cantharides and cologne will be best for 
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your hair. The scalp needs waching and 
ventilating, and it is absurd to suggest that 
dirt is ever helpful. The hair on one’s head 
is in many respects like a plant; it needs 
air, and it needs water, and it needs to be 
kept clean. You will not rot your hair by 
washing it properly. Try the shampoo with 
yolk of egg. which I give instead of the one 
you have been using.

They do not in the 
least object to odors, and why euch stuff 
* Ts used at all is really a mustery. Buffalo 
Dugs seem realiy to thrive on camphor, 
and to find especially congenial quarters 
fin’ cedar shelves or closets or trunks. 
‘4 “Eyery article should be carefully brushed 
, ~@ll the pockets turned inside out, brushed, 
@nd then turned smoothly back again, and 
every spot of every description carefully 
Cleansed—for moths always seize upon a 
spot of any sort as a particularly choice 
/@orsel. Each garment should be folded 
/@eparately and very smoothly, and wrapped 
in old linen or cotton sheets, or parts of

Newspaper is an excellent thing to fold 
things in, es for some reason moths par- 
ticularly object to it.

SPECIAL COINAGE OF 
LAFAYETTE COLLARS. 


ONGRESS has authorized the coin- 
( age of 59,00 silver dollars of new 
design, which are to represert Uncle 
Sam’s subscription to the monument to La- 
fayette which is to be erected in Puris. 
On one side of the coin will probably ap- 
pear Lafayette’s prayer for the United 
States (about 40 words), and on the other, 
probably the faces of Washington and La- 
fayette, and perhaps those of Lincoln and 
Grant also. President McKinley was in- 
vited to appear on the coin, with his four 
eminent predecessors, but resolutely de- 
clined. Paul Bartlett and Karl Bitter are 
expected to offer competitive designs for 
the sculptural part of the monument, and 
it is expected that there will be something 
ready, either in permanent material or in 
staf, which can be unveiled on July 4, 
1900. Perhaps the architectural part may be 
completed by that time in its true material, 
with the statue in staff in its piace,

vw WHO KNEW HER IN MEXICO 


-* Pe Princess Salm-Salm, born fn Philadelphia 
pow a resident of Vienna, has recently been 
fn Washington seeking a copy of her lost a 
certificate.

where she resided with her 

ttaimed the age of 15. 
cs six years prior to our Civil War @ 
wealthy relative, childless and quite aged, 
adopted her and gave her a princely home 
at Philadelphia. Here she wae educated, 
and the love and care of her adopted par- 
ents was amply repaid by the most ardent 
affection that a grateful child could lavish 
upon them. In the meantime she made 
rapid progress in the useful and fashion- 
able accomplishments of the times. 

Later, without a word of explanation, we 
find this adopted child abandoning her stu- 
dious life and connecting herself with a 
well known theatrical company, and later 
on accepting a position as a horseback per- 
former in a famous circus, then exhibiting 
in-our large cities. The influences oper- 
@ting upon her mind to forestall these un- 
accountable inclinations, we are told, were 
useless and futile. She saw her own way 
tiatked out and went etraight on. She 
aimply drifted away from her early moor- 
ings without motive on her part, or even 
@bility to resist the impulse that impelled 
the step. She went out from the home that 
@heltered her, which was desolate without 
her, and that is all we know of ft. This 
episode in her life was not forgotten by 
those envious of her talent and general 
popularity. Some time in 1862 this young 
lady abandoned the vocation of circus rider, 
@gain appeared in the Quaker City and 
made a second debut into the fashionable 
circle of that staid old town. The elite 
did not take kindly to the eccentric debut- 
@nte, which action she was quick to ob- 
serve and quicker to resent in her open, de- 
fant way. It is not improbable that the 
seeming reserve of her former set directed 
and shaped her future conduct; for the 
game year she was introduced to Wash- 
ington society, where her dashing manner 
and brilliant beauty won to her side many 
of the most gifted men of the then gay 
capital. There she met Prince Salm-Salm, 
and in a few short months the twain were 
gnarried. 

The wife went to the front with her hus- 
band and remained there until the Appo- 
mattox surrender. The Prince was mus- 
tered out as a Brigadier, with a good record 
for gallantry, while the Princess was re- 
membered for her ministration in the hos- 
pitals, her social qualities and her sympa- 
thetic nature.

The Austrian Prince, Maximilian, having 
been called by the church party to Mexico, 
Was then menaced by the probable aban- 
onment of his empire by Napoleon, and, 
anxious to organize an army of his own, 
invited ambitious men of all nations to his 
standard. Salm-Salm at once espoused the 
cause of the Hapsburg, and at once went 
to Mexico. His wife followed in six 
months. 

The Empress Carlotta, one of the noblest 
end most accomplished ladies of the age, 
welcomed the Princess with all the honors 
accorded the wives of Princes, while Salm- 
Salm had already won his way to an im- 
Portant position in the army of the empire. 
As may be presumed, the newcomers were 
gharply scanned by the social leaders of 
court society. There were some things in 
the Princess’ caree* difficult for the aris- 
ocracy of the capital ic- reconcile. She 

‘Indepeudent, and sorned the forms 
and ceremonies of the nobility. 
It ts well known that efforts wer made 
tO prevent a gracious reception at the pal- 
ace, and the Empress was implored to 
drop the name of the Princess Salm-Salm 
from her list of guests. It is but just to 
state that every effort at detraction re- 
colled upon the promoters, the Princess 
Signally triumphing, as she did in other 
Hlelds of personal endeavor. 

The capital: was at that time overrun 
With strangers, officers, adventurers and 
@tmy followers. The people were uneasy 
@nd alarmed at the movements of the dip- 
lomats. The old bi‘terness between the 
French and Germats cropped*out on many 
occasions, endip, in personal encounters 
@nd more ap’agonism, 

As the Freach between Marshal Bazaine 
@nd Ma*imilian widened, so did animosi- 
ties in ‘the lower circles increase. It was, 
eveb-oefore the departure of the expedi- 
tionary corps, determined to geacrifice the 
Emperor. The flery Frenchman was eager 
to wipe out any fancied or real insult to 
his flag or Emperor. Salm-Salm was 
drawn into these profitless contentions, 
Dut was never forced to a conflict upon 


Later on, however, a decidedly sensa- 
tional incident occurred, which was only 
one of many more sanguinary in termina- 
tion. 


It happened that Salm-Salm was bent on 
a mission to a distant part of the empire. 
The Princess at all times visited hotels and 
public places with impunity when business 
required her to do so. She generally had 
an escort, but when the call was urgent 
in the interest of her husband she did not 
wait, but started out unattended. She dare 
not rely upon a@ messenger in those dan- 
gerous times, 


A message was, on a certain day, to be 
carried to the Iturbide Hotuwl, and: as it 
was one from her husband, and of supreme 
importance, she concluded to be the bearer 
herself. And as ehe swept through the 
main entrance of the hotel, her free ingress 
was blocked by a group of French officers; 
and as she attempted to pass to the left 
of the group, an officer, not in high repute 
among his comrades, exclaimed in an of- 
fensive tone: ‘‘Whoolla'’—a term familiar 
to all circus people, and then laufhed de- 
risively, as though he had accomplished a 
brave deed. 

This reference to her early life in this 
pubilc place was exceedingly mortifying to 
the lady, but ehe made no reply, and hav- 
ing finished her errand rapidly, retraced 
her steps. 


She waited patiently for the return of her 
husband, conscious that the insult would 
be wiped out at the point of the sword. 
But government duty prevented the hus- 
band’s returh. Nor were any of the 
Prince’s brother-officers in town at the 
time. There was a physician from Ala- 
bama sojourning for some weeks at the 
Iturbide. He had been with Longstreet 
during the civil war, and was a curious 
spectator of the situation in the Mexican 
capital. 


Dr. Haze] did not admire Prince Salm- 
Salm in the least, but, when he learned 
that the lady so grossly insulted was an 
American, and that no one had come 
forward to resent the wrong, he cool- 
ly sent a challenge to the  offend- 
ing officer. The Frenchman was a 
splendid shot, and the plucky American was 
eager for fight. ‘Diversions of this kind 
were winked at by the police, and the 
populace welcomed the prospective duel 
with delight. But the excited multftude 
were doomed to disappointment, for an 
hour before the appointed - meeting the 
modern Gaul put aside his Derringér and 
decided to apologize. This was the last 
insult of this nature the Princess received 
in Mexico. 


In connection with this episode let me 
finish here the after event. 

In a little village on the Prussian frontier 
during the Franco-Prussian war an Amer'!- 
can correspondent stood anxiously contem- 
plating a departing detachment of Ger- 
man officers and surgeons. The gay and 
somewhat warlike company were mounted 
and just moving out of the innyard, when 
a lady, one of the group, leaped from her 
horse and with a bound reached the cor- 
respondent, threw her arms around his 
neck, and, with a hasty exclamation of sur- 
prise and delight, kissed him. The occur- 
rence, 60 unuéual in that circle, produced 
a brief glance of wonder, if not disappro- 
val, from her companions, and puzzled the 
spectators not a little. 
impetuous lady bore a commission from the 
German monarch to serve in the corps of 
surgeons, and was the wife of Prince Salm- 
Salm, the intrepid officer who a few weeks 
subsequently fell while gallantly leading 
his regimeni in a hioody skirmish with the 
French, And the correspondent was the Dr. 
Hazel who figured in the Iturbide incident 
some yea7s before. 


But let us drift back again to Mexico. 
Tre Princess was enthusiastic in praise of 
the Emperor, and was ever ready to de- 
nounce Napoleon and Marshal Bazaine. 
When Maximilian moved his army to 
Queretero the Prince was assigned a com- 
mand which operated in that vicinity. .His 
wife remained in the capital. The Emperor 
scarcely knew whom to trust, but” e 
trusted the Princess and her husband im- 
plicitly. The French had evacuated the 
country, and that event encouraged the 
Liberala to increased activity. In a few 
months they swarmed through every road 
surrounding the capital, captured many 
minor outposts, and at last beleaguered 
Queretero itself. 

. Then a vast army, under Escobedo, laid 
siege to that city. Skirmishes and sorties 
were of daily occurrence—all resulhkting in 
the discomfiture of the besiegers. But 
there were ten outside to one within the 
walls. Moreover, the Emperor’s troops 
deserted by companies. Treachery tri- 
umphed over bravery and discipline, and 
money purchased what the Liberals falled 
to effect, the capture of the entire im- 
perial army. Sixteen thousand dollars was

das for his part in the infamous transac- 
tioh. 

About the middle of June, 1867, a courier 
brought to ,the capital the intelligence 
that Maximilian and his generals were to 
be tried and executed, 

The Princess Salm-Salm with character- 
istic spirit and courage determined to pass 
through the lines and go to her hus- 
band. 

Marquez, the butcher of Tacubeja, re- 
fused her a pass, but that did not deter 
her in the least. 

“T will go to Queretero and save my hus- 
band if I have to run the gauntlet of Lib- 
eral bayonets and Imperial bullets from 
this city to the walls of Queretaro,” ex- 
claimed the brave woman. That wae not 
an idle boast. Mounting her horse she rode 
rapidly to the city limits, and, with a pock- 
et handkerchief elevated upon her riding- 
whip, as a flag of truce, she dashed boldly 
across the lines, amid a shower of Imperial 
and Liberal bullets, and was escorted a 
prisoner to the headquarters of Gen. Diaz. 

Armed with a safe conduct from the Lib- 
eral commander she hastened without an 
hour’s rest ‘and arrived travel-worn before 
the gates of the captured city. The trial of 
the Emperor and his generals was finished 
and the death sentence pronounced. She 
sought the, headquarters of Escobedo and 
obtained a permit to visit her husband and 
the Emperor. Her presence seemed to elec- 
trify the royal prisoner and his generals. 
She at once suggested a plan of escape, but 
the plan was deemed too perilous. Failing 
in convineing her friends of its feasibility, 
she, with Senora ‘Miramon, journeyed to 
San Luis with the object of appealing for 
the pardon of her husband and the life of 
the Dmperor. 

The Indian president did not so much as 
speak to the Senora Miramon, but gravely 
told the Princess that he would spare the 
life of her husband. He then added: ‘All 
the powers and potentates of earth could 
not save Maximilian. It is not I who takes 
his life, but the people and the law.” 

That night she started for Queretero, and 
when there, this determined woman again 
insisted upon saving .the condemned men 
by passing them through Escobedo’s lines 
and escaping to Vera Cruz, The plot was 
ripe at last, and, the means: at hand, but 
on the. eve of suecess the Hapsburg re- 
fused to be a party to the attempt, and 
thus the last hope of rescue was frittered 
away. The Princess had apparently been 
tampering with some of the Liberal of- 
ficers, for on the day succeeding the con- 
templated rescue she was peremptorily 
ordered to quit the city and State of Quer- 
etero. An escort of lancers led her beyond 
Escobedo’s lines, and she was warned not 
to attempt to return. Alone and on horse- 
back, she proceeded through a country 
swarming with guerrillas and brigands and 
after running the gauntlet of many perils 
again entered the capital, warmly wel- 
comed by hosts of friends and sympathiz- 
ers. 

Maximilian, Miramon and Mexia were 
shot to death on the 19th of April, and from 
that day on the Princess was unremitting 
in her efforts to obtain the pardon of her 
husband; finally succeeding. 

As long as she remained in the country 
she did not abate one jot in her devotion 
to the Emperor, The Prince was not less 
zealous; and/while a prisoner at Oaxaca, 
he addressed a note tc Lopes, the betrayer 
of Maximiliah, proposing a hostile meeting 
at any time near his prison. As may be 
presumed, Lopez declined to be shot at. 

The loyalty of\Salm-Salm and his wife 
were extolled by enemies as well as friends, 
and the Emperor affirmed his apprectation 
of their worth by mentioning them in his 
will, They were also delegated to bear the 
bequests and last words of Maximilian to 
his mother and his brother, Francis Joseph 
of Austria. Salm-Salm was in) due time 
banished from Mexico, the wife having la- 
bored for months to effect this object. She 
was on her way to Vera Cruz when the 
news came to her; so the brave woman, 
who had surprised all by her courage and 
persistency, was at last rewarded by this 
unexpected triumph. : The old, smile of the 
happy days of the long-ago returned, ‘the 
firm lip quivered and eyes melted into tears 
in her supreme happiness. 

Together the reunited pair journeyed to 
Vienna, and tater to Berlin. As before in- 
timated, the Prince again entered the army 
of William, and fell fighting at the head 
of his regiment. Hig wife was not far 
from the field, and rode through the hail of 
shot without turning to the right or left. 
But she was too late, the gallant spint had 
fled at the moment the leaden messenger 
went on its mission of death over that 
bloody hillside. 

And later om eway from the din of war, 
the wife carried the warrior and husband 
and laid him down beside his fathers—the 
heroes of olden time—and stood with face 
white as the snow et her feet, the most 
stricken, the most inconsolable in that vast 
concourse of relatives and mourners. 
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The law or the court, of course, and in fact, 
is the tribunal which determines the case, 
and fixes the grade of defectiveness, which 
is called insanity. It is not left to the 
If the medical expert, 
in a certain case, differs from the court, his 
opinion does not hold, the ceurt’s prevails. 
As I say, he sometimes appears badly, 


attempts to ve a definition, which will 
hold within its limite all the kinds and 
grades of mental defectiveness, or to de- 
scribe it, im the particular case, as a fixed 
condition. His most valuable testimony of- 
ten lies in his being able to anticipaté by 
his experience and knowledge, a greater 
degree of defectiveness to follow, and to 
advise that the’ court interfere in time to 
arrest further progress of the malady, or 
to prevent harm being done to others when 
the man reaches a worse stage. 

After: the patients are in the hands of 
the physician in the hospital by the order 
of court, his opinion then prevails, he then 
decides when they have returned to a suf- 
ficiently high degree of mental abilities to 
be allowed to go at large again. 

The matter of dangerousness largely en- 
ters into the question of wage It was 
the feature that first drew the States’ at- 
tention to the insane, and wihout, I ques- 
tion whether anything \ike as much would 
ever have been expnded upon them. Public 
safety combines with public sentiment to 
render the appropriations for the insane 
much larger than for any other class. 

The popular idea of an insane person Is, 

one who is a menace to himself, to property, 
or to the peace and welfare of others. And 
it is not improper to make this feature a 
mark or test’ in our descriptions or defini- 
tions of insanity, particularly when the 
object for which the investigation is made 
is to restrain the person in a hospital or 
sorne other way. 
There are two elements of character in 
mental defectives, which prominently and 
practically drew the law’s attention to the 
consideration. of their cases, and the State 
to take charge of them; the one is delin- 
quency, the other is dependency. When 4 
man is so defective that he is a menace to 
principles of decency and propriety, or the 
well-being of others, he is a defective de- 
linquency; when he is so defective he can- 
not care for himself he is a defective de- 
endent. The State takes charge of defect- 
ves of both these classes. 

‘Delinquency, actual or threatening, 
the principal feature in insanity, and 
think it would be well to limit the térm in- 
sanity to those defectives in whom the de- 
linquent feature is the most prominent one, 
This is easily understood. This would make 
the term insane apply to those persons who 
have reached such a grade of defectiveness 
that the state has to take charge of them 
and in whom delinquency is more prominent 
than dependency. These ought properly to 
be the only inmates of the insane hospitals; 
those who are dependents, like harmless 
dements, imbeciles and idiots, should be 
kept separate, in Institutions prepared for

Mental defectives are found In greatest 
numbers in the extremes of society, among 
the Cogeneraieg, Ia and the already de- 
generated poor, The causes that lead to de- 
generacy prevail more among these than 
aenang the industrious, healthy ‘‘middle- 
class.”’ 

There {s another matter relating to de- 
linquency, that has attracted a great deal 
of attention. If a person has committed a 
crime, a high crime particularly, the state 
generally assumes the attitude of resisting 
the plea of insanity, introduced for the pur- 
pose of relieving the party from punish- 
ment, and sets back its definition of in- 
sanity to a much more extreme degree of 
defectiveness than for any other purpose. 
For fear of abuse of the privilege, the law, 
in this particular is, in the opinion of the 
medical profession, often much too conser- 
vative, and necessarily definitions of what 
constitutes insanity, on this account, have 
differed greatly and been quite inconsistent. 
Much of the inconsistency grows out of the 
attempt I have been mentioning to give an 
exact definition, which shall apply alike to 
all cases called insane, and to the necegsity 
which afterwards arises of altering this 
definition rather of taking different levels 
or differant grades of defectiveness, to 
which the term insanity shall be applied, 
aiccording to the different cases, and the 
different courts, asg well as the different 
purposes for which fnvestigations are made. 

It has always been the case that a much 
more extreme grade of defectiveness has 
been defined as insanity, and has been re- 
quired to be proven, in order to absolve a 
person from punishment’for crime, than for 
any other purpose—for high crime particu- 
larly. The cause of the criminal insane is 
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progressing, however, even along this latter 
ne 


At first,"we may say, no person was ab- 
solved from the penalty of the law for high 
crime on account of insanity or any grace 
of defectiveness.’ If'the crime were com- 
mitted the ax fell. 

Then, as advances in peychiatry were 
made, the corcession was granted that the 

rson would be declared irresponsible if 

t were proven that he was so defective at 
the time he did “not know: what he’ was 
doing;’’ «meaning that he had no knowl- 
edge of hist act, that there: was mo con- 
scious intenticn-in. his act and he had. no 
memory of it afterwards,:which is an ex-~- 
tremely low test.’ The working of this test 
in time } bh gen | assumed “the know!l- 
edge of right and wrong’ test. Knowl- 
ra of the ‘“‘character of the act” involves, 
in its higher phases, knowledge of its right- 
ness or its wrongness. 


This test has held 
its ground a. long time. 

Strictly construed, “knawledge of right 
and wrong,” is a very extreme test. The 
degree of mental defectiveness is very 
great, in which the perecn is not able to 
know or appreciate that the act he is doing 
is contrary to public opinion or to State law. 


There are few patients in our hospitals who 


have no “knowledge of right and wrong.” 

The “knowledge of right and wrong” 
test is a test of the intellectual ability of 
a person, of his being able to know or un- 
derstand the law when told him, and re- 
lates solely to his degree of intelligence 
not to his moral ability to observe the law 
afterwards. Moral disability, except when 
it is obliterated by intellectual disability 
preceding and excelling it, has not been 
granted at all, until of late years. Bven 
now, it is very much questioned and de- 
nied, by both the oer ane the lega§ pro- 
fessions. If the man % mental ability to 
know the character of the act te is doing 
and that it is “wrong,” that it is forbidden 
by public opinion or State law, and has 
mental ability to appreciate the certitude 
of the punishment to follow his do it, 
only of late years has: it been granted at 
all, that there are some cases in which 
the person is separately defective or more 
defective, in his moral ability than in his 
intelligence, so that he is not able to hold 
from doing the wro act. The medical 
profession have usually been those to as- 
sert that there are such cases, although 
they may be infrequent and extreme ones. 
We ‘have cases in our hospitals, and we 
think they exist in the courts and in the 
penitentiaries. We only insist that there 
are such cases. Whether they shall be,.on 
this account, absolved from the penalties 
of the law, or not, is not our question, it 
belongs to the courts. It is true, there al- 
Ways exists some defectiveness of the in- 
tellectual abilities in these cases: they 
have passable intelligence, but their weak- 
ness, or obliquity, or lack of “moral sense,"’ 
is greater than most of their inta@lectual 
sense. The ‘“‘recidivists’ of our courts are 
largely of this class. They are constantly 
relapsing and brought into court, notwith- 
standing how frequently they are punished, 
yet their intellectual disabilities would not 
send them to an insane hespital. 

Moral or ethical abilities are the latest, 
as well as the highest, attained in the evo- 
lution of the excellent man, and are the 
most delicate to be held on to and hardest 
to be maintained. In the loss of mentality 
they are generally seen to go off first. 
Many a man, high in church or state, has 
first shown his beginning . mental defec- 
tiveness by a weakening of an obliquity in 
his ‘“‘moral or ethical sense.” He was Bow 

lite, or decent, or peenaant, than he had 

een, and it increased as his brain malady 
rogressed; in some cases he has shocked 
is friends by doing some grossly improp- 
er thing, sometime before his progressing 
defectiveness, or brain disease, was ap- 
parent in his losa of intelligence. 

Both in.law and medicine we often see 
the statement that delusions are a sign of 
insanity. If a man has an opinion, idea, 
or notion, which is obviously incorrect to 
the intelligent persons around him, and if 


he hold to it notwithstanding efforts are. 


madé to correct him in it, it may be said 
to be a sure sign of mental defectiveness, 
and it may not be sufficiently grave to be 
called insanity, sometimes is not. Per- 
sons have delusions, some of them silly and 
absurd; who would not be called insane. 
When his delusion is of a character which 
renders the person dangerous or trouble- 
some, it determines the grade of his de- 
fectiveness to be insanity. It is always, 
however, a sign of defectiveness, whether 
of an insane grade or not. Men, who are 
otherwise of excellent mental ability, have 
shown delusions, and because their delu- 
sions did not render them objectionable 
members of society, they were never pro- 
nounced ingane.

HERE are all kinds of mental defec- 
tiveness in society. They range from 
slight peculiarity and feeble-minded- 

Bess ail the way to insanity and idiocy, with 
every conceivable variety tntervening. In- 
Geed, this fact is so generally recognized 
that we all have an Instinctive habit of es- 
timating and grading the persons we meet 
in respect to their mental defects, as well as 
thelr excellences, with even more concern 
and personal interest; and there is always 
@ current or under-current, of social ex- 
change of opinions in these matters. It is 

stonishing how widely the range of de- 

tiveness is found to extend.

It 
crops out even in the constitution of the 
United States, and it pervades many pro- 
fessions, practically those that relate to 
conduct and character, and, as in psychiat- 
ry, to mental abilities and disabilities. 

Under this le and custom, the man 
holds “the right’’ of assuming as high & 
stand as others, or an equal] stand with 
others, until the contrary is publicly proven, 
If not convicted of a crime jn court he has 
the right and privitege of claiming his in- 
nocence, or even of claiming a generally 
innocent character! if he is not shown to 
be bad he can claim to be good. 

This same practice is injuriously carried 
over into psychiatry, where, as a’ part of 
the business, it is necessary to know the 
facts of the case and often to aasert them. 

This polite, politic or legal custom of 
granting that only the extreme cases are 
the defective ones, leads to the assumption 
and largely the admission, that there are 
no other grades or kinds of defectiveness 
aboye or outside of the extreme ones. In 
the courts, it is often demanded, on the 
basis of this principle, that a verdict or an 
opinion @ehall be given either in one or the 
other of two sets of terms, either the man 
is “sound’’ or ‘unsound’ mentally—he is 
either “sane’’ or “insane’’—categorically 
answered without any mention of grades or 
degrees. On the same principle that he 
must be “either guilty or not guilty,” he 
must be either “‘ingane’’ or ‘“‘sane.”’ This
